A full stand of trees is better than half a stand. Yet, hov mny of — 
our forests are but half stoclzed or irresuviarly stocked; here a dense thick 
et of youmg trees, and there a blaniz space; a single open-grown knotty tree 
where there might be a half dozen thrifty poles; or weed trees occupying 
the ground that might be filled with desired species. A piece of cut-over 
land or en old burn my look green and tree clad and goes as "reforesting! 
or "satisfactory second growth, when perhaps close analysis would show 
that it wasn't producing cither the quality or the quantity it should, 

Of course it is a lot better te have even such a stand than none at all.

The public and the timber fraternity should be educated to under= 
stamd tet foresters are not satisfied with such half stands as Nature my 
produce accide ontally. To get the maximm quality and quantity of wood 
crops per acre is where the art of forcstry comes in. ‘That is where for- 
esters cain “improve on jeture 

Good farmers are not content with fields that have but one spear of 
eérass where there shorld be two, or with herds whose increase is half of 
the possible. It is the helf crops thst fail to pay expenses and only the 
full crops tht yield the dividen's, 


Just because there are 500 or 1000 little seedlings per acre on a 
cut—over crea or an old burn does not meen tmt all is well, It isa 
great satisfaction to find then, but do not forget that it is not 100 per 
cent soo forestry unless they are well spaced, of the right species, are 
established, and are in number sufficient to yicld the rmaxinum wood volume 
corpa‘tible with quality. In selection exttinzs in yellow pine are we not 
prone to look vith admiration at the dense clumps of thrifty advance re-~ 
production and overlook the intervening gaps of a querter acre laid bare 
by ax, hoof, wheels, or brush pile fires?

4 connection with the Pacific Lumber Company, maintains 2 mursery at Scotia, 

P California, embracine an area of five and a Milf acres devoted to secd- 

: beds, transplant beds, and exvcrimental sections. an interesting feature 

7 in connection with the erovins of the younz trees is the method employed 

| of pruning the roots to mke thom stocky. «a four-foot sav blade attached 

: to & rail spreader cravn by two horses is employed. It is proposed to plant 
\ about 500 trees to the acre. 4 plantinz policy covering the next four year 
f has been worked out, and the principal species to be grown are redrood, 

F Douglas fir, port Orford cedar, and sitke spruce. The planting season is 

- restricted to the vinter months.

Norway rine jeod Fxtraction Complcted: a report has just been received from 
Supervisor Varsvill on the extraction of Norvay pine seed on the Minnesota 
Forest hich "as completed on Dee2muer 12. A total of 469 pounds of sced 
was secured from the Forest Service colléction. In addition, 124 pounds 
were securat froma private party for whom seed was extracted 91 a coop= 
erative basis. Te collected ths conés which were vextracted under Forest 
Service supervision at the Service 3ecd plant at Cass Lake. The Forest 
Service retoinel one nornd ont of covery four pounds extracted to cover the 
cost of cxtraction ad the use of tue plant. 


Thus a total of 593 pounds of Norway pine secd, having a value of 
approximtcly $8,000 2t prevailinz comercial retes, Was securca, This will 
be sufficient for tas nceds of the tvo service nurseries in th? Lake states 
for three years. The cost of the ype including cones, extraction, etc,, — 
is $2.17 « pound, which is cheap:r than Norway pine seed has ever been ex~ 
tracted on the Minnesota Forest. . 


This i3 due minly to the larce yield of seed, amounting to niente 
0.9 of a peund or 1441/3 onnecs to the bushel of eoncs. This is in rmmriced 


contrast to yields of 6 to 10 ounces per bushel of cones scevred in four 
previous extructione. 
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credit for the hizh yicld »f seed rust also be given to tno seed 
extractory, which was designed by Mr. Bates of the Fremont Experiment 
Station and iven its first thorourh trial this fall. A vertical kiln, 
twelve trays hizh, is placed directly over the furnace. A large flue 
leads directly through the roof from the kiln and insures quick circula~ 
tion of air. The concs at the bottom open first, and as the bottom trays 
are removed the other trays are set down one notch. Under thus system, it 
Fequires about eizht hours for a charge of cones .to be worked through the 
kiln. The rated capacity of the kiln is thirty bushels to a cmrge, but 


the actual output was but fifty bushels per day. 


The plant was run continnously vith three eight-hour shifts. An 
extra man was used on the day shift to help run the cones through the 
shaker and fanning mill. This was found necessary as the night men did 
not have time, after moving the 48 trays every hour, to run the shaker and 
Mill. An average heat of 140° to 150° F. was maintained in the kiln and 
cones Were used almost entirely for fuel. 


Under the provisions of the Clarke-McNary Lav, it is probable that 


‘the Forest Service will, 2s part of its share of the cooperation, collect 


Norway pine secd for the various States. It has deen very difficult to 


“secure seed of this species, and prices as high as $20 a pound imve been 


Quoted by seed dealers. It is gratifying to know that the Service now has 
the facilities for extracting seed in case we are called upon to sccure 
large quantities.

A New Wrinkle; Supervisor C. 3. irentson of the Cache contributes the fol- 
lowing for the good of the causn: 


In building a cabin, 2 cement foundation is always desirable, because 
it makes the buildinz warmer, keeps out rodents, and preserves the sills 
from decay. In many cases such foundations cannot be built on account of 
finances. « satisfactory substitute has been found in corrugated golvanized 
iron which may be purchased cut to any sizc. The iron is set don into the 
soil a few inches and extends u> hich enouch on the base of the building to 
afford protection to the lower timbers in case it is desirable to bank the 
earth high around the sides during the winter, such a foundation adds m- 
terially to the warmth of the building, allows banking with earth without’ 
eausing decay, and kceps out rodents. 


Todds me returned from 
Allotment conferences at hon=pelicr, Idaho, and Kemmerer, Wyoming, where

The Ret Cross on the Fire Line: "Tie sean Gabricl fire," said an Army 
officer recently, “wee the meirest thing to war that I ever sav." 4 rem 
port recently received from the Los Augeles chapver of the American Red 
Cross emphasizes the truth of this statement. This report shows tmt on 
this big blaze on th» angeles there were employed nine Red Cross first 
aid workers, six of who were trained eradnate nurses, and that a total 
of 4,853 treatments were given the men working on the fire line, as fol-— 
lows: 


Burns 654, cuts 382,;-sprains.119, fractures 9, overrome by smoke | 
and heat 70, foot dressings 767, eye treatments 272, colds and sore throats 
235, poison oak 490, toothaches 23, together with miscellaneous treatments 
for ptommine poisonins, rheumatism, stomach trouble, sick headache, etc. 


The totil expenditure by the Red Cross at this fire was $1,366, of 
which amount nearly $6¢0 waa for supolies. 


On the basis of the experience zained on this fire, a unit of sup= 
plies suiteble for first-2id stations for 100-men cams, for about a week, 
has been computed as follows:

Forestry Exhibit at Oroville Orznse Shor: Fores* Rangers Merrill and Heyes 
of the Lassen Forest ani Stute Ringer Holland of Croville arrangod « for — 
estry exhibit at the recent Oroville orange and olive exhibition. “he 
setting vas tit of 2 Forest @iire's carp with a birch tent, rock fire- 
place, cam outfit and cooing utensils arranzed in a forest of green 
trees. A pole corral 7ith 2 ate, a portadle telennone and suitable ¥er— 
est.and.fire signs made up the baience of the -ttractive exhibit. The m-~ 
terials used were obtained and the details of the carp scene worked out dy 
the Federal and State officers. Many favoreblc comments were heard on the 
artistic display and the messaze it conveyed. Ranger Holland, who spent 
consideravl: tine at the exhibit booth, rcvorts that 1,980 people stopped 
to look at the camp scenc, 490 asized questions, and 700 pieces of litera- 
ture were distributed to intercsted people.

Seventy=seven Lozs tothe Cer: Time was when a load for a_logeing car in 
the Douglas fir resion consisted of not over ten logs; more often six, 
three, or even one mze loz médc a load. as better utilization is prac- 
ticed the mimber of logs per car increases, Recently the Crovn-Villemctte 
Pulp and Paver Company put 77 hemlock logs on a car. This was on their 
Nrelogeine" operation in the lower Colwabia River region. Hore the crigi- 
mal stand consisted of senttercd biz fir and spruces and a lot of all sizes 
Of herilock, “Everything that covld be hondled profitably with big donkeys 
and the high lead system wes taken out, but considerable small herilock was 
left, both stendins and dom, 


The corpany, apprecieting t+ full utilization of the forest yas not 
being made trs worked ont 2 method of salvacing the smll stuff. They are 
following w the original logzinz rith a Lidcerwood dky-line skicder, which 
is bringing in the little hemlock trees, tops and small picces of spruce, 
siz at a time, . These are loaded into specinlly constructed cars and average 
30 or 35 pieces ner cor. Vhis mocns that vicces down to 6 and even 4 inches 
in the top are used. This once=logzted land is yiolding 10,000 foct per 
acre = quite = crop in itself. The mitcrial is rafted ond goes to the paper 
mills and mikes as cod paper as any timber; in fact, it hes adventoges from 
the paperraker's vic7point. 


The areas so relozec@ are mch improved froma fire protective stand- 
point. The equivalent of 20 cords of combustible mterial is removed, the 
little homlocks are down, tic fine dobris is mshed up still finer. “his 
is good: fire protection, food conservation, good forestry.

Exhibit: The Departnent exhibit at the recent Pacific Interna- > 
tional Livestock Exposition, portland, xttracted a arent deal of attention. yi 
There was an attendance of over 100,000. The material was entirely ner for i, 
this District and wes in tro marts, The first was a western range exhibit 
of five boeths devoted to Huran IMtrition, Successful Dairyinc, Range Cet- 
tle, Rane Sheep and Rodent Control. The second part consisted of three 
booths, devoted respectively to sumacr Playgrounds (Forest Service) Costs 
of Romds - Good ané Bad (Rureau of Public Roads); and Predatory animale

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HORE "“PIUTS" FORESTRY 


In "Report upon Ferestry" by F. B. Houch in 1882, which is a report 
on his stwcies in the Test mide to the Jnited states Department of sricule 
ture, I find the following accom vy William Phillips, a pioneer of Clack 
ams, Orson; 


"when I came to this country in 1346, it was almost perfect in all 
its wilcness, Yith 2 few excentions, not a tree or a shrub had been touched — 
by the tund of ma, Thousands of rild Indians roved over the prairics or 
minted same in the almst inupenetrable forests. wo fires md run in these. — 
forests for tmadreds of yonrs, the Indians being eareful not to let fire 
eet out, lest the crass should be burned from their horses, of which they 4 
had thousands, or lest the sume should be driven from the forest in their 
section of the country. LIrrco trees, % or 4 fect in diameter, stood in 
these forests, with tho aceurmlnted debris of hundreds of ycars lying thick 
Rrounc their base, with not 2 sisn of fire about thom, But early in the 
summer oF 1847, when the irnigrants, "ho had sct out to seck honestends for 
themselves becan to arrive, fires sot started in the forests, and the surm— 
mer beinz ery they burned turouch the whole summcr, Millions of acres of aS 
fine forest timber as ean bé found on earth today were burned over and lille 
3 Thole forests of red and yellor fir, of the cinnt arbor-vitac, und of homlock

T kno” that for the last five or six years it ms becn the ee 
for Forest Service men who gained a smttering of military ge ining avrin: 
the late var to draz the army into the conversation whenever the alvays 
interesting topic "Fow to better the Service" is w for discussion. I 
know also that this ms been overdone to the point that the favorite re- 
joinder’to this line of tel is "Yell, thenk God we are not in the arny 
anyway." ijevertheless, I make bold to present here what I believe is an 
opportunity to adapt to our orn uses a method of training that ell moaern 
armies have been using for twenty years or more with success. 


However mich the Forest Service my differ from the military serv— 
ices in mike-up, in viewpoint and in practice, there is at least one thing

that is had in comaon, and that is the need for men who in time of pressing 
emerzency can be depended upon to do the right thing vith promptness and 
certainty. I am told thet all too frequently studies of our more dis 
trous fires disclose thet sm.ll fires turned into big ones becaus> of some 
omission of 2 simple but vital step in the progress of the fight to control 
it. I em also told that such sins of omission are not confined to zrecn, 
inexperienced men, bit are not uncommon with men of more or less experience 
in fire control work; thot in the rush and excitement, men's minds do not 
function always with success, 


m the army bitter experience in active campaigns has taught the seme 
lesson, To overcome this perfectly natural wealmess of the human mind the 
army hes developed 2 line of truiniaz in peace time devised to develop an 
officer's power of constructive thinking so intensively thit in time of 
emerzency he may possess the ability to forma judgment in tactical rmttcrs 
and take the proper action with decision. 


In this training the use of mp problems plays a considcrable part. 
The student officer is given a tonogrephic mp of the field of action on 


which appears all tht is known of the terrain, including roads, milroads, 
bridges, tmils, fords, towns, farms, ficlds, forests, telephone lines, 
etc., ete. In addition, he is riven a written description of the situa- 
tion Sn which ne is supplied with all of tho information other than that 
shorn on the mp concerning the number, class, equipment and location of 
the troops of his side tmt are involved in the problem, the material at 
his disposal, the wenthor, the time, and other factors that affect his 
problem. He is also civen such fragmentary information of the enemy forces 
2s ho my bo expectcc to hnve under the circumstances. This informtion, 
with that shovn on the mp, constitutes all that he knows of the leyout, 


Next he is given the mission, thit is, the thine that he is to accom 
plish vith his particular unit. 


Fimlly, he is asked for his decision. What action would he take 
or direct to be tnken to best achieve the mission of his force under the 
circumstances as he appraises them? Mp problems as used in military train- 
ing cover nll phases of military operations, from the movements of whole 
armies, involving enzincering and supply operations of enormous magnitude 
and requiring months of Hard work on the part of many men to solve, dorn to 
the disposai and handling of an output of three or four men under charge of 
& corporal. 3ut in 4ll of them the student is required to go throuzh the 
same general process, namely, to carefully consider all-the factors in- 
volved, weivhine and analyzing the effect of cach factor on the job in 
hend, aad to come to a decision ds to what to do to gain his objective. 


Tt has been found and proved thit this form of mental exercise 
develops a capacity for estimatine situttions with assurance and speed and 
the ability to mke decisions well grounded and promptly. 


I feel confident that an adaptation of the map problem method of 
mental exercise ean serve 2 good end in our fire control work. It is freely 
acmitte. that actual experience in fire control is the best teacher, but at 
that there my be something of value in this method. To give some idea of 
how the map problem would be used in developing that constructive thought 
so desired, I have prepared’ 4 simple map problem involving 4 situntion not. 
at all uncommon in the ational Yorests. A careful reading of this pzoo- 
lem will, I believe, disclose that in the first place, it is interesting 
work to solve it, and in the second plece, that it will require considerable 
thought of a constructive nature to get the best possible solution. 


Tf it is conceded that the imp problem method carries some possibil- 
ities in our work, the opportunity for introducing its use in the Service 
is exccllcnt, because the very nature of the problems mkes them interesting, 
and gives a chance ‘for healthy rivalry in their solution betwegn individ— 
uals and Forests. It rould not be Cifficuit, in our fiel’ force at least, 
vo supplant the now popular crossword puzzle with the fire control problem.

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SERIKING INCAnASE IN THE LUMBER CUT 
By R. J. Reynolds, Washington 


nm December 15 the Bureau of the Census released a preliminary 
statement shoving the results of the lumber census for 1923, compiled in 
cooperation with the Forest service. The canvess in all western States 
was carried on by the District offices. 

The total cut of 27,165,540,000 feet B.M. is the largest recorded 
Since i916, and serves as one of the evidences of the return of prosperous 
conditions following the Vorld Yar. 


United States per capita consumption of lumber, which decreased to 
245 feet in 1921, is computed as 330 feet in 1923, an increase of 35 per 
cent. The increase of. consumption was by no means evenly distributed over 
the United States. Among the nine States showing actual decreases are 
North Dakota, South Dakot2, Nebraska, Colorado, Oklahom, and Wisconsin. 
South Carolina, the State of lowest per capita, decreased still further 
according to our distribution figures. The great States of the industrial 
region show moderate increases. The most striking increases appear on the 
Pacific Coast, vhere Oregon, Washington, and California together consumed 
28 per cent more than in 1922. Their consumption was nearly one-fifth of 
the amount used in the United: States. 


The consumption of california is the peak of record for any state, 
being 4,289,000,000 feet, or practically one-eizhth of the total lumber 
used, Of the lumber consumed in California about one-third was cut within 
the State, while practically all the remainder came from Washinton ant | 
Oregon, 


A young min was successfully engezed in scllinz a certain article 
direct to users, de worked on a commission basis and was naturally inter- 
ested in mking a sale whenever nossible.

Svery Yorest officer is a salesman. He may not be Working on & Com= 

ssion basis, but his future success and the progress of his chosen line 
of work depend wnon support and cooperation of the public. Forestry ex- 
tension, fire prevention, favorable legislation, and appropriations all 
depenc upon favorable public sentiment; and public sentiment is definitely 
moulded by the use of salesmanship methods. Direct sales contact work in 
the smaller communities is particularly important, for the opinion of a 
citizen in a small community often carries more weight than that of a cite - 
iten in some crowded, fareavay city. The "key ment are more accessible. 


Meny foresters use salesmenship methods = some consciously — more, 
probably, unconsciously; but everyone who has any contact with the public 
will, I believs, profit by definitely setting down on paper a sales talk 
outline ¢ This should consist of; (a) objectives, or points to be "sold; 
(>) interestine facts and figures about forestry, both nation—vide and 
loesl; (c) ways in which forestry "ties in" with various lines of business 
and individwal, local, or national welfare. Once tho outline is prepared, 
it can exsily be revised and kept up to date as new facts or figures be-= 
come available, 


Preparing and becoming familiar with such an outline will at least 
accomplish two things. [It will focus and clear the mind on several impor~ 
tant points; and it will give a background for many an interesting and 
profitable conversation. This does not mean that one should become a 
monotonous bore, or "talk shop" on every social occasion. On, the other 
hand, the public is decominz more and more interested in forestry, and a 
welleorzanized stock of information will often prove an asset. Certainly 
g20d taste permits, and good business judgment demands, informing tourists 
and forest users as to whet forestry means, why the National Forests aro 
established, and hov they should be protected. Your listener will appre+ 
ciate the information, particularly if you can show him how it benefits 
hin, You have no dotted line for his signature, but you may secure his 
Sup. apport for your objectives. 


and maybe - who knows = after experience in successfully selling 
forestry to incividunls by the use of sales talk outlines, you miy in time 
mount the platform and meke a sale of forestry ideas to an assembled audie 
ence of individuals, The principle is the same.

Train Service Discontimed on crown King Railroad: The santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany has created a sensation in the region of the Prescott by discontinuing 
trains on the Prescott-grown King branch. This piece of railroad was built 
in the carly days for carrying out ore when Arizona mines were booming. 

It has served a3 a common carrier through times that lave been both pros- 
perous and lean, [ts usefulness, however, has probably not been fully 
realized until now, when the locomotive whistle is no longer heard echoing 
through the canyons. Supervisor Wales says the cutting off of trains will 
cost the Prescott $150 a year in forage transportation alone. The zeneral 
distress tht is predicted my, of course, not be so serious as is antici-~ 
pated. Wndoubtedly, the situation will adjust itself in part at least 
through improved highreys and motor transports. It is quite possible that 
gach traila as the famous old Phoeniz-Prescott stage route through Crook 
Canyon and Tattle Flat will come back with reopenings of the storied stage 
stations. In fact, portions of the historic stage route, which follows the 
backbone of the mountain for miles and presents remarkable scenery, are al- 
ready being used by automobilists. | 


Association with Forest Officers Brings Man a Beating: The Lincoln 3ulle- 
tin recounts incidents corinected with grazing trespass cases in which 
Government. witness suffers for -his kmowledze, For some time the Lincoln 
has had trespass difficulties vith one Ss. 5. Tidwell. A man by the name 
of A. 7. Boyce, Jr., is the principal witness for the Government. Re- 
cently three men, one of them Tidwell, met Boyce who was driving alone. 
Boyce was thrown from the rig and severely beaten. He was then in- 
formed by Tidwell that if he didn't leave the section immediately and 
stop associatines vith Forest officers there was worse treatment in store 
for hims In addition to the trespass cases pending against Tidwell, he 
is under bond to appear before State and Federal grand juries for in~ 
vestigations tonching other offenses. 


Cooley ill Chanzes Yends: According to press reports the purchase of the 
Apache Lumber Company opereting at Cooley by the W. M. Cady Lumber Com 
pany has been consummted. This deal included also the Apache Railway. 
The consideration is said to be three million dollars. The W. M. Cady 
Lumber Company has been operating for some years at Mellary, Louisiana, 

but will cut out there within a few. months and has been looking for new 
fields, It is the plan of the company to increase the yearly output at 
the plant at Cooley from &0 to 100 million feet. This will mean con- 
siderable additional investment, sneeding up the cut under present con- 
tracts, and promises to enable the Forest Service to initiate cutting oh 
@ large scale on the Mogollon Working Circle, which comprises the western 
end of ‘the Sitgreaves Fforest. It is estimated that this working circle 
will furnish an annual cut of 30 million feet on a permanent basis. 

Forest Service engincers rill have a big job next year in handling the new 
problems which will come w with this new aspect of operations on the Sit- 
greaves and possibly the Apache Forest. As a matter of further interest, 
it is reported that the town of Cooley will be changed to McNary in order 
to retain the qo0d will thet goes with the name, which has been built up 
by the W. M. Cady Lumber Commany through its years of successful operation 
at McNary, Louisiana,

Back from.Convention: Messrs. “rnest Winkler and C. L. Forsling are back 
from the convention of the Nevada Tand and Livestock Convention held at 
Elko, Nevada, They report that it was an extremely interesting and sige 
nificant meeting.

Forest; the division of the Angeles into two Forests and the creation of 
a& new Forest to be kmovn as the san Bernardino National Forest; the addi- 
tion to the western division of the present Angeles Forest of a major por= 
tion of the National Forest lands in Los Anzeles County now within the

Possibly there is room in the SERVICE BULLETIN for some further 
discussion of the subject Opened by Preston in the Vashington Service 
Couznittes meeting of November 26. 


Of course, no one would dispute the statement that trees are de- 
sirable alons a rocdside, or that smill trees cannot always take the 
place of biz onts for this purpose. I agree that we should leave road- 
sides in the National Forests @tractive, but in adopting such a policy 
we should mot close our eyes to the fect that there is a certain disad- 
Vantage and a certain danger in it. I asree with Headley that recreation 


- interests are a definite menace to the practice of forestry. To my mind 


the answer is not to ve found in trying to discourege recreation but in 


Tecomizing the dancer and trying to mest it. That a great many people 


do not understand that leaving a tree after it is commercially mature is 
not (economic) conservation, but the opposite, tnere is no doubt. Neither, 
it seems to me, can there be any doubt but that as time goos on there will 
be much misunderstanding because of leaving roadside strips, unless we can 
find weys to inform the public on the point. lost people who go into Na- 
tional Forests travel in automobiles. They see what is along the road. 
They say "This is Forestry as the Vv. S. Porest Service practicos it," and 
having seen "Forestry" there am having lixed it, thay object to "“devasta- 
tion” when they see timber sale areas.

We've got to find some way to get people to learn the truth about some 
of our work, and Mr. Preston, being a good forester and doubtless seeing 
what some of us think is danger ahead, would like to get more forestry 
practice where it can be seen. Nost of us wouldn't want to go to the 
extreme he suggests, but we can't get away from the fact that in not 
doing it we are losing our best opportunity and giving wrong impressions 
to boot. 


4nd before I close I want to take one more rap at those people who 
believe that in order to get our names in the paper we should present ma- 
terial that is not the usual. but tho unique thing. For example, not so 
miny months azo a Forest Service man said to me, "We can't get any good 
timber sale pictures." Thinking that District One could, as usual, sup- 
piy any necd, 1 said, "Why, we have lots of them in the collection - gond 
pictures of well-conducted sales." But they wouldn't do! What were want- 
ed were some more like the Old Black Hills picture. Now, I've spent a 
good many days in the "Black Hills and have seen there some fine-looking 
sale arcas, but never happened to come across one that looked like that 
picture. About sixteen years ago I saw it reproduced in a magazine with 
the statement that it was a forest scence in Gcrmany. That nettled me at 
the time, but since then I've traveled around more ia the timber sale 
world and have sometimes sven wondered whether the author might not after 
211 have gotten his films mixed and put en American label on a "made in 
Germany" product. Anyway, thousands and thousands of people have seen 
‘it and, if they only realized it, know how a timber sale area on a Nation- 
a1 Forest doesn’t lork. 


Maybe there aren't any possibilities in Preston's suggestions. If 
not, let's heave ‘em overboard.

The Situation 


At 7 a. m. August 4, a lookout locates and reports a heavy smoke 
rising from the nead of Smokehouse Creek on the east slope of Wilson 
Ridge. Ranger Brown dispatcnes a fireman with one assistant to the fire 
and gets ready for action. He has two roed crews of 10 men each, two 
large trucks, and a sawnill and logging crew of 30 men two hours travel 
distance from the fire. They will have to be furnished transportation. 
He has available a 50-man fire tool outfit and plenty of food supplies. 
No pack stock available. 


10.00 a. m. Firemen reports by phone from Hostetter Bridge that 
fire is too big for him, is spreeding rapidly and running southeast be- 
fore a rising wind. He advises bringing all men aveaileble. He is told 
to return to the fire, scout out the situation, and meet the Ranger em 
crew at Hostetter Bridge at noon with full report. The Ranger notifies 
sawnill of situation anc asks thet full crew be assembled ready to go to 
fire if needed. -Will vhone from Hostetter. Takes rosd crews, tools, 
food for 40 men days, and two trucks, end starts for the fire. 


12.00 M. Ranger with road crew arrives at Hostetter Bridge. 
Gets fireman's report, Ciscusses situation briefly and establishes it to 
be as shown on accompanying mp. The wind is from the northwest, picking 
up and gusty; 20 to 25 miles per hour; humidity low. East slope of Wilson 
Ridge hes heavy duff, dense underbrush, lots of down timber, am some rock, 
mostly outcropping ledges near the top. The Ranger feeds men from ener- 
gency ration at the bricge, and having made his cecision puts them to work.

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ROAD AND TRAIL CONSTRUCTION 
By G H. Lautz, Washington 


During the fiscal year 1923, the Bureau of Public Roads constructed 
a total of 374 miles of so-called major road projects at a cost of $21,304 
per mile. The Forest Service during the same period built and improved 
1,656 miles of minor road projects at an average cost of $890 per mile. 


Average construction costs during the fiscal year 1924 showed an 
increase over. those for the preceding year for both major and minor roads. 
In 1924, 543 miles of major road projects were constructed by the Bureau 
of Public Roads for $7,208,217,representing an average cost of $13,280 
per mile. On the other hand, $1,759,630 was expended in the construc- 
tion and improvement of @,314 miles of minor roads under fhe supervision 
of the Forest Service, at an average of $1,339 per mile. 


The highest average cost per mile of major road work in the last 
year was $24,951 as done in the State of California, while the lowest 
average was $628 per mile, the work being done in the State of Minnesota. 


The 2,569 miles of major roads which had been constructed by June 
30, 1924, at a cost of $27,581,773 represent an average cost of $10,736 
per mile. The minor roads constructed and improved to Jume 30, 1924, 


amounted to 6,137 miles, costing $6,604,078, an average of $1,076 per 


mile. 


In the fiscal year 1923, 4,123 miles of trails were built at a 
cost of $990,671 which is an average of $240 per mile; while in 1924, 
the average was $198, there having been built 4,805 miles at a total 
cost. of $952,784. The average cost of the 15,875 miles of trails as 
constructed by the Forest Service to July 1, 1924, was $230 per mile.

‘It is calculated that the 28,000 head of cet 
tle dumped cn the Denver mirket November 17, the largest in the hi gto 
of the Denver stockyards, lost the cattiemen who shipped to this market 
on that day at least $200,000. On all the princip2l markets, almost a 
million was lost by the stockgen in that one weck because of breaks in 
the market due to the temporary oversupply: If tthe number could have 
been distributed throughout the week, imstcad of 4311 Coming in on one 
day, they could have becn absorbed without any imconvenience. As it 
was, they wre. actually absorbed by the close of the week under a broken 
market.

Portrait of Ranger to be Exhibited in New York: Prominent among the 
paintings that have been on exhibition in the National Imseun in Santa 
_ Fe is a three-quarter length portrait of Forest Ranger Walter IM. Pinson. 
Randall Davey, noted Santa Fe artist, is the painter. Ranger Pinson 
has a physique and personality that would appeal to any portrayer of 
outstanding human characteristics and it is said the product of Mr. 
Davey's brush is a tale well told. Pinson is six feet or more in 
height, broad, rugged and angular, and in both feature and form he 
fairly radiates the idea of strength and courage. The artist has pic- 
tured every detail truthfully, according to thuse who have viewed the 
portrait, from the Forest Service badge to a Bull Durham tobacco tag. 
The picture, considerdd. by the artist himself as one of his best works, 
was placed on display January 15 at Duveens Art Gallery on Fifth Avenue, 
New York, under the auspices of the National Portrait Painters Associa- 
tion of America. 


300d Brush-S3urni Data: Tne following observations were made in connec- 
tion with recent brush burning on a whole area of small timber sales on 
the Santa Fe. The data are based on about 40 acres consisting chiefly 
Of western yellow pine but with some Douglas and white fir in canyons 

and depressions. Brush ves cut and all piled in July and August. The 
summer ond f2ll were exceedingly dry and by December the brush and ground 
litter were in good burmable condition. A half inch of snow fell-and © 
burning began. Well piled isolated brush burned clean with very little 
chunking up and without fire mmning from the base. Heat from several 
Piles fired simultaneously dried out ground litter and fire ran in spite 
of snow. Draft from several piles close together carried flames 15 to 20 
feet high and wide with damage to foliage on surrounding trees. The con- 
clusion is that extremely dry brush can be successfully burned with even 
@ light snow but brush should be piled green and the piling must be 
cleanly done. That is, small branches and necdles should be well cleaned 
up around bases of piles and large stuff should be piled "butts in and 
butts up." Only a few piles should be fired at first and results watched. 
Burning should be confined at all times to areas small enough to be 
thoroughly under control. of force at hand. Burning should be against 

the wind and downhill with a close eye on changing winds and tempera- 
tures. Closely grouped piles should not be fired all at once and, if 
possible, brush that is close to reproduction should be carried to other 
partially burned piles for burning (or left unburned). 
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Those Kaibab Deer: .The deer Grive on the Kaibab was an interesting fail- 
ure, as reported by District Forester R. H. Hutledge; a failure so com— 
‘plete that itis improbable that the proposition of driving the deer 
will ever be brought up again. As an example of what took place, it. 
Rutledge cites a case. in which 150 cowboys and ‘Indians equipped with 
-.bells moved across a flat about five miles long, upon which it was esti- 
“mated that there were a thousand deer. The flat broke off steeply into 

a canyon, down which it was proposed to drive the animals. Watchers 

‘ stationed at.the edge of the flat, there they could see the animals which 
were driven into the canyon, reported that as nearly as they could tell 
two. animals. were driven in. ,A couple of hundred yards in the rear of the 
drivers, the ceer were obviously as plentiful as they were before. Possi- 
bly. ‘the very tameness of the deer has led to this wmexpected condition, 
for the young:animals got rather excited ani tended to gather in front 

of the drivers and to run before them. The older deer, however, showed 

no signs of freight and delibcrately played hide-and-seek with the drivers 
around the juniper trees and masses of shrubbery. Many instances were re- 
ported of Indians with bells coming around one side of a tree, while the 
deer quietly slipped around in their rear on the opposite side. 


How to. Foii i untajn Lions: For the benefit of Forest officers who may 
find ast in a similar predicament, the following incident is re- 
lated.

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Forestry Resolutions Passed by Western Division of United States Chamber 
of Commerce at Los Angeles, Calif., December 3, 1924: 


fo make effective the Chamber's forestry policy, it is essential 
that adequate appropriation by the Federal Government should be made to 
carry out the provisions of the various Federal forestry acts and ¢spe- 
cially the Clarke-McNary act. : 


This patted further urges that the Chamber should advocate changes 
in Federal taxation methods to encourage the practice of reforcstation 
On a fair and equitable basis, consistent with the long time involved 
and the creative nature of this form of enterprise. Federal forest ex- 
periment stations have been established in a mamber of important forest 
regions. It is the recommendction cf this meeting tnat the importance 
of forestry in California snould be pointed out to the Federal Goverment 
in considering the establishment of future Federal forest experiment sta- 
tions. This meeting also directs attention to the need of administration 
by the United States Forest Service of 211 lands owned and controlled by 
the Federal Goverrment which are primarily and chiefly valuable for con- 
timous forest management. 


The attitude of the individual States towards reforestation is of 
great-importance. It is recommended thet the various States should re- 
vise State legislation, to the ond that forest lends be adequately pro- 
tected; that tax laws applying to lends devoted to reforestation he rea- 
sonable and promotive, and that funds should be provided to carry on for- 
est research in connection with State educational institutions dealing 
with forestry. 


It is important that in each State some outstanding comercial 
‘organization should interest itself in the forestry needs of the State, 
and with the aid vf exnerts cooperate with all other interested organiza- 
tions in the State in obtnrining sound State forestry policies. Private 
forest owners should, with the aid of competent, expert advice, seriously 
study the practicability of applying systematic reforestution management 
to their properties. 


While in national forestry policy the matter of adequate fire pro- 
tection ani the mtter of forest reproduction have for years received 
mation2l consideration, it is only recently that a third outstanding fac- 
tor in connection with the forestry policy of the Unitod States, nanely, 
intelligent utilization of forest products, has boen given national prom- 
inences Following the mitional confersnce recently held in Washington, 

D. C., to consider the subject, it is recomcended that the board of 
directors of the Chamber of Cormerce of the United Statos consider the 
advisability of indorsing a nation-wide invostigntion of wod utilization, 
both industrial and private, for the purpose of developing more economica us 
uso, and thercby materially jae the drain upon our forest resources. 
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Teredos Cause Destructive Fire: 

Seven men dead, two oil tankers — one a 
million-dollar craft — destroyed, and the terminal werehouse of the Asso— 
ciated Oil Commany at Avon burned to the water's edge, is the latest toll 
taken by the festive teredo of San Francisco Bay. A half-mile section of 
the Assoviat@aéxCompany's wharf, undermined by the sea worm, collapsed un— 
der the load of 6,000 cases of gasoline. In so doing it pulled down elec-— 
tric wires and caused a short circuit which resulted in one of the most 
costly and spectacular fires ever’ experienced in Pacific Coast ports. The 
damage is estimated at $1,250,000.

Game on the Lemhi: The Forest Rangers of the Lemni have submitted tuecir ane 


-nual fish and zam2 reports to the Forest Supervisor, and these reporss snow 


some interestinz fizares on game. 


Last year it was estimated by the Rangers thit there were ranging on 
the Forest 755 antelope. This year's estimte shows that these antelope 
have made a very aporeciable incrcoase amounting to 1293, 


Our estimates show a slizht decrease in the number of deer using 
the Forest, from 2188 to 209c. This decrease is exccounted for trrough the 
fact that for the last tyvo seasons deer have left their summer range earlier 
than usual, comine dovn to their snoring, fail ani winter ranze, thereby 
makings themselves more accessible to hunters. 


The Runzers! estimates also show that the mountain sheep have in- 
ercased on the forest from 37 to 54 nead. Their estimates show a mrked 
decrease in mountain nen Geom 112 to 25 head. Tris decrease is contrib= 


ted to natural causes such as drifting to mre desirable refuces. 


The forest Supervisor has sased his annual report upon the repor* 
of the Rangers and has mde & recommendation to the istrict Forester tat 
the "Bie Lost River Game Preserve boundary de extendcd from the boundary 
established in 1917 to conform vith the new Forest boundary esta>dlished in 
1921.

tation and conservation; the National Conference on Outdoor Recreation, 
which, among other things, served to acquaint about 130 national organ- 
izations with the wild life and recreational possibilities of the Na- 
tional Forests; the interest displayed in forestry by the President; 
the Conference on the Utilization of Forest Products, which definitely 
placed this problem before the ‘American public and aroused interest in 
research; and last, but by no means least, the passage of the Clarke- 
McNary. Forestry, Act,. the, provisions, of, which will mean so much to for- 
estry in’ America when once placed in effective operation. These are 
‘ail points on which, Americafi citizens aeed education as much as they do 


Som forest fires.

‘Because of ‘the. tiie events pointing toward aggressive reforesta- 
tion policies, better utilization méthods, taxation reforms, and all the 
other ’ forward steps necessary, tp establish'a National Forestry policy, 
the Service should this year seek out and secure the aid and coopera- 
tion offered by many private organizations, including the State For- 
estry Departments. »To-;enlist this aid and use it to its fullest ex- 
tent I believe that this, year's eampaign should be broadened and 
Called AMERICAN FOREST WEEK. 


Under this new name the campaign can properly include every 
phase of forestry and at the same time retéin the forest fire angle 
where that phase of the campaign is paramount. We can continue to spe- 
cialize on forest fires where we deem best, since the protection of for- 
est lands is basic in forestry. But under the broader scope of the cam- 
paign the other phases of the Service's work also may properly be empha- 
sized if time and circumstances permit.

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THE ERIE R. R. FORESTRY TRAIN 
By H. R. Kylie, Washington 


A special train carrying exhibit materiel and motion pictures on fi 
estry has just finished a successful trip on the Erie Railroad, and has t 
distinction of being the first enterprise of this kind as far as this 
is aware. The suggestion came from the Development Department of the Erie 
Railroad. It was made by them because of their decision that mich of the 
land along their lines is better suited for tree growing than for agricul 
ture. A further reason was that their engineers believe the annual wesh- 
outs along the lines can be stopped if the headwaters of the streams can 
forested. 


Their representative talked with Mir. Sherman; the machinery ws 
started in motion; and as a result the State Foresters of New York and 
Pennsylvania together with the Forestry Departments at Cornell and Penn- 
sylvania State College, the New York State College of Forestry at Syra- 
cuse, and the Forest Service, cooperated in supplying material to fill 
cars and demonstrators to preach the gospel.

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the two cars of exhibit material were arranged in somewhat the 
following order: tyne of lands to be forested, species to be planted, 
ezaaples of growth, care of the woodlot, marketing the product. 

Sod tings were shown at different ages, and methods of planting 
were demonstrated. Orders weré taken by the LTevartment of Forests and 
Waters of Pennsylvania, and the Conservation Comission of New York 
State. lotion pictures from both States were shown and short lectures 
given at aii of the stops made by the "Forestry o> ag ged 


The average attendance was nearly 200 at each stop, and there 
were 52 stops. . This made an attendance of 10,090 people — farmers, 
city dwellers, owners of wodlots, high school and grace school pupils 
and their teachers; in fact, 2 truly representative group from the com- 


‘ munities visited. Both the old 2nd young ideas were taught to shoot by 


the silver-tongued orators from Federal and State organizations. As a 
result some 500,000 trees will probably be planted next spring. 


In addition to the exhibit and motion picture work a great deal 
of peppy advance publicity was got out. The Extunsion Departments of the 
States hive planned to follow up the work with demonstration plantings 


and in other ways this coming spring. What the harvest will be may only 


be conjectured, but most of us who were interested feel that a great deal 
Of g90d must necessarily come of it. It is new; it:is movel; and there 
is every possibility that other railroads may be ziad to cooperate in 
similar undertakings.

Sulution of the fire problem appearing in Jamary 19 issue 
By Harola L. Borden, Holy Cross 


The Ranger, fireman, and twenty men with tools and trucks are at 
Hostetters, while the sawmill crew of 30 men are two hours! ride distant 
awaiting orders. The fire has clready covered an areca of approximately 
240 acres and the worst part of the day is still to be contended with, 
which, together with an-increasingly high wind onc low hunidity whipping 
the flames into the heaviest of the timber in the locality, makes it 
doubtful if the present force could adequately handle the situation. 


It is evident from the direction of the wind and the report of the 
fireman, that to save the day 2nd control the fire in the least possible 
time it must be shut off from the south.

The Ranger taking half the men and the fireman the other half 
will arrange them along the south line probobly a quarter of a mile fron 
the fire at least, because of tHe rarid spread anid intense heat, and start 
building a fire line fron two tu trres fect wide clearing it of every- 
thing down to mineral soil. The map shows a distance of adout a mile from 
-the creek to the ridge and twenty men can build that much line pretty quic 
as it means only about 260 feet per man. 


If the fire has developed into a crovm fire, it will be going its 
worst about the time the men reach the area and will contime until four 
or five p. m, so that it may be mecessary to back fire to save the line.

WASHINGTON NOTES 


National Forest Receipts for the: first half of this fiscal year show a net 
deficit of over $56,000 as cuxpured with the swe period last year. The 
greatest falling off was in timber sale receipts, with a net decrease of 
over $146,000. Grazing (C & H) agzresated almost $23,000 better than the 
corresponding six months of last year, and water-power jumped over $36,000. 
All Districts with the exception of 2 and 7. show decreases in their total 
receipts. District 5 with an income of over $520,000 leads in amount of 
receipts; Districts 6 and 2 following. 


Colonel Greeley Reelected Director: The Forester has returned from Chicago 
where he attended the annual xecting of the American Forestry Association. 
He was again elected to serve as-a Cirector of the association. While in 
Caicago the Forester also attended 2 meeting of men from the Lake States 
who were interested in forestry and who were brought together by Director 
Zon of the Lake States Experiment Station.

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FOREST EXPERIMENT STATIONS 
"Soil Determines Tree Growth": An unusual demonstration of’ the power of 
soil composition to dictate species distribution was recently found in 
Arnansas. It was at the northern limit of loblolly pine where shortleaf 
had a better chance in competition to become establishuc. A mauuber of 
years azo a rounded knoll in this region sunz.orted 2 twenty-acre fara. 
Eightcen years have passed since the twenty acres were "thrown out" and 
pine trees seeded in. The entire area is now 2 dense stand of thrifty 
young loblolly pine, but for two exceptions. In one case, half a dozen 
hardwoods top the hill in an opening formerly occupied by the house, being 
planted there for shade. The more intcresting bre2k in the loblolly cover 
is a marrow, pie-shaped section on the south exposure, bearing an equally 
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dense stand of shsrtleaf pine. Yunerdus borings with a soil auger 
showed the hill to be comcesed of bricit-red sandy clay and gravel where 
the loblolly stood and light yellow fine send and clay in the pie- 
Shaped stand of shortleaf. The borings were made just after the first 
heavy rain vhich broke the long summer drowsht. Water had penetrated 
the red soil fcr two and a half feet, but in the shcrtileaf sector the 
yellow soil was dry below a foot. The farmer who cleared the land had 
noticed a difference in the soils, for cultivation ridges were still 
apparent in the loblolly stand, although the ground surface was smocth 
under the shortleaf. Local practice: would indicate: that the owner had 
found the: yellow soil too poor for cotttn and turned, it. inte a nasture. 
The loblolly had taken the moist, well drained, red soil and left only 
the. poor site for the shortleaf.--J.L.A., Southern.

The December Blowdown: A very warm period which had taken off most of 
‘the snow and ail the frost out of tne ground, was terminated by a gale 
.from. the east. accompanied by a very ranid G@rop:in-temperature. The 
wind apparent ly dia a tremendous amjunt cf danage to timber over very 
wide areas. Much of it doubtless ehihepee ci in.renote: regions, having 
not yet been reported. On the Pend Oreille Forest the cut-over areas 
on the Hedlund timber sale were almost ruined by the wind 2nd mmch 
virgin timber blown down. (Cn the Kootenai, three or four timber-sale 
areas near Troy were very badly damaged, much damage being done in green 
timber. The Cabinet reports'at least a’ million feet blown down in ac- 
cessible regions where most of it can be salvaged, with probably a very 
ereat damage not yet checked'up. A recent report from the Thompson 
River Valley is to the effect that two-thirds of the timber wes blow 
,.down adong the road between the Bend Ranger Station anc LicGregor Laxe. 
Most of this is A. C. M. Company ‘timber, but the indication is that 
there was probably much more dar mage not yet reported. 


Static Remover is Prowsby Useful: The value of the static remover for the 


elimination of static on grovnded telephone lines in the Forests, which 
has been perfected. by R. B. Adams after a mamber of years of experiment-— 
ing, is illustrated by the following extracts from a letter written by 

the Supervisor of the Clearwater Forest. 


"The static filter amplifier installed at the Bungalow Ranger Sta- 
tion during the latter part of July, gave excellent service. I am not 
competent to go into any scientific is betas ee of the. instrument, but it 
certainly was of great value. 


"During the afternoons and.evwenings when the static would make 
it difficult and at times impossible. to\near over .the regular ;telephone, . 
by switching in the amplifier the voice could ‘be heard strons and dis- 
tinct and the static was reduced to such an extent that it caused no 
trouble whatever.

It would be interesting to 
See the same tests made by a duly accredited "coffin-nail expert” ina 
tinder-dry forest on a boiling midsummer day, with the humidity anywhere 
from 6 to 12 per cent, as is common in some parts of valifornia. 


Now as to the pipe-heel sxp2riment. ‘We don’t know how much sick 
leave the Priost iver men took to conduct this test, but it is a rugged 
Smoker who can get away with ten "hods" a day. Of course they were not 
all smoked-out before they were “dumped,” and therein lias the fallacy 
of all pipe tests. a pipe addict rarely empties his pipe until it is 
smoked-out or goes out, and it is not often that you find a "live" heel 
in the bottom of the bowl. all of which may or may not prove anything. 


But we are glad to have the Research men take up this problem and 
hope thay will continue the work next summer under fire conditions. There 
is need for a food many such experiments to prove or disapprove some of 
our old-time deliefs. Only we trust the experts will have better luck in 
Proving their point in the cifarette-forest fire controversy than they 
have had in convincing people as to the correctness of their theories in 
regard to the influence forests hav2 on weather and streamflow.

Some of the commercially produced chestnut pulp has been made into

It is with sincare regrsat that wa note th? pradicamant in which 
our old friend, U. S. Swartz, found himself? as a result of his schoms 
of attack on the Smokyhouse Fira. As a result of a chang3 in wind 
direction the fir? crossed Wilson Ridge between his control lings, 
forced their abanlonment, and he must now attempt to hold it along Smoke— 
hous? Creek and White River. 


The Board of Review belisvaes this to be dua to the following 
causes; i 


1. The antire plan of attack was based upon tha raport of a smoke- 
chaser who must hav3 traveled at laast 65 miles in rough going during a 
p2riod of two hours in order to ravisit ths firs and raturn with a report 
‘for the Ranger, as instructod. Ths Board dogs not baliava that a raport 
obtained under such conditions could be considerad vary seriously. 


2. By commencing work at the alder swamp and endsavoring to cut 
off the fire before it crossed Yilson Ridges, the Rancer committed himself 
to a plan from which he could not deviates and sacrificad all opportuni- 
ties to make strategic use of the long firabr3ak affordsd by the swamp 
and the Smokvhouss Creck road.

Landscapes and rocreation anjineers have urged it for decades, and 
the Forest Servica has actually used it up to 2 certain point. But now tha

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public has discovered it and wants it pushed mucn further. 2ight now 
drainage and clubs have pusied the "one-gallus” ducx hunter off the map, 
and in the Public Shooting Grounds Bill he is serving notice that he 
wants back on, and is willing to pay collectively for the privilege. THis 
wishes snould, and will, prevail. 


But there are other sorts of "ons-gallus" men in Lutdoor America. 
There is the man who likes to make wildern2ss hunting trips, and who means 
canoes and pack mules, not motor and golf stockings, when 42 says “wilder- 
ness." There is not a doubt in the world that good roads, gasoline, and 
summer resorts are. pushing him off the mp. Yet he mist bs reckoned with 
in all far-sighted plans of development. The public in its entirely com 
mendable zeal for motorized recreation grounds to accomnodate the golf 
stockings must not entirely overlook the wilderness hunter. He could bea 
accommodated very nicely in regions best suited for that purposs and not 
really adapted to the motorized form of development, "up-on-edge" regions 
that weren't laid out for roads anyhow. And I mean regions, not merely 
a bush to sit behind and practic: the diamond hitch. 


Forgetting the wilderness man is such an easy and natural mistakes 
to make, because for centuries he has n2eded no attention - there was al- 
ways plenty of room for him out on the edge of things. But now our rail- 
roads have pushed the edge of things off into the Pacific, and our motor 
roads ars pushing ths remnants up over the timber line. All I am arguing 
for is to demotorize our plans for those remnants before it is too late.

Life in the Forest teserves prior to the creation of the Porest 
Service as a Bureau in the Department of Agriculture was anything bui rosy, 
as all Uld-Timers will recall. The following letter gives many interest- 
ing facts about fire fighting as well as a few side lights on the life of 
a Ranger back in "them happy days: " 


"tegarding our methods of fighting fire prior to our going under 
the Department of agricuiture I must say they were vary incomplete. 

"When I entered the Service in 1899 no tools of any Kind wer: fur- 
nished. Later we were furnished with a few rakes, axes, and saws. [I 
fought a good many fires with nothins but a forked stick with which to rake 
the pine needles back, and a piece of bough to whip the fire out. Ifa daad 
tree caught fire the only thing to do was to back-fire around it. In fact, 
back-firing was the most effective means at our command in Fichting firs on 
a large scale. It was soon lsarned by experience that the draucht from a 
back fire would draw the main fire down toward the ground even iz the wind 
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(was hich. “he great trouble was to find the risht place to back-fire. 
Uften it was. found necessary to allow the fire to advance over a consid- 
erable area in order to find a suitable place to back-fire. 


‘In those deys ths stockmen were as w inl ing as they are to-day to 
fight fire, but there wers not so many small ow ees then as there are now, 
and especialiy in the outlying districts feueie from sattlemants it was 
“not uncommon for large firas to occur on ranges almost, if not entirely, 
unoccupied by. stockmen. 


"tensors in thos: days had no autao rity to hire help and there wer2 
@ew laborers, if any, to be had even if the tanger had possessed the neces- 
sary Rey. to hire them. 


“Te a tanger discovered. 2. fire in such remote roeions ail he could 
do was to Securs ths assistance of ths few stockmen within reach and fight 
the firs night-and day with limited heip. 


"During the suam3: of 52 eM leer § foucht a fire on Wild Cat Canyon, in 
what is now the Sitgreaves National forest, with the assistance of only 
Seven men. This fire was burning when I took cea. of the District on 
duns 2i, and before we succ3eded in getting it under controi it had burned 
OVer 2n area of about twenty-five square miles 


"During the sams summer I fousht another fire on Barber Shop Canyon 
in what is now the Coconino National Yorest, with the assistance of only 
two stockmen and two laborers whom I persuaied to assist me under the prom- 
ise that I would try to set them paid.-.I.turned their time into Super- | 
Visor 3reen, who promptly paid them. This firs burnsad over an area of 

ut fire square miles before it was extinguished. 


, "Prios t9 19.1 I fought several fires on the Grand Canyon (South) 

and th’ Grand danyon ( North) now the Coconino, and Laibab National forests 
without any assistancs, or with the assistance of only one man. These 
fires had not sained great headway when discovered, if they had I could. 
have accomplisnad very little

“In those days the tanger Distric er2 very. 
time I was lanfoer on ths K2ibab National Forest there was only one other 
danger on ths entire Yrast. In fact, wo ware the first tangers aver sent

"At one tim: during the summer of 191, my District extended from. 
Phosnix Park Viash on the east to Jakar's Butts on tha wast, while its. 
Northern and southsrn boundaries were marked by thea northorn and southern 
boundaries of the Black lissa National Drest. 

: "In those days I lived in ths saddl3 driving my pack horses before 
més svsry day and camping: where nicht overtook me. At no time did I have 
@ headquarter camp or a cabin to live in, but mersly cams to Heber for 
mail and provisions about every ten days. I generally laft the sama day, 
but if I Stayed in Haber overnight I camped:on the. ground because thers 
waS no place for a man to stay in Hebor.

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"wile on-the Vaibab Wational Forest I lived in the same manner. 
I atetey nolo) ssusties tools and Gould not have packed them over such an extensive 
area if I had had them. Such was my experienc? in the regions remot3 
from settlements and railroads. As I nave said, my fire fighting was 
all done with a forked stick and a piag bough. Crude as was the method 
I be 2,12ve some good was accomplishzd, but when compared with the present 
system of fire fighting with all the necessary tools stored in firs tool 
box2s at convenient places on the forest, with lookout ° stations and tele- 
phone lines, with authority to employ all ths necessary help, with langer 
Stations and pastures, it is easy to see how much wore a tanger can accom 


plish. 


"It is very cea ta boats to note the rapid advancemsnt the Forest Serv- 
ice has made in the few short years that have elapsed since it passad to 
the Department of Agriculture. If we accomplished anything at all during 
the pioneer days of the Service how much more good is being done in the 
matter of firg protaction overy year under the present regim3." 


THAT AIR SBavics" 
By lie A. liattoon, Washington 


The Cherokee National Forest has had‘ an experience with a. portable 
air compressor which perhaps warrants a little Service-wide publicity. 
After the Service-owns compressor-in use on this Forest was transferred 
to other work, some emergency rock work on one of our road projects made it 
advisable to rent a zompressor:for 4a short p3riod. This machine was sup- 
posed to b2 delivered to the job in f00d operating condition, but it was not. | 
After about a week's work the racsgiver or air storag2 tank without the 
Slightest warning blew up one morning while the machine was in operation. 
iiracuously no ore was injured but the drilling crew were somewhat shaken 
up and badly scared. At the time the explosion took place the machine was 
running only on: jack hammer instead of two'and carrying only & pounds of 
air, a pressur? & pounds lower than normal load. An investigation showed 
thse violent aylosion due not to excéssive air pressure, or a defect in 
the receiver, Sut rather to a suddsn internal combustion of superheated 
cylinder oil vhich had worked: past the worn cylinder rings and badly carbon 
ized exhaust valves of the compressor. The excessive heat which causad the 
vaporizatios and explosion of the escaped oil in the receiver is: directly 
traceable to the carbonized condition of the exhaust valves which in this 
condition did not close tightly. The compressing of air causes heat. -This 
heated air passed into ths receiver but a cartain amount of it returned 
throush the leaky exhaust valves into the cylinder of the compressor where, 
already hot, it was re-compressed and ra-heated. It can readily be seen 
that a continuation of this process soom raised the temperature of the air 
in the receiver to a point where the vaporized oil exploded under pressure 
similar to the explosion in the ebm oel of a Diesel crud2 oil engine, or 
igaited from a bit af elowine carvon. No pop valve or series of fusible 
pugs Sees take care of the terrific expansion and the blast tore the re- 
geiver to shreds and damaged the rest of the machine.

They Die dard: In 19u6, when th? Joeur d*alsne and St. Joa National ‘orests 
were created, in a number of localiti2s of excaptionally high timber value 
where the land had not yat b3sen susveyed by the General Land tffice, the 
Forest officers found scatt2red, fanerally dilanidated, and evidently aban- 
domed log cabirs. as survey of township after township or this character 
Of lands was approved, a very great number of honest homasteaders rushed 

to file on these worth-while claims as s.uatters. Th Porest Service imme- 
diately brought 2 great storm down upon its head by protesting entry; this 
was one of the strongest locil forces and longast-continuing and hardest- 
to-forget factors making for antagonism toward the creation of the National 
Forests. 
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The cases dragged on for many years, both sides appealed every un- 
favorable decision as it was made by the various steps of authority in the 
Land (ffice up to ths final decision of the Secretary of Interior. A 
great mary cases even came up for oral rehearing_ for the exercise of 
the Supervisory authority before the Secretary of the Interior. in 1915, 
Sscretary of Agriculture Houston himself visited a typical group of such 
pseudo homesteads on the steep mountain sides cuvered with heavy stands of 
Valuable white pine on the JVoeur d'Alene following 2 trip made several 
months before by Ghief Morestsr Graves. By about 1916 practically all the 
cases were won by the forest Sees 2 and finally closed out so far as the 
Interior Department records ars concerned. But since that time year after 
year, though in diminishing tinier claimants have endeavored to override 
the Secretary of the Interior’s final decision by having Consress directly 
pass a resolution or an act. instructing the Secretary of the Interior 
willy-niily to issue patent. In the present voneress, the fight is still 
continusd by ths claimants in two cases on the St. Joe National Forest. 

It is wholly improbable that these claimants wili be successful. 


Waen one realizes that many of thess claims.contain timber which 
may run in value as high as $25,.Uu at present-day prices and even more, 7 
he can s3ec why the fight has bsen so long and bitter and also can appreciat 
the saving to the peopl; of ths United States ee loss by fraudulent 
entry which has resulted from the work - hard, extrom2iy distasteful, and 
sometimes even dangerous to life -— on the aes of garnest forest officers 
ths past ysars, A history of many of the cases would make astonishing read 
ing. Woe take off our hats-to thessa men.—=ij.8.V.

On August 15, 1924, ii Tas in charge of a Class ¢ fire with a D- 
man crew. Some 20 other lightning fires had been reported Bees one 
fay miles, Other crews were at work. Some of these fires were Hara le 
find. One in particular baffled all smokechasers for more vhan a weeks 
This smoxe puzzle was visible from the roac. near my camp. Everyz ae = ais 
it and every day expected to learn that it was found end under contro-. 


On August 21, after consultation and agreement with higher authori 
ties, I left my big fire, now controlled, with the clean-up crew, took one 
helper, and started for the smoke by compass. I kmew it was Up to me to 
find it: so used what seems to me a fairly sure system. 


I estimated the fire at about 22 miles. At 2} miles on compass line 
I had my assistant start blazing with light notches. I compassed, bro-ce_ ‘ 
brush, ar4 marked every 24 mile with pencil on a larger blaze "Line 1, 22, 
"Line 1, -", etc. With marked line of one mile, I stepped 300 feet cast- 
ward, smoke drift being in that direction. Thence I ran back on parallel 
line marking "Line 2" as the other. 


Had I not found the fire on Line 2, I should have contimued the erid- 
iron until fire was found. Now, my story should be finished but T want to 
tack on a little more to show extra precautions taken in this special case. 


It was at 11.00 a. m. I met up with the fire 4 acre in size and about 
ready to migrate. Three other men vere out looking for the same fire by ordi- 
nary methods. This made five of us in all. By prearranczed signal, I shot 
double shots with my revolver every 15 minutes for = hour, The three others, 
who were cruising about within a quarter of a mile or so, located me during 
this interval. Two of them had beds, tools, and rations, I left these to 
on the fire, which was not yet a menace; then three of us spent the remain- 


der of the afternoon in blazing out a fairly good horse trail to the road. 


Fresh men were sent in along with packer and supplies to insure the 
killing of this fire during the next day or two. 


‘That's the moral?" you ask. I can only say that every forest fire is 


a law unto itself and an outlaw to humanity and our little schemes for preven- 
tion and suppression are not yet perfected.

Bhe Result of Neglect: "A Preliminary Study of Forest Conditions in North= 
ern Honan and Shantung," by VW. CO. Lowdermilk of the University of Nenkins, 
China. A very interesting and instructive study by Mr. Lowdermilk, contai 
ing the results of some of his work during the past tvo years, with his- 
torical, political, geographical and sociological references to facts Te= 
lating to the deforestation and plans for reforestation of these regions. 
From it.:one learns of the causes of flood and famine, the efforts of the 
Chinese to combat these visitations, and the help they have received, 
domestic, and foreign. The acute food supply situation, and its inadequate 
and ephemeral solution, the intensively farmed lands, where plots the size 
of a dinner plate are not uncommon, and the-tiller of the soil resides in 
a cave beneath his farm plot to save land for crops; the use of grass and 
weeds for fuel (for cooking, not for heat) all bring out clearly the mannet 
of life of the Chinese for centuries. Frotccsion against theft of the lim 
ited timber supply is a problem as vital as any other repressive action in 
crime suppression. 


The Germans shoved their national characteristics of scientific 
preparation for future peace or war @uring thcir occupation of this part © 


the territory, and the results of their experiments in reforestation exist 
as an object lesson, 


Altogether, the report covers relatively unfamiliar ground , and very 
clearly emphasizes the results of the carelessness and negligence of past 
‘ages, for China traded her birthright, before the Christian Era, for less 
than the proverbial mess of pottaze. 


- Forestry Lezislation in Montana and I@aho: At this writing it is imoossibl 
‘to say what will be the fate of the measures now penéing in the two legisl 
tures. In both States bills have been prepared by representative committ 
through a series of sessions and conferences that continued over to to 

“three months! time. The lumbermen were well represented on both conmmit— 

“tees, and in the main, endorse the bills. .Although individuals in the 
industry find fault with certain clauses, some with one clause and 
some another, it is not belicved that any concerted opposition will 
develop to defeat the measures. The greatest danger lies in the possibdil= 
ity of legislators not being interested or well enough informed to stand 
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by the measure in the face of opportunities for traces. That such is not 
the case in Idaho is indicated by the fact that the measure has already 
passed the house by unanimous vote, and that it has had the official and 
public sanction of the Governor. Let us hope, Sut whether they become 
laws or not, the threshing out of points in conmittces of this character 
cannot fail to bring all vievs nearer together and nearer to what the for- 
est.meeds of these States really are.

This 
record was accomplished by each Forest exceeding the area allotted to it, 
by carefully watching allotmamts, transferring funds where most necded to 
plant. excess stock, and by close supervision to cet the maximum amount of 
high elass-work.

On the head of the Wind River Drainace, which has been in progress for quite 
a few years and will be in operation for several yeurs more. The system of 
brush disposal folloved is to lop and scatter, except along sale boundaries 
and right of ways, roads, etc., where the brush is piled and burned. 


At the present time two small portable sawmills are in operation in 
One of the sale units, which utilize the trees too vig for hem ties. These 
-mills have just been used in the one unit; so in the others the large trees 
s as Well as those too small for ties were left. These large trees:are being 
attacked at the bese by the lodzepole pine beetle (Denédroctonus nurrayanae) , 
and after three or four ycars the upper portion of the bole is attacked by 
Ips which results in the death of the tree. Many of the trees too small 
for ties are beinz attackel by Ins which have apparently been raised to the 
status of a primary killer by breeding in the larger tops included in the 
slash. At the time of the cxamination it was believed that this loss would 
soon die down followine the c-ssation of the loz7ins operations , especially 
in the smaller trees. This telicf was substantiatel by an Examination of 
@ unit where there had been no cuttine for several years. Though no con- 
trol measurés were recommendei, it was advised that if possible advantage 
should be taken of this situation to stucy this problem in the hopes of 
instituting certain cutting rerulations which misht reduce this timber 
loss during the cutting operation.--H. E. Evendicn, Bureau of Entomology.

Will Broadcast Forestry Lectures? In response v0 an invitation from the New 


Indians Will Give Protractor Readings: It may not be-so far in point of 
years but it is a long way in progress from the time when bands of braves . 
gallied forth to plunder wagon trains to the occasion of a solemn meeting 
for the prevention of forest fires. Ranger Harl of the Santa Fe Forest 
has just held a conference with the Cochiti Indians for the discussion of 
a cooperative agreement betveen the Indians and the Forest Service for the 
detection and suppression of forest fires. The asrecnent which was signed 
by the Indian Gcvernor, Lieutenant Governor, and Captain of War, provided 
that the Indians shell kecp a sharp lookout for fires in the forest. When 
one is discovered a protractor reading on the smoke will be made and a 
runner dispatched with the information to the Ranger's headquarters at 
Bland, Ranzer Earl explained to the Indians how forest fires are located 
by triangvlation through the extension of direction lines from two or more 
lookout points to the point of intersection and why it is necessary to have 
the protractor readings at the carliest possible moment. The Indians re 
spcnded enthusiastically and the Lieutenant Governor was changed with re~ 
sponsibility for despatching the messenzer. 


DISTRICT 4 ~ INTERMOUNTAIN DISTRICT 
What the bightninge Hits; Studies in Europe reported by the Monthly Weather 
Review for October, 1524, have determined the following facts regarding light 
ning striking trees: ars 


(a) Among trees of the same kind the one which stands well above 
its neighbors is in most danger, even in a dense Forest. This dominant 


position may be due to the greater height of the tree or be the result of 
the configuration of the ground. 


4 (b) Trees growing in the open, either singly or in small groups, 
are in more danger than those in the dense forest or other thick stand of 
timber. 3 : 7 pay 


(c) Trees growing along avéenucs or in the border of a wood are also 
struck by lightning more often than those in thick woods, 
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cu 
stream or a lake, or close to some other source of moisture — is a better 
conductor for lightning than one growing in drier soil. 


(4) A tree growing in moist soil - that is, along the banks of a 


(e) Trees growing in loam and sandy soils are struck much more 


frequently than those in clay, marl, and calcareous soils. Oaks grow 
mostly in loam and sandy soils. 


(f) Sound trees in @eneral are less likely to be seriously dam- 
aged than those with rotten wood. If the sound tree is also @ relatively 
good conductor, lightning will go to earth easily, but rotten wood is a 
poor conductor of electricity so that the passage of the lightning current 
through this nearly nonconducting portion often results in a shattering 
of the tree and when dry the tree may be set on fire. 


_(g) Starchy trees, of which the oak is a good example, are better 
conductors of cliectricity than cily trees like the beech. The conifcrs 
are intermediate. 


DISTRICT 5 -- CALIVORNIA DISTRICT 
Grazing Reconnaissance Commicted on California Forest: The Grazing Recon~ 
naissance ficld work was completed last sumucr on the California Forests 
after two seasons' work. Approximatcly 322.C00 acres were covered in 
1923 with two men while the remaining 728,000, nearly one-third of ‘vhich 
Wwas-waste range in brush fields, were covered during the past season 
with three men. The work was Jone rith extensive methods, four or more 
sections being covered per man per day- The cost of the field work was 
just over one-half cent per acre Which includes the subsistence cost of 
about 90 cents per man day. 


A grazing management plan is now being vprevared using the Grazing 
Reconnaissance information as a basis. “The salient features of the plan 
are: (1) A change should be made in the desis of stocking most of the 
sheep ranges from a browse to an herbaceous basis which will necessitate 
a cut of nearly 50 per cent in mumbers. (2) Set back the opening dates 
of the high summer rances two to four weeks. (3) Cattle ranzes are in 
much better condition than shcep ranges; nevertheless cuts of 20 per cent 
and more will be necided on many of the ranges, while free permits on ac- 

count of private land ercecd the carrying capacity still more. (4) Goat 


grazing prior to the creation of the forest is the cause of the most seri- 
ous damage to the ranzes, but the combination of overstocking, improper .

PROGRES ae PNEUMONIA. IS MOUNTAIN SHEEP 


Mountain sheep have been protected in Montara since 1914 and in 
certain localities in the State have mide some increases since that time. 
It seems that this species of game animal, althouzh having wonderful 
physical pover, has but little discase Toni skenee po is an easy prey to 
any contagious malady. 


About thirty years ago the sheep deenme infected vith scab anc a 
large percentage of them diced from this discoase. Ewen now seab is found 
to exist in mountain sheep to. some exten d up toa far years ago there 
was some loss from this source. 


Nov it seems.that progressive pneumonia is to threaten the exist— 
ence of this species in parts of Montana In the Levis & Clark National 
Forest provably more sheen have cxisted than on any other area of equal 


size in Montan Nearly 211 of the sheep winter cither in Sm River Can 


yon or in Sut Creek Canyon, summoring back on the high ridges. As soon 
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as the snovs start in the fall they drift dom to th

Last fall it was noted that ther did not come on to their winter 
fecding grounds in their usual numbers.’ Later in the vinter some which 
were apparently sick were seen anc a little later some dead ones were 
found.

The Livestock Sanitary Board examined some specimens which had 
been killed for their purpose. A coming two-year old ram which was in 
the advanced stages of the disease shoved that part of the right lung 
had adhered to the diaphram and wall of the thorax. The left lung was 
‘completely disintegrated with the exception of a very small part on 
Which Was an abscess. 


| - A four or five-year-old ewe which could hardly walk was killed 

_ and examined. The lobes of its lumgs Were partly consolidated and had 

= adhered to the ribs. Numbers of abscesses were on the more healthy part 
of the lungs and considerable pus had formed around the lungs. This ani- 
mal was in poor flesh and undoubtedly would have died from the disease 
-in-a fer days.- 


It is unfortunate that nothing can be done to relieve the situa- 
tion, it-being impracticable to capture and treat the remining animals. 
It is the opinion of the State Veterinarian that the disease will have 

*€o ron its course and gradually subside, but whether there will be any 
of Our mountain sheep remaining after the disease runs its course is at 
the feyricaps ze very doubtful. 


Tt + apparent that the disease has gone so far as to wipe out all 
the old rams and eves and to infect all the remaining-young ones, there 
being but a pitiful remant of the herd left on their winter range. Ov- 
ine to a fer smll. bunches scattered around in more remote parts of the 
Forest, it is hoped that some of them will: escape the disease, thus leav- 
ing the mucleus for a future herd, 


It may be practicable in other localities not yet infected to adopt 
some control measures if this disease makes its appearance.

Recently at the request of ee I investigated the best 
; method of protecting Tookout covers and cabins against lightning. I found 
| that the Bureau of Standerds hed made a very thorough study of this subject 
and that it is one of the projects of the American Mmgineering Standards 
Committee. The pamphlet containing the temporary code and di scussion of 
. the Bee rere atios of lightning and other matters is well vorth reading. 
) ‘he following, I think, will be of general interest to the readers of the 
¢ SERVICE BULLET Nt: 
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there arc four general types of lightning: streak, ball or zlot 
lar, bead and sheet or heat. Consideration is given only to protecti 
against streak lightning, The immediate cause of lightning is, of 
course, difference in potential. In studying the causes Of this diff 
ence, it has been found that drops of water with a diameter greater t 
545 mm. are unstavle when falling through air and break up into smaller 
drops. in thunder storms there are upward currents that support large 
bodies of water and at the top of the current there is an accwmletion 
of vater in the form of drops continually being broken up into smaller 
drops. When this occurs, the water is positively charged and the air 
negatively charged. The moving air carries avay the negative ipas but 


leaves the positively charged water behind. 


The vcltage of lightning is extromeiy high. To produce 2a dis- 
‘ruptive charze for a flash a mile in length, it has been estimated that 
the voltage is something like 600,000,000. The arperaze is also great. 
Exact determinations are difficult but the ampérage seems to- range bet 

10,000 and possibly’ 90,000. The discharses are now considered to de rf 
directional rather then eliernating, but these my be of an Oscillatory 
character althouzsh highly overdamped. ‘ 


The sound of thunder is believed to be caused larzely by a sudd 
increase of pressure due to heating, dissociation and ionization along — 
the path of a lightning stroke. It is believed that the canse of the. 
illumination is due to the clectric field rather than temperature.

Studics of damages occurring in bu 
tected Against lightning indicate that the c 
ing being destroyed is some 50 times as great a 
ing. 


With such enormous + voltase and amperage, the impression vould be 
gained that lightnine conductors rroula have to ve of verF great di 
and of material of high concuctivity. This is not so since the chief 
functiog of a lightning conductor is to provide a path for the stroke of 
lightning and the effect of the conductor is to make a Perranent line of 
weakness in the dielectric rather than to offer a oie of high conducta 
From an electrical point of view it males 1 
ning conductor is made of, provided it is of metal.

Mr. Kelleter graduated from Vashington Univer- 
sity at St. Louis in 1902 with the:desree of B. A., and received the 
desree of Master of Forestry at Yale in 1904. He entered the. Service 
in July 1, 1904, as Forest Assistant and was -for several years in 
California engaged in special forest and market studies. In 1906. 
he wassent to the Black Hills in South Dakota and Wyoming and directed 
the classification of timber and agriciitural lands. In 1909 Mr. 
Kelleter was promoted to Forest Supervisor of the Black Hills Nation 
al Forest which comprises 1,250,000 acres. In this position he was 
responsible for extensive reforestation and timber utilization proj- 
ects and fire protection plans. From 1910 to 1912 Mr. KMelleter'served 
@s representative of the Federal Government and chairman of the board 
to effect the exchanze of scattered school sections belonging to South 
Dakota for a compact tract of land. The selected tract is now the 
South Dakota State Park. 


Mr. Kelleter was transferred to Tashinston in 1918 to take charge 
of the Information Work of the Service, and in 1920 becare Assistant 
Chief of the Branch of Operation. In 1923 the Secretary of Agriculture 
appointed Mr. Kelleter director of Purchases and Sales to organize and 
coordinate the purchase activities of the entire Devartment to conform 
to the requirements of the budgetary lesislation of the Federal Govern- 
ment.

My first grazing trespass consisted of the personal removal of 
which had becn trespassing on the Forest off and on for five years, al- 
though no goats were permitted on the Prescott Forest at that time. 


My first real fire was put out with the assistance of section m 
and mining emloyecs impressed into service sinee there were no Federal 
funds available for the hire of fire fightcrs. 


Grazing pormits were free, vere issuod by the Supervisor or the 
Commissioner of the G. L. O. (I never may which) and were made out for 
10% to.1,000% of the stock a man actually ran; with many individuals um 
supplied with permit. There was free use of timber in those days on 
Supervisor permit, but no timber could be sold without approval of the 
Commissioner in Vashington and after ninety days advertisement, so it 
usually took six months to ect even a small sale through. Needless to 
say, there was considerable timber trespass. 


Report work was confined to periodic timber cutting reports, 
claims reports, and the monthly service report and salary voucher, which 
brought returns from the Treasurer 2 month or more later, and at the 
close of the fiscal ycar usually tvo months later. 


It is a far cry from conditions then to those nov. During this 
period most of the National Forests were established and most of the pri 
vately-owned range improvements rere built and umutilized ranges dcevel— 
oped, stocked, and finally overstocked — something re are in process of 
correcting. During this period, too, the entire Forest Service improve- 
ment plant has been built wo, starting with the first improvement appro= 
priation for the fiscal yeer 1908. [Likevise, during this period the 
classification work was besun and concluded, bezinning with the passage 
of the Act of June 11, 1906, and its administrasion, passing through & 
eral classification to the present cr recall period on the cne hand and 
conclusion of the final claims report periecd on the other. In this peo- 
riod the whole uses ¢ stem has becn vorked out. In fact, since this 
pericd includes the whole life of the Forest Service as suca. it 4iso 
includes the making of all Forest policy in all lines of vork.

_-.m the stress of cffort to perfect the organization of the Serv—- 
ice, establish and correct boundaries, handle the Lands work, put graz~ 
_ ing under permit, devclop a fire system, and build an improvement plant;

This is wmfortwmate, but is rapidly be- 
ing corrected and to-day we are in a ncv stage of Forest administration, 
one in which major attcntion is being focused upon this very fundamental 
feature.

A BUSHEL OF NN7SPAPER CLIPPINGS 
By John B. Cuno, Vashington 


During approximatcly the last 9.months of 1924 there came into the 
hands of the Forest Service a mss of nevspaper clippings relating to for- 
estry, lumberinz, etc., clipped by five novs bureaus. The clippings © 
(enough to fill a bushel basket) were sorted and classified as nearly.as 
possible into the headinzs on the attached table, and were measured in an 
effort to determine what sudjects roceived most space, what per cont of 
each subject was treated editorially, what per cent as novs, etc. The 
table tells the story. Forest fires took over 25 per cent of the space, 
reforestation about 15 per cont, and the lumber industry 12 per cent. 

The National Utilization Conference on Forest Products received wide pub= 
licity, due to the participation of Prosident Coolidge. Two-thirds of -the 
space devoted to the confcrencc, and over 5 per cent of the space devoted 
to the Clarkc-Mclary Lav and to Christmas trceos, vas treated editorially. 


Dr. Frank Crzne's article "Forestry" which discussed the Clarke= 
MeNary Bill appeared in tvonty different clippings. The Frederick Haskin 
lettor, and the Brie Railrond Forestry Exhibit Train roccived broad pub- 
licity.

Alcohol from Extracted Loneleaf Chips: The cooperative vork to detcrmine 
the suitability of cxtracted longicaf pine chips for the production of al- 
cohol vndertalcen for The Hercules Powder Company vas finished during the 
month. It was found that a yicldi of fermentable sugars sufficiently high 
to bring the production of alcohol within the range of commercial fcasibil- 
ity could be obtaincd by sercening out about 25 per cent of the fincr por- 
tions of the wood. Althoyeh 4 final decision has not beon madc, it seems 
Very likely that the company will decide to install an alcohol plant for 
the utilization of a large part of their extracted chips.

igaho Forestry Bill Passes: The Idaho State Forestry Bill is now a la. 
The House passed it unanimously , the Scnate by 2 vote of 26 to 19, and the 
Governor signed it Warch 5, The law provides for a Forestry Board who will 
outline a State forestry policy and recommend the eppointment of a State 
Forester charged with the administration of the lay. All forest landcwners 
are required to furnish fire protection for their lands and operators are 
required to either pile and burn their brush or secure the approval of the 
State Forester to some other method of disposal. 


We believe this is the most forward step that the State has taken 
in a number of years. Frionds of forestry and conservation have State 
Jand Commissioner I, H. Yesh and Governor C. C. Moore to thank for the 
Passage of the act. Governor Moore recommended legislation of this char= 
actcr in his message and favored the bill as drawn. Mr. Nash got squarcly 
behind the bill and pushed it over. A number of the forward looking lum 
bermen also worked hard on the measure. The influence of Forest Service 
policies, and particularly Forest Serviee principles as shown by actwl 
results on the ground also played a very important part in laying the foun—

Whon we market a thousand fect of stwmpage, should ve lmovw what 
the cost of that thousand fect has beon to the Government? Could we know 
if we wanted to? 


We now ascertain quite accuratcly the cost of selling and adminis=- 
tering the s2le of timber, but surcly no thinking person considers that 
this is the costs of the timber brovght to the market. Protection costs 
are not included. Improvoments necessary in caring for the timber; 
costs of timber surveys, management plans, research experiments, etc., 
211 of which contribute to the cost of the mrkctod product, are not pro= 
vided for in our present scheme of Asecrtainins the cost of timber cut. 


In an organization which professes to be ongaged primarily in the 
production of timber, is the accounting end of the organization function- 
ing properly if it fails to show the cost of timber production? A severe 
criticism has recently been launched against the Forest Service for not 
showing costs of our activities to the taste of the critic. In this in- 
stance the criticism can probably be satisfactorily ansvered if it goes no 
deeper than has been indicated. But what if we should be asked for the 
average cost of production as vell as for the cost of marketing the timber 
we scll? Could we ansver that satisfactorily? 


Under 2 ccrtain law we are authorized to scll timber "at actual 
cost, to homestead settlers and farmers," ctce. Dowedo it? That depends 
on that you mean by actual cost. Docs a factory measure the cost of its 
product by its cost of selling and marketing? 


Does it cost the Government any material ficure for growing and 
managzins timber, or is the timbcr that we are now selling free of all costs 
of crowing and managing and protccting? 


Suppose that on a Forest fifty million foct of timber are grown annu= 
ally and that the present rate of cutting is at the rate of five million 


feet annually. Suppose that the ascertained cost of protectins, manage 
ment plans, timber surveys, improvements, etc., is $10,000 anmally. Is 
it not fair then to say that one-tenth of this annual cost, or $1,000, 
or 20 cents per M ft., is a production cost of the’ timber sold, and that 
$9,000 goes into investment to bring the forest to a resulated one? 


We speak of having regulated Forests in a mmdred or two hundred 
years. If financial control continues in the preset form, how can ve 
say what has been invested to bring that Forest to the regulated stage? 
Does it matter? 


Do the people have a right to kmov what their investment amounts 
to in their National Forests, and what it costs to produce timber on them? 
If forestry is an economic problem, why not? 


THE MASS IMPACT

The president of one of our western institutions of higher educa- 
tion, introducing a Forest Protcction Week speaker, said: "Many of us 
are weary of a multiplicity of 'Wecks' and long for a "Jeckless Week.! 
Fforest Protection Week, however, is different. it is distinctly vorth 
while, and merits the best-attention of every one of us." 


Again and again I have heard the same thought expressed by cdue 
cators, ministers, and other leaders of public thought. In fact, whore 
the week is consistently carried on year after year, it comes to be 
planned for in the church, school, or club: program, and acquires an in- 
creasing momentum each ycar. 


“The chief value of the week, however, is in utilizing the foree 
of a massed impact on the ‘public consciousness. A man may hear one 
talk, or read a warning slogan, and forget it. But where American For= 
est Week is properly carricd out, he has the same message constantly 
reiterated from many points. He he2rs about it at his club, reads 
atovs it in the editorial section, sees slogens in ads, passes window 
displays, and perhaps is tagged by some Boy Scout and asked to sign 2 
fice prevention pledge. The minister preaches a sermon on it, the mayor 
proclaims it, and the children come home from school talking about it, 
In a word, the subject is focused and crystallized, and the idea of for— 
est protection is distinctly implantcd in the public mind just at the 
time when people are beginning to plan camping trips.

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SOME PRACTICAL USES OF GRAZING RECONNAISSANCE DATA 
By D. A. Shoemeker, Vashington 


While grazing reconnaissance has beon a recognized Forest Service 
activity for some 10 or more ycars, I gained the impression during the 
past summer: that its value and importance are generally ncither fully 
recosnized nor appreciated. I will not attempt. to show all of the impor- 
tant uses that can be mde of grazing reconnaissance data but mercly 
point ont a for valveble and cntircly practical ones which are being satis= 
factorily eoplicd in a mumbcr'of places but which it is believed are not 
usually recognized, or at least are not being generally put into practice, 


¢ oF the usually paramount problems on a cattle range is that of 
Securing writorm aud scason2 distribution of the stock with cven use of 
the forage an the siine it should be uscd. Forage acre estimates give a 
Triitcwm mensiw> of She forasc, are the most reliable indicators of carry-= 
ang capecity ane show accuratcly the relative carrying capacity of any 
Part of the mi‘ to that of the rest of the unit. Therefore they form an 
admirable basis upon which to build distribution plans. 


Oftentimes the reconnaissance data are used only to show the carry= 
ing capacity of a cattle range which frequently is coysidcrably less tha 
the presont permitted mminers. Usually it is not possible or at least 
nov fotsible to reduce miters to the cstimted carrying capacity ina 
year or in sovoeral yoars. The estimated carrying. capacity showld be sot 
Up as 4 £02) tovard which to work and thon we should come dovn to carth 
and make a range maragcment. plan for the numbers of stock that are actually 
G0ing to be on the rance. Four snstance, if the estimated carrying capacity 
of a certain erea is 1.000 caitle, the rangor porticw ar tly wants to mov 
how these should be handled on’ the range to sccure its best uso and protecc= 
tion, but if there will be 1,250 on the arca the coming season it is just 
that moch rorc important that they be proporly <ees in ordcr that the 
least possible damage will be done. 


The essential featurcs of a range management plan for such an arca 
Should shov the numbor of stock that should graze cach unit and the dates 
Betvreen which they. should sraze it. These units my be of any size, cven 
down to the area that stock would naturally use fiom cach i sada salt 
ground. Thoir size will be governed by the condition of the range, the 
amount and distribution of forage, the topographic features, the range 
Wator, and by the degree to which, it is going to be practical 40 secure 
handling of the stock. At lcast the principal seasonal zones and tho 
larger latcral distribution units should be provided for in the distribdu= 
tion plan.

If this be done the 
cattle are placed vhore there is fecd, salt, and water and they vill come 
mach nearer to remainins properly Cistributed an@ to uniformly utilizing 
the forage than if they are allowed to locate themselves at the besinning 
of the season and an attempt made later to Cistribute then, 


The above discussion should indicate also the use that my De mde 
of reconnaissance data in adjusting sheen allotments or the murmbers of 
stock in thom so that each band has its proper share of the rance and also 
in determining the relative carrying capacity of different units of a 
Sheep allotment as a basis for deferred, rotation, or deferred and rota— 


tion grazing. 


There is another important use of srazing reconnaissance data of 
which I have seen very little recognition. A well-prepared reconnaissaneé 
type "write-up" shors to the best kmovledse and juésmmt of the examiner 
the proportion of the whole type that is mde up of meh herbaceos and 
shrubby species. ‘While the percentase csiven each species is an estimate, 
it is believed they are quite accurate. On 2 broaz scale, then, these 
"7rite-ups" serve as "list -quacrats" which my Ve used in future years, 
in the same manner as any list quadrat, to incicate the chances in the 
vesetation anc to determine whether the ranse is improving, holding its 
own, or deteriorating. ‘here stardard quadrats ‘have not been established 
and charted or listed, I believe detailed reccnm2issanee type "write-ups" 
‘constitute the next dest. ransé records that can te mide. OF course ch 
ed or listed, definitely-located quadrats arc essmmtial in investigetive 
work and offer a means of accurate, indisputable evidence in connection 
with any range study. These detailed records of the vegetation offcr an 
excellent basis upon which to check the cxeminer's estimates of carrying 
capacity and ‘his.opinion-as to the condition of the range.

-“Sever— 
al trees.have already fallen and many more will fall as the years pass. 
The only use that can be made of these trees is for fuel, Wouldn't it 
have been better to leave a wider strip cut under a lizht selection system 
at the same or less cost, mkinsz use of the veterans? We think so now. 

There.is another case of a scenic strip, where the logsing company 
took the matter into their own hands, a little farther along this same 
road. “ They employed a private forester to rark the trees to be left ona 
strip four hundred feet on each side of the road. The shorter, thrifty 
trees were left, making nearly as many as we would leave on a timber sale. 

he strip looks rather rough, as the brush has not been piled, but aside 
from that the strip looks good and it will improve when the accentuated 


erowth starts. 


Hard-headed local business men, who advocated the saving of a seeni 
strip along the Dalles-California Highway, have already rem=rked that th 
‘old mature trees should have been cut, which brings us to the point that 
we, as foresters, cannot be swayed too much by the enthmsiast. In the end, 
sound economic principles will prevail.

Mr. Ws Rs Mattoon has returned to Vashincton from an extended trip through 
South Carolina, Georsia, 2nd Mississippi. At Colunbia, South Carolina, he 
attended the session of the State lesislature, which was addressed by 
Senator Ransdell of Louisiana on forestry conditions in the South, partic- 
wlarly in his omn State, The Senator mde a-very strong plea and impression 


-on the lezislature. This meeting had been arranzed by the South Carolina 
Forestry Association. 


Another interesting phase of his trip was the ficld demonstration 
meeting on the forestry tract of the Agricultural Experimont Station at 
Summerville, South Carolina. For 12 years the Forest Service has becn 
cooperating with the State in expcrimonts in natural reforestation by 
protection and artificial reforestation by sowing pine seeds of various 
kinds.

Headinz for a Goal: Some years ago on one of the most intensively used 
cattle districts in Utah there vere permitted about 4200 head of cattle. 
In the gudement of the Forest officers the district was capable of carry- 
ing but ZO0O head. Permits were small with an intensive demand from be- 
sinners; and it was a problem hov to act down to carrying capacity. A 
moal-of-3000 head was set. Chanzes were mde in the personnel, bat sub- 
sequent officers continued to head toward the same foal- Reconnaissance 
came along and estimatod the carrying capacity at 2700 head. For the 
scason of 1925, the permitted number is down to 2700. This has been 
accomplished with but very little disturbance of the interests of estab- 
lished permittees by constantly headinz for a definite end.

a Much more effective protection may be sccurcd on the latter arcas,

WORKING PLANS AND. PUBLIC RELATIONS

An interesting and promising possibility of effective public rela- 
tions work was brought out in a recent discussion, by W. L. Barker and 
members of the Experiment ‘Station, of the preliminary draft: of ‘a work- 
ing plan for a working circle on the Superior National Forest. I under=_<" 
stand Supervisor Richey has already used the plan as a basis fora talk’, 
to local organizations. Fine!-,More power to him and to others who-do ~~... 
likewise} Here is another eugceshion’ from a little different angle... . 


. The working circle in question: includes chiefly National Forest 
lands, but there are also considerable areas of State and privately- -owned 
hentia. The plan provides for sustained yield, silviculture, slash dis- 
posal, and fire protection for the National Forest lands. It suggests 
that the State.wili either make exchanges with the Government to consol- 
idate blocks of. both:Government and State lands in this particular work- 
ing circle, or manage its lands under the same working plan. Yor the 
private holdings it suggests that thoy should be acquired by purchase 
and thereby become part ef the'National Forest. Looking at it solely 
from the National Forest administration point of view, that is, un- 
questionably, a desirable solution. Is it, however, this fost desirable 
one for the development of forestry in the "region? 


The Forest Service has recognized that forestry in this country 
mast be 2 function of private owncrs as well as States and Governmont, 
if our 470 million acres of forest lands are’ to be made and kept produc-. 
tive. Much thought and energy have been experided to encourage timberland 
owners to take the first steos in forestry. We have sold fire protection, 
We have sold a little. reforestation, and we have sdld less silviculturo 
and sustained-yiecld management. A working plan contains them all with 
due emphasis on the silviculture and mangement. Does not the prepara- 
tion and execution of a working plan for Netional Forest lands adjacent 
t© or surrounding private lands offer one of the best possible opportuni- 
ties to encourage and demonstrate forestry as a whole to the ownors of 
those private lands? Why not take this working plan, or any working plan,

Further tabulations summarizing the total area de- 
sirable for acquisition on each Forest, a list of the land grants, In- 
dian reservations, and other large private holdings, with approximate 
area and volume.of-timber on each. The plan also contains a land value 
tion section. compiled chiefly from the records of ail reported sales 
obtainable with the price per acre by classified types of land. It is 
estimated that there are.some 800 or more individual private holdings 


which are desirable for exchange within.the $imber type. The completio 


of the plan gives the first real estimate of the size of the exchange 
problem. It indicates about 24 million acres desirable for acquisition 


in the Southwestern District. 


Broadcasting Ferestry: Through the cooperation of the New Mexico State 
Colleze a program of 18 taiks on all phases of forestry waae arranscd

"ZT feel that our motion picture tour has been a success," says 
Ranger Conarro- "We selected the latter part of February and.tne first 
part of March, thinking the roads would te in fair condition, as is 
usually the case in this section. Our plans c alled for three. schcols 
a day, and an evening show if we happened to be in a town over night. 
The day the films were received it warmed tp and has continued warm ever 
Since. This varm spell meltet the snow and softened the roads, making 
travel very slow and in e fow instances’ impossible. However, we were able 
to complete about 65% of our prosram. 


"The portable generator we hac planned to. use arrived three days 
late, and in the meantime we used the Acme generator which had been sent 
to us from the Ozark. As our projector light had a rating of 80 volts 
we found it almost impossible to run our Ford slow enovgh to avoid cevel- 
oping more than 80 volts. After burning out two bulbs we decided to aban- 
don the Acme. We chanced to kmow of the Homelite outfit and upon applica~ 
tion to the company were given the use of a machine without cost for the 
duration of the trip. Two days were thus lost upon which we would other- 


Wise have been able to show. 


"After the borrowed Horiclite gencrator arrived we loaded some 20 
blankets, tosether with feneratcr and moving picture mechine, 2 shovels, 
l pick, and forestry literature into the small Forest Service Ford truck 
and were prepared to put on a show any time of the day. With this outfit 
We traveled from one school to another and announced ourselves whenever we 
arrived. Owing to bad roads we thought it best not to male any definite 


schedule, We had written to the county superintendents and had letters 
of introduction to the teachers, also instructions for them to cecperate 
with us and make it a truly cducational period. I expect in some cases 


we upset the teacher's schedule for the day, but I believe our plan was 


the right one. The outstanding thing in this method of attack is the 
surprise we gave both the children and teacher. In several instances it 
was the first moving picture some of the scholars had ever seen. 


"The main object of the project was not to see how many people We 
could reach but to cover a field which cannot be covered except with the 
use of a portable generator, that is the rural schools. Although the 
number who saw the demonstrations was not as great as might have been 
otherwise possible, we feel that the effort was very mich worth while. 
The project elicited a great deal of favorable comment from the teachers, 
county superintendents, local newspapers, and progressive citizens. It 
ig believed that with favorable road conditions another trip could be 
planned which would make possible the showing of the films at twice as 
many schools, Our short talks before and after the pictures, and at 
- points during the shows, undoubtedly have left constructive impressions 
‘upon the children. We often checked up on the impressions after the 
shows and found that the ideas had got over. 


“Upon arriving at a school announcements wore mate, blankets hung 

_over the Windows, the generator set up on the porch, and a few introduc- 
tory remarks made to the children covering who we were and what the pur- 
pose of our visit was. The pictures were then shown with explanations 
for the benefit of. the children who might not be able to read the titles. 
At the close a short talk was given urging the necessity of forest con- 
servation and particularly the need of care with fire. We took pains to 
tell the children how they could help in the general scheme. In most in- 
stances we showed the Pennsylvania State film, "Forests in Bverycay 
Things" and our "Red Imneny" film. It was found that we could set up 

and be ready for showing in ten minutes, and after the conclusion of the 
program in ten minutes more we could be packed up and ready to start 

for the next school. It took about an hour and a half from the time We 
arrived at the school until we were ready to leave. The greatest loss 
of time occurred in getting from one school to another. 


"During the campaign 38 shows were given, with a total attondance 
of 2,431 persons, averaging 64 persons to the show. Eesides school 
groups 8 shows Were put on at various clubs and fratoznel meetings in 
Warren and other towns. During the 23 days we had the films, shows 
were given on 18 days. It was not practicable to show on Soturéays or 
Sundays. On some days only a single showing was given, cn others as many 
as five. Had the roads been good We could oasily have averaged three 
and possibly four shows to the day. On three cifferent days attempts to 
negotiate the roads failed utterly and it was necessary that we give up 
and turn back. , .

WATCHING DOUGLAS FIR GROW FOR 15 YEARS 
By Thornton T. Monger, Pacific Northwest Ex. Sta. 


Fifteen years ago in the days of the Section of Silvics of the Of- 
fice Silviculture I established three Permanent Sample Plots in a fine 
54-year-old stand of "second growth" Douglas fir on the Cascade National 
Forest. Every tree on the three acres was numbered anc tarsed and meas- 
ured for diameter and many for height as well. It seemed then that it 
would take years of patient waiting and suspense tefore any results 
would be forthcoming, 


But now the plots have undergone three subsequent examinations in 
1915, 1920, and 1925, and three interesting chapters in the biography of 
a typical Douglas fir forest have been written. The bigger trees have 
grown bigger, the small trees have been suppressed and died. The number 
of living trees has steadily dvintled, but the volume of those that re- 
Mained has increased with gratifying speed. There are a number of them 
two feet in diameter and the best of them are growing over two inches in 
diameter each decade. 


The story of this 69-year-old forest is simply told in the follow- 
ing table: *

He drove them 7 or 8 miles to his station and 
there impounded them in the station pasture and notified the owners the 
next day by letter, telling them where the cattle were and what they mast 
do.to get them out and, if they did not get them out, of the res ts which 
would follow later. In two or three days the owners came after the stock 
and upon paying the district fiscal agent $5 and Ranger Potts $4.50 for 
his own feed, they were allowed to depart with their stock. Ranger Potts 
now has Regulation T~11 posted in the post office door in the community 
in which these men live. He does not lock for any further troubdle. 


Western Electric Co. Reduces Pole Specifications: As a result of an ex:- 
periment conducted at the Natural Bridge plant of the Western Electric 
Company over a year ago, the specifications on poles have been reduced 
effective April 1, so that they are now taking under Class-D poles 25, 

30, 35, and 40 feet in length which are only 27, 30, &, and 34 inches, 
respectively, in circumference 6 feet from the butt. It is believed that 


the reduced specifications will be of material advantase in the salvage . 
of blighted chestnut.

WOOD WASTE VERSUS PRAYER BONES 


By R. D. Garver, Forest, Products Laboratory 


_ Recently while studying an operation in the‘ hardwoods of. Michigan 
it was noted that high stumps seemed to be the rule rather than. the excep~ 
tion. A stum 3 feet in height, sound, and about 20 inches in diameter © 
attracted our attention. The owner Garned to his woods. foreman .and ‘said, 
"Jim, don't hire any more of those long-legsed lunterjacis, " and. to me he 
remarked, "You just can't get these northern lumberjacks-to get down on 


their Recs to saw." "No..sir,":cut in Jim, "you know this is a piece-work 
job and they won't cut low stumps unless vou pay 'em from 25 to. 50 cents 
per tree extra." "That's the way. it. goes," continued the owner, "we male 


it in one place and Iose it in another, why there's a dollar's worth of 
lumber in that stum,,dut, come, let's go have a'look at the mill." 


The mill operation was unique:from a’ utilization standpoint. Dimen- 
sion stock was the main output with lumber as a secondary product. Most of 
the stuff was bolted into 52-inch lengths, ripped with live edges, and man- 
ufactured with a minimm of waste. Certainly the mill part of the opera- 
tion Was sO managed as to add its bit to the great movement of forest con 


servation. Further, the very nature of the product made it possible to use 
short length logs, tus deleting any waste because of crook; and any length 


of log in a mltiple of 52 inches was acceptable, tims making it possible 
to cut the most out of a tree. Was it not an ideal chance for close woods 
utilization? And yet one of the mill employecs told me that his section 
of the country Brune the man who could. cut. the ele ‘stump of anyone ~ 
in the world. ; 


The "dollar stump" as referred to by the owner made me curious; so 
I worked up the following data. Assume as a truc premise that we have a.

GIANT POWER 
By T. W. Norcross, Washington 


It has been suggested that because of the Forest Service interest 
in power cevelopment and regulation a brief statement of the Giant Power 
Plan of Pennsylvania would be worth while. The scheme is big ani in the 
limited space available a description can hit only the high pois. 


Giant Power in Penrsylvania will be mainly coal-mide pover. Water 
power supplied only 11 per cent of the total consumtion in 1922 and, even 
though intensive development is approaching, its reiation to the total 
power consumption will always be small. Lesislation is recommenfed making 
legal the consolidation of hydro-electric and steamelectric power com 
panies.

THE SCHOOL OF THE WOODS 
By Ward Shepard, Washington 


Can the National Forests satisfactorily advance toward a better 
handling of physical resources without a very material increase in the 
personal skill of its men? This is the vital question back of tho For- 
ester's letter of April 15, of the recent discussions on training, and 
of the District Foresters! conference next November. 


By personal skill [ mean ability to zet good silviculture, 
good range management, in short, good productivity of ol] ovr physical 
resources. It is ovr old friend "Good Workmanship" applied to a very 
complicated biological problem. 


The Service has mde notable progress in recent years in timber 
and grazing management plans, and in silvicultural, products, and grazing 
research. But these plans and these research rosults have not been any- 
Where noar fully worked out on the ground in the terms of good silvicul- 
ture or good range management. Wo havo more or less stuck at a certain 
general level and in many cases workmanship on the ground is far frem sat- 
isfactory. Why? In my opinion it is because we havo neglected. to develop 
the personal skill of our men - and I am thinking not only of Rangers but 
of Supervisors, and District and Washington office men. In general, We 
have tried to supply this deficiency in personal skill by throe main 
routes: First, a system ef inspection designed to uncovor errors and, 
by admonition, advice, and follow-up, prevent their repetition; seconély, 
by setting up standards of porformance; third, by building up a corps of 
experts in silvicultural and grazing research who dig ont facts and moth- 
Ods, and theoretically hand them ovor to the administrative force to put 
into practice. But do they get into practice? There's the rub] 


All this does not imply that the. Service has not done a gsreat - 
deal of valuable work in training men and in getting better methods into 
effect. But the problem of personal skill has not been attacked on a 
really big scale or as a major activity and until it is so attacked I 
doubt if we can make satisfactory headway in the more skillful and pro- 
ductive handling of our resources. 


We mst steer clear of leaning too heavily on the analogy between 
industrial technique and National Forest administration. The technique 
of efficiency in the mchine industries applies to some of our problems - 
such as planning; but it offers no solution whatever to our main provlem - 
making things grow from the soil! Machine tochniame is based on speed, 
repetition, quantity production, the rapid and orderly movement of rew 
materials through machines. The modern industrial worker is a machine 
tender, needing little skill and much patience. 


Consider our main and real job by contrast - an infinitely comlex 
job of growing crops from the soil, - a job varying from acre to acre, 
from mile to mile, from State to State; involvine hundreds of tree spe 
cies and forage plants; myriads of soil combinations; every variation of 
climate. Almost every ranger district has a job big and complex enough 
to keep a dozen men busy a lifetime. The Forestier neels infinite capac- 
ity for skilled observation, subtle deduction, dangerous experiments. 

His real job is too vital and complex a thing ever to be handled by rules 
or by admonitions from above to do a good job. 


I point out this contrast not with the least intention of discour— 
aging better business methods nor with any lack of recognition ef the 
good work that has been done in training.’ Iam merely urging that sor- 
rect emphasis be placed on these two lines of activity. The development 
of better planning and better business methofis in general shauld bs used 
as a means of saving time and money to devote to this min job of better 
care of physical resources. The Service necds to apply energy and vision 
to the problem of personal skill and on a scale never before attemia. 
Without it, we run the risk of stagnating into a typical bureaucracy, 
without vision, courage, or creative exill. Heaven sive us from that fate! 
so far our youth has saved us, but we have reached that stage of middle 
age where the danger of complacency forces us to look at ourselves crit- 
ically and objectively. 


Can we tackle this job? We can if we have the will. How? 


First, by devoting to training and to better care for our resources 
the time and money we save vy better business methods. 


Second, by heavily curtailing or dropping many lines of low priority 
work altogether. This seems to me the next logical step in the development

We ought, it seems to me, to werk 
more rapidly toward the i421 of the Supervisor asa door‘instead sf a 
‘teller = 4 dor and a teacher who takes an active hand in all the major 
activities cf his forost, learing less important affairs to assistants. 
The Supervisor's main tool. is the Tarkiag x, not the grivcl chair or the 
pigeon hole! His battle ground is the timbor-sale area and the erazing 
range, mot the ladger or tho luncheon clvbi: Let him do good technical 
work on the ground, let him teach and guide hismen, and there neot be no 
fear about the reputation of his Forest in tha community or of its advance 
along sound administrative linos. a .* 


' S far I havo talked minly about forasts and little ‘about men, 

_ The economic materialist danis only with tangible cemmoditics. ' But after 
ell one of the main objects of living is to live, ard ene of the hignly 
desirable results of forostry will bo to give 1 great meny poople the

 B&etivities of medern machino industry: _.In the National Forests, this chence 
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to live and to werk will become increasingly satisfying as our men learn 
to work with skill and the sense of fine craftsmanship. Every forester 
in the United States ought to visit the'Harvard Forest to see the possi- 
bilities not merely of growing timber but of forestry as a eraft, an art, 
a satisfying pursuit. Give our men skill and I won't worry about "etfi- 
ciency" or about their satisfaction with their jeb.

Are we roady for a more intensive handling of resources? Cur hoary 
old friend "economic sbstacles" won't answor this question! There are many, 
many places where we can employ more intensive methods if we know _— We 
_are advising private landowners to invest their money in reforestation; let! 
invest more of our own in more intensive silviculture, as is recently been 
done in the new timbor-sale fire rules. 

I have dealt with some of the broader aspects of the problem of per— 
sonal skill in relation to our main geal. Tho proposal te held a teohnical 


examination is only one part of the problem - 


_. That proposad requirement would be only one phase of the larger prob- 
lem of training all our mon, of building up personal skill, of making for- 
estry a living, growing art in which men would take keen pride. Let's by 
all means take in more trained foresters; but let's also make the National 
‘Forests into-a school — a universal, continuous school - the School of the 
“Woods, Where men will nourish their ideals and.their skill in good workman— 
ship, which is the soul of any job. : 


When Napoleon esnquered Prussia, he prescribed that the Prussian —

scrupulously adhered to this hard restriction. But every for months he 
dismissed his 40,000 soldiers and trained 40,000 new snes} And in some- 
thing like 10 years ho had enough trained soldiers to lick the mighty Na- 
poleon. 


That is the spirit in which we must train our men as we continue to 
do our job.

of the Junior Forester examination by requiring, in addition to education 

and experience, a thesis as a ratable subject.

Clearwater Helps Increase Bligible List: An excellent record in the devel- 
opment of men for Ranger positions has been made during the past year or 
two by the Clearwater Hational Forest. Last fall eleven local men took 
the Ranger examination at Orofino, Idaho. Eight of these men are now on 
the eligible list. Ine of those who failed was a young man without either 
experience or training in forestry. One of the others had to his credit 
only one season's experience as a Forest guard. The high percentage of 
men who passed speaks vory well for the training and experience given 

to Forest guards employed on the Clearwator. 


Munchausen Up-To-Date: A young man who worked on the Flathead last summer 
broke into print in the March number of "Field and Stream." His article 
is a detailed account of a gruesome find by a Ranger and himself while on 
a field trip. In support of his story he submitted a photograph of the 
skeleton of a man and a moose, the positions of which indicated a fight 
to the death. The picture and story appear in the March number. 


But Truth will prevail! Supervisor Hornby saw the article and dis- 
closes the facts. The photograph was taken several years ago and is copy- 
righted. The scene of the tragedy is in the Glacier National Park, not on 
the Flathead. The author of the tale did not make a trip with a Ranger; 
he was discharged for insubordination and inefficiency, although his story 
implied that he occupied a position of considerable importance. 


The editor of "Field and Stream’ has been informed as to these facts. 
It is probable that there will be no prosecution in the case, but at least 
the young narrator will be shown in his true colors to those readers of 
the SERVICE BULLETIN who read the story in"Field and Stream."

Tightening Handles: Ranger Hutson of the Targhee has recently suggested 
methods for tightening tool hariles similar to those used in treating 

wagon wheels to prevent shrinimce. One matnod used is a combination of 
water and linseed oil. Ranger Hutson sevs, "Soak the article to be treat— 
ed in water over night. Remove trom water ané soa in hot linseed oil 

near the boiling point four or five hours. Hot water my bo used ard re- 
quires a shorter length of tims. The theory is that the rater opens the 
pores of the wood and causes it to expand to a grovter dogroe than ecii vill. 
After placing in hot oil the heat forces out the water by evaporation and 
is immediately replaced by oil, which does not evaporate reacily. nother 
method is simply using hot linsced oil, soaking it for three or four hours.

The Garden of Eden Discovered: Talking about old things, the Garden of Eden 
now looms up, at least that is what local historians have dubbed an inter- 
esting spot adjacent to the Mono National Forest.

The site is along the East Walker River, almost the identical spot where 
on January 23, 1844, Fremont found nuts of the single leaf pine from which 
the species was identificd and named. 


The main interest of the place is that prehistoric people have left 
their traces through numerous hieroglyphics on outcropping basaltic. rocks, 
covering several acres. Tho place being close to a pudlic road makes it. 
easy of access and it is visited by many a Sunday party. One of the young 
members of the reporters! party on visiting the "garden" asked where the 
fig trees grow. 


It may be possible that later discoveries will lead to petrified 
specimens contemporaneous with the Mohave Desert palms. Noar this same 
spot a shecp herder pickod up a fossilized tooth of a mastodon.

Hundreds of roved Auto Camps: The Automobile Club of Southern California 
has just sent out the 1925 issue of their booklet listing the auto camps 
and camp grounds of the Pacific Coast. This list shows that there are 565 
improved automobile cams in California, of which 99 are on the National 
Forests. 


Outside of the camps mintained by the Forest Service ané the Na-~ 
tional Park Service, it is noted that fow of these cams now are free. 
Charges range from $.25 to $1.00 per car por day, depending upon the char- 
acter of accommodation furnished.

IS THE FORESE SERVICE BUREAUCRATIC?

The Forest Service is accustomed to criticism, It was cradled in 
Opposition and has thriven on attack. It is, however, & new experience 
to be raked by fire from the rear, as in the editorio®ls recently published 


by The Outlook. 


To much of this sniping we need pay seant Attention. We kmor that 
Wational Forest tinber is honestly sold and honestly scaled; that the For- 
est Rangers do not take vacations when they are needed for fire fichting; 
and thet holding the Service responsible for the spread of the chestnut 
blight is 2s reasonable as charzing up the Illinois tornado to the Weather 
Bureau: We ore not afraid of any disprejudiced investigation of road 
building on National Forests or of their use for recreation, although 
both “re entirely appropriate subje for inquiry or criticism» We know 
that the form and contents of the Forester's annual report are matters of 
nO erent moment. The work of the Service stands for itself, however poorly 
Or inadequately it my have bee ” 

Of o11 the implications contained in The Outlook, the one I believe 
most worthy of our own reflection is the query raised in the issue of April 
15, whether the Forest Service is a "bureaucracy," benevolent or otherwise.

West Forest Bxperiment Station crovth study crev excited the curiosity of 
the old-timer. "What're you fellers doing, anyhow?" he asked. "Be you sur-

UExactly,.and what ee frouth .study party of the Pacific North— 
west Forest Experiment Station has to ‘do is to locate those places and dis— 
cover why it is that Dougla as fir will crow faster, larger. and better on 
some Soils thin on others.. For it won't do to have our timber owner opti-

Again, we know that the rate of growth varies greatly in relation 
to age. At some period -in the lifé of the tree, growth becomes so slow that 
it is no lonrer profitable to postpone harvesting the timber crop. Accurate 
information on this point is now beins obtained. One farmer we cncountcred 
told us that he was considering slashing and burninz a fine young stand of 
fir; said the timber wasn't growing fast enough, 2nd tht althouch the land © 
was poor in quality and full of rock, he figured it would pay more as Pasture. 
With the aid of the inform tion already secured we were able to show him that 
his timber was just bezinnine to pass from the slov-srowing period of infancy 
and would shortly enter the "pretty fast" sroving stage of adolescence. Mm 
five years more he would have fence posts, in fifteen years more smll saov= 
logs, and meanwhile, all the firevood he could possibly use. As pasture, 
he estimated the land worth fifty cents an acre a year. When he learned how 
mach timber would grow each year he promptly decided to postpone the slashing. 


Forty-three years ago one part of a western Oregon farm was cleared 
and prepared for a crop which for some reason was never planted. Lrg 
near-by fir trees took charse of the area and sowed it thickly with sood” 
seed. Today there is an excellent stand of young timber here of which the 
owner 1s-rightly proud... About half of this area has remained untouched; on 
the other part, trees have been cut out here and there. This thinning gave 
the remaining trees more room to grow. The result is that only firarood and 
fence posts are to be had from the nature-crovn stand, but on the thinned 

aren are trees 18 and 20 inches In diameter — sawlo¢s, if-you please. ind 
less. then forty-five years aco this was plow land. Here certainly is an 
instance of "pretty fast" grovth. mo 


By accurately measuring sample acres in carefully selected stands of 
various ages on different qualities of soil, .a sc-called "yield table",is 
now being built up. This yield table will show the rate of g@romth and quan 
tity. of timber to the acre at all stages during the life of the tree, de 
pending. as in agriculture upon the quality of che land. The Pacific North— 
west Forest Experiment: Station. has secured data on over 1100 such sample area 
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and, after another year of work, will have ready a preliminary yield table 
for Douglas fir applicable to the Pacific Northwest. This informtion is 
for the use of the lumber industry and the public, 2nd no lonser will the 
investor, the owner of cut-over forest lands, the tax reformer, the farmer, 
and all who have need of such definite information, be obliged to resort 
to so hazy an approximation as "she grows pretty fast."

Statement of Receipts for the Period July 1, 1924, to March 31, 1925, shows 
a decréase of Over $154,000. All of-the Districts are in the red except l, 
2, and 7. ‘ Our srentest falling off is in the timber-sale business, which 
shovs 2 Ted ficure of $149,653.76. Grazing comes next vith $44,065.65, a 
part of which is probably cnused by delinquent payments of fees. District 
1 has increased its receipts by $24,104.68, District 2 by $124,992.77, and 
District 7 by $13,544.26. 


‘Elk Herd Increasing: In 1916 Colonel Graves! elk program stated that after 
due consideration of a1l factors and conditions it was the unanimous opinion 
that the herd of elk in the Jackson Hole country should never exceed 16 or 
_18 thousand hend, and that even with that number considerable additional 
hay for winter feed purposes should be provided. The recent count of the 
elk in this herd taken under the joint auspices of the Biologiczl Survey 
and the Forest Service shows the herd now contains over 20 thousend head.

Forest Officers in D-2 Enthusiastic Over Nev Pump: 4. nev Evinrude pump was 
recently tried out on 2 sewdust fire vith complete success. This was a 4 
acre fire in a particularly danserous place which at some points vas burn- 
ing three feet below the surface. The burning sawdust was sluiced out vith 
the water. The fire was completely extinguished in two days after a con- 
stant use of tivo streams of water froma strenm about 600 feet distant. 

The Forest officers who hnndled this fire are most enthusiastic over the 
pump for use on all forest fires, when water is available. 


Drouth Closes Planting on Pike: The drouth that prevailed throughout Colo- 
rado in 1924 continucd during the past winter. The snowfall was below the 
average, especially on the eastern slope. About six inches of snow fell in 
the first weck of April in the vicinity of Monument; so it was decided to 
0 ahead. with the Pike planting operation. Plantine was started on /pril 
(14, but at the end of two weeks, as no additional moisture had fallen and 
eround. conditions were such that it scemed useless to plant any more trees, 
it was decided to discontimve the operation. The ridses and the south and 
west exposures vere completely dried out, and the only sites that had suf- 
ficient moisture to warrant planting were north and east exposures under 
“aspen: About 250,000 trees were planted. The stock that was not planted 
consists of seedlings which can be held over until next year.

Accordin= to the same writer the firm name of Woods and Potter 
eppesred in the St. Johns Herald 38 years ago. They continued in the ranch 
business, their outfit occupying the ranze near the Petrified Forest, until 
Potter became Secretary of the Northern Arizona Sheep Growers Association 
of Spache County and later Chief of Grazing in. the Washington office. 


From the middle 80's to the early 90's the Cattlemen's Association 
of Apache County, states the article, was a big organization and Will Cc. 
Barnes Was its secretary. .He ran the Esperanza Cattle Company near St. 
Joseph. "Even in these days Barnes would occasionally have an article in 
some eastern Magazine. He is also snid to have been a ereat reader. Be- 
Sides ovning a number of books, he subscribed to a daily paper or two and 
Severa2l magazines, all of which he read. During those early years he mixed 
somewhat in polities, was a member of the Board of Supervisors in 1808, the 
Arizona, Legislature of 1891, and’ later, ofter movine to Nev Mexico, became 
@ Member of the New Mexico Territorial Lesislature." 


The article concludes: "They were three bright men - Nelson, Potter 
and Barnes. I kncv &bl three intimately. They rose on merit. They are all 
students and their yerrs of practical frontier life vas a great educator and 
made them bigrer and fitted them later to make success in life."

It consists of a board cut 
so as to come to a penk in the middle at the top. Two picces are nailed on 
the slanting top projecting over the face of the sign to protect it from 
dripping water to 2 certain extent, and the whole thing is protected from 
Warping by tvo clents on the back. 


These sien boards have been mde from odds and ends left over from 
the sign shop. They are printed white and mike a very effective appexrance.

Tourists from Many States Visit the Chuzach: In the fall of 1923 the Chazach 
constructed a hikers' trail from the town of Cordova, ~t sea level, to what 
is known as the Tripod Summit, so called by reason of a U. 5. L- WL erected 
in the usuel tripod form some years ago by the U. S. Coast and Geodetic Sar=— 
vey. This summit is one -nd 2 helf miles from town by trail ond has an ele 
tion of about 1250 feet. It affords a splendid vier of Orce Inlet, Hyak Ieke 
portions of Prince William Sound, 2 number of islands, and.an unobstructed vi 
of that portion of the Copper River Delta crossed by the famous llemile tang 
of the Copper River & Nortimestern Railroad. The trail has since Deen ext 

ed to the summit of Mt. Fyak, which has 2n elevation of cver 2500 feet, but - 
only the hardy climbers go beyond the Tripod. 


To obtnin some data as to the use of this trail 2 register was Placed 
at the Tripod on June 16 last and broucht down on November 9. Betwecn these 
dates 520 people rezistered. Observntions of Forest officers justify the 
conclusion that about half the tourists who use this trail ado not reach the ~ 
Tripod, being satisfied by a short climb to. some of the crassy, flower-stram 
meadows at lower elevations. It is foir to assume that not less than 1000 
people used this trail during its first season, which, for Alaska, is quite a 
record.

My trouble is not so 
mach to raise a lot of money and orranize training in a big vay as 1% is 
to keep reasonably well informed about the trainins acturlly being done 
in the various Districts. very now and then a livine, crowing orranizae 
tion like our Forest Service takes a kind of spontaneous surge chead in 
some line, 4nd when this happens, as is the case now in training, it is 
hard to keep properly informed on the cevclopments resulting from the ini- 
tiative shown in sO many places. Another thine which troubles me is the 
need for understandinz clearly the distinctive fenivres of the different 
forms of trainings which ore sprincine up ani findine ways of letting every- 
One enjoy the advantase of Imovine about the significant thincs that are 
Deing cone elsewhere. 


Yesterday Mr. Morrell's circuler letter "D, Supervision" of “pril 
18, 1925, brought to my desk the clear thincinz on some features of admin- 
istration which has been cCistillee by a new form of training in administra- 
five technique trie? out by District i. moll sroups of Supervisors have 
assembled durins the winter for rounc-table Ciscussions of the problems of 
& Supervisor and methoes of cealins with theme Mr. Morrell's lotter summing 
up the thousht of these corferences is well worth reacing ane rereading by 
every man in the Service who wants to advance in the arts of administration. 
I wish I could think of a way to eect it before every man in the Service. 


Mr. Rutledse's "O-Personnel" circular of March 18, 1925, is another

illuminating recent @ocument which Iwish I could get before everyone as a 
sugsestive demonstration in one of the arts of han¢ling personnel.

But how are those of us who cannot participate in each significant 
development in training going to acquire a reasonably fruitful understand- 
ing of the things which are springing up which we do not personally see? 
Much of our thought and comment shoots wide of the mrk because our Imowl= 
edge of the splendid initiative and developments in training is so limited. 
Washinzton office men even with their opportunities for wider contacts 
have the greatest difficulty in keeping up with the procession.

Fire Damages Turpentined Timber: in interesting example of vhat fire 
can do to a turpentinea stand of. virgin longleaf timber in nee Missis- 
sippi has just been described by’investizators from the Southern Forest 
Experiment Station. Until quite’ recently it has been the belief of many 


southern luribermen that the annual crass or cround fires in the voocs 
result in very little, if aoe damage to virgin Lonsleaf ty In this 
case damage w2s intensified by the vorst drought in the recorded history 


of (fineieetaee weather. 


The timber burned averazed over 10,000 voard feet per acre and had 
been turpentined for two years. The fire passed throuch in the fall of 
1924, before the operator hai an opportunity to rake the cupped trees and 
scrape the turpentined faces. A survey of the burned area (several hundred 

acres) three months after the fire shoved 80 to 90 per cent of the trees 
a, with many of the remining live trees failing rapidly. Large numbers 
the trees had actually burne2 down ard those left standine were so wenke 
ened by the fire as to be an easy prey to attacks of insects. 


Because of the heavy loss the owner of the yeti: obliged to 
chanze his plan of logrins end ent the dead timber at ones. This cost 30 
conts a thousand, or $5 an acre, over ordinary costs. The scrape remine 
ing: on the trees at the end of the chipping season vas a total loss, and 
was velued at $2.50 an acre. An equal loss was sustained when the alumimm 
cups used in turpentining were destroyed. 


By the time the tract can be reached by the logeing operation the 
sapwood will have lost heavily in ¢rade as a result of blving, end this 
loss the ovner figured would be no less than $20 anacre. The srand total 
of all these items is $30 an acre, and would have been $50 had not prormt 
steps been taken to salvage the destroyed stand.

Census Results: The results of this winter's census vork have slreacy been 
received for Nevada , althoush the firures are preliminnry ani subject to 
correction. These fisures shor some interesting facts in recard to farms 
in Nevada. In number they have increased about 23 per cent, while the “rea

has increased practically 82 per cent. The value in the meantime has 
increased practically nothing at all. In these figures the effect of 
erazing homesteaats can easily be read. A small decrease in the acrence - 
of land devoted to crops is noted in the five years and a considerable 
decrease in wheat, the most important crop outside of hay, is noted. The 
acreage of hay cut on farms has also cecreasec since 1919. The number of 


horses on farms has remmined practically stationary. Cattle have increased 


about.17 per cent. The figures on shecp are not yet availablé. The total 
value of farms decreased in nine counties, in cight of which the decrease 
took place in spite of an increased farm acreaze. The figures scom to in- 
dicate a growing importnnce of livestock in Nevada coupled with a decrease 
in crop producing arets.. The poor showing in many respects shovl¢c not be 
interpreted too pessimistically, hovever, because the srazing homesteads 


have. done mu¢h to upset the previous figures on farms in that Staite. 


Too Gooc eeowoction? C. L. Forsling is spending a fev days in the District 
Office. He states that one of the most remrkable thincs thet he noted at 
the Grent “ei “Experiment Station was the rapidity vith which the snow has 
melted. On.Morch 15 there wore 61 inches cf snow with a water content of 
about 15 inches. On April 25 there were 25 inches of snow vith a water 
content of 8 inches, 1.6 inches of this moisture fallins curing the recent 
storme Although the precipitation was avernze or above for the winter, the 
rate at which it has been melting mikes it look bad for this scason. The 
One peculiar thing is tmt thore is practically no run-off. Although the 
snow has been meltine quite -rapicly no high water has come cown for irrign= 
tion, and the poople are pretty apyrchensive abovt the water situation. 
Several of the local residents vith whom Wr. Forslins talked said they 
laid this to the ranre protcction which the watersheds have hac. The range 
has crown up with brush and other vegetation which impedes or practically 
eliminates run-off, and their solution is to put on sufficient shecp to re= 
duce the ground cover. We ennnot neree with them fully in this, hovever. 


Wr. Forslins stntes that st the present time forare development is 
approximately ten days ahend of 1924 ard rot less than tro weeks ahead of 


what is considered to be nverose.

ra species. We can, however, be fnirly positive that it is Sequoia Wash- 
ingtoniana. This location is typical Scquoia country, being 2 cove, weil 
watered, nbovt 5,800 feet elevation ané site one locality. : 


Down Sequoia trees practically never rot, even though they are in 
contact with moisture end under other conditions conducive to decay: We 
have na index of the time this tree my have bcen alive. There are stand= 
ing yellow pines four feet in Ciameter groving close to where this log lay, 
twelve feet underzround.--F .P.Cs-Secuoia.

We say thet prices are nov 
Pisang still further because we are setting large quantities from the 
West Coast, and that the American people are paying a totel freight bill 
Of $250 ,000,000 to $300,000,000 which could be avoided vy sroving the 
timber nearer the consumer. Do we expect people to believe it? 


The following quotation froma recent issue of the Southern Lu 
Permean, discussing the stocking of 1 Nei Harpshire yards with 
Douglas fir, fives fooc for thoucht: 


"This is one instonce Where a procuct 1 was ee over 
a ney tarket on price alone. The fir sellers seldom waste 
any time talking quality of service; their aie 21 to the 
lummer retnilers is based on the chance to buy for less 
Oney than the cost of cormeting lurber lines. . . . When 


the first retail yard in a Cistrict starts stocking fir it 


means thet all the pt boes must soon follow suit or meet fir 
prices with ti stern soruce or southern pine." 


Does that soun’ as thouch paying freicht from Oregon is raising 
= yrices in Nav Bnelicna? Is it at all certain that New pneland 
Would have cheaver lumber if she grav it at home? That there still is 
honescrovn tinber in northern Nav gnclnne. is evidenced by the recent 
statement of the Presicent of the laine Lumber Vanufacturers' Association 
that 


"Cometition of southern pine, vestern pine, and Pacific 
Const pine nnd fir is so keen that there is little if any 
srofit in the mimofocture of hemlock, spruce, or tne Detter 
erates of native pine. The present situention anc future out- 
look for the m-xmfacture of vooden boxes and shook is very 
bad. . . « At present the supply fer exceecs demand and con 
ditions not only warrant < further curtailment of production, 
but cemaud 26." 


Is it not just possible thet high prices =re the cause,andc not 
the effect, of the entrance of long-haul lurber into the eastern mr- 
cet? Neither the Lake States lumberman who moved to the South, nor 
the southern lumbermon vho transferred to the West Coast, acced the 
extra freight cost to the price of Iumer he sent to the reneral mr- 
ket. Corpetition coesn't work that way. He moved, rather, 2eccuse 
he coulec buy tirber or make lumber enough cheaper in the new rezion 
to offsct the freirsht charce ane still ecliver lumber to the consumer 
at as low or lover prices thnn lumber from nearer centcrs of supply. 
The invasion of the market by tinlscr from the more Cistant forests, 
inster" of increasing prices, has kept them om! 


Is it, then, the consumer who suffers because of the high cost 
of transportation, or is it the owner of sturpaze in the more remote 
regions? Doctor Corpton has recently shown that stumace comrises only 
15 per cent of the total manufacturing cost of Douglas fir, as against 
nearly 50 per cent for ol¢-srowth southern pine and 65 per cent for iim 
sote white pine. It is probably 60-70 per cent for second-grovtn pine 
in Nai Englant. The Vest Coast mn e1n affore to sell his virgin sturp- 
ae 


oe for less than its intrinsic vorth becouse he cot it cheap, but the 
story vill De ¢ifferent when he comes to sell secone srovth. 


Supposing the Northeast shoulé follow our advice anc crow oll the 
timer it needs. Woule the Zastern consumer pay any less? Not a chance 
unless all the forests would be han*led by the public and ona charity 
basis, Northenstern stempore values are not nov so hich as to yicla ex 
cessive profits on timber srowing. The consumer voul¢ contimue to pay 
his $200,000,000 or more, Sut the stumparce ovner would set most of it 
instead of the reilroafs. The Vest, hovever, coule not begin to utilize 
all the timber its forosts are capable of procucine unless its present 
relatively hich consumntion shoulé be four tines as zreat as nov. Unl 
the surplus coulé be Aispose? of profitably throuch exports, the result 
Woule be that the sreater part of she West Coast forests, potentially 
anon the most procuctive in the vorlec, vwoulé@ not be utilized systemat— 
ically for timber srovins because sturpase velues voule always remin 5 
low the cost of eroving the timer. . 
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Thetis the onsver?: Just this; All of the pares t dene in tae 
St-tes north of the Potome ~né Ohio an? east of the iMississippi, vith 
intensive mnagement, can procuce less than 12 sillion boarc feet of tim 
ter nccording to the estim.tes in the Timber Crop Report, and less thon 5 
billion feet woulc be. softvoods. The some rerion requires at present more 
than 14 billion feet of Soe ore? atone, of which nearly 1] tillion is 
softvooc. It seems reasonable to exect, therefore, that stummace values 
in the imst will tenc’ to rise -raébally until a large part of the farest 
land is honfled intensively, ond will pull w behind them the values of 
Western stumpase until thet, too, covers the cost of sroving timber. The 
existence of larme lestern supplies, however, is likely always to serve 
as 2 check on abrupt rises in mstern stumesce. Because of the freisht 
differential anc Deceuse memufacturing costs for Western second grovth 
Will proovavly be as high as in the East, Western stumnce can never reach 
the level of Eastern values unless the West can increase its own consump= 
fee arom olor 7 billion to 24 billion bonr¢c feet 2 year.

1919 to 1923, inclusive, is 3,803, twhile the five-year perioc 1920 to 1924, 
inclusive, shows total mon-cause@ fires numbering 3,879. 


Everyone knots that the best hanflie¢ fire is the one that is kept 
from start ing. Real LZzing as we all co that our fire pr evention has teen 
Weak 2s comare@ with pre-suppression and sinpression, we have corried on 
extensive fire prevention vork, particularly during the past five or six 
years. NO one trould claim baat every bee has been cone that should have 
Deen done, ut it is Ai sconcerting to find our fievres on man-caused fires 
Showing so little effect from the fire 9, efrort that has been made. 


It is true thet the number of neople using the Forests has increase 
enormously in recent years. One can take the view that ve mst have «reat- 
ly reduce? the muher of man-couset fires per thousnne people using the 
| Forests, oné@ that we have therefore me important progress in fire preven- 
tion. Such 2 vier secms to me to de illusory and unsouné.. Our job is not 
tO refluce mon-caused. fires per thousen’ poople using the Forests; it is to 
Tetluce man-ccused fircs. Unless we can 0 this we will probably never %e 
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able to put fire control on the a 11 Forests ona satisfactory basis, 
because in bad seasons or in bac periods Gutinz the norm: season a certain 
proportion of fires th-t start are soing to be mmmnly impossible to con- 
trol until after they heve burnec enough acres to ruin our recoré oané in- 
terfere seriously with the profuction of ; timber. .

Pines. Lodeepole, western yellow, white, sugar, limber, and pinon 
pines alk make good mechanical pulps.

loblolly, lodgepole, Norway, pond, sand, and scrub pines, by slicht modifi- 

cations of the cookins process, can be rade into good sulphite pulp with rea 
sonable bleach consumption. With the other pines uniformity of dis restion is 
more of a problem. All the rines re@uce readily in the alkcline (soda and 
sulphate) processes, and all bleach satisfactorily under proper conditions. 


Cypress, Douflas Fir, Larches, Redwooc, and Red Cedars. None of these 
woods are suitable for sroundwood. They are mich more difficult to pulp by 
the sulphite process than hemlock, and the bleach tensamtion is barely with- 
in the range of commercial feasibility. They all ray be reduced by alknline 
processes to pulps not quite se strong but othervise comaratle to pine 


pulps. Redwood and the red cedars are too light weight to mke their use 
practical. 


White Cedars. White cedars reduce readily by all processes. The 
pulp yield per cord of wood is very small, however, since it is proportional 
to the weight of the wood. As pulpwood is bought on a cord basis, the white 
cedars probably would not prove acceptable to the industry. 


Haréroods 


Hardwoods are not well adapted: to the mamafacture of mechanical Pulp 
because of the excessive power required to grind then. 


All hardwoods can be re@uced by the soda process, and the pulp can be 
used in conjunction with spruce stlphite or some other long fibered stock in 
ny manufacture of book and similar grades of paper. Basswood and aspen are 
pulped most easily. Red alder, balsa, chestmit {aft er tannin extraction), 
elms, soft maples, and willows all pulp fairly easily.

Some of the hardwoods enn be readily pulped by the sulphite process 
anc Made into book and similor srades of paper .with small bleach consume 
tion. mong them are ash, aspen, birches, buttermt, most elms, gums, 
hackberry, hickory, ragnclias, maples, sycamove, and willows. Hardwoods 
thet are difficult to yuip by the sulphite process because of structural 
irresularities or the presence of extractive mterials are bassvood, 
buckeye, catalpa, chestrmt, locust, oaks, red sum, sassafras, and slip- 
pery elm. 

- Recent trials at the Laborntory give promise that a number of hard- 
woods, including aspen, beech, birch, cottormood, black gum, tupelo gun, 
Taple, and other light-colored woods can be reduced by a combination of 
@ cheri¢al. and 2 mechanical process to a-puip well suited for the manu- 


facture of the lower grades of rrint paper.

elementary physics and chemistry- - He cannot pass this exomination if he 
shows sorious deficiency in spoken anc written German, no matter how Sood 
he my de in the other swvjects.

forest. In each forest district, “istricts ana forests are selected for 
trainin; purposes, such OT ales ay being based partly on their forest con= 
ditions and cconomic “ovelopment, anc iven more on the personality of the 
Taner (Forster) or smpcrvisor (Goer forster) in chorcse. The res ulations 
state: : 


"The pateful anc. thorouch instruction anc muidance of the student 
forester is One of the most immortant cut ties of the officer under whom 
he works. This officer shoulda promote his mental development, accustom 
him to obcticnec, punctunlity, perseverance, and physical endurance, anc 
should insvire and intensify his love for the forest ani the forestry pro= 
fession." 
“The candidate my not de assimmed to a forest where his father or: - « 
other close relative is in charce. He serves soven months (Octover 1 to 
fpril 30) in the ficlé unter a roncter, ane durine this period is supposed 


to become familiar with the native trees and the important shrubs ané 
Plants; to learn the life histories and habits of the forest animals; 

to learn the correct methods of same utilization, care afd training of 
hunting dogs, and use of weapons; to learn the laws and regulations 
Cealing with trespass; ond to acquire practical experience in all Kinds 
of forest work, including protection of timber and game, cultivation of 
the rancer station farden ané pasture, several weeks of timber cutting 
and road buildinz, and at lezst four weeks of planting. He may receive 
regular day wages for the last three kinds of worke He mst keep a diary 
and submit it once a month to the rancter and supervisor. 


After seven months he is assigned to the Supervisor's office for 
5 months, during which period he is to become familiar with the office 


work of the forest, besides setting further training in field and office 
under the supervisor. ; 


If his work an@ conduct have been satisfactory, at the end of the 
year he is assicneé to a forest school, where he spends one year acquir- 
ing training in the theories of forestry. He then takes an examination 
to determine whether or not he has a “ood enouch foundation to enter a 
provationary period as a forest officer, and if he passes he is required 
to swe@r alleciance to the constitutions of the Reich and of the State 
of Prussia. He then becomes a forest apprentice (Forsteehilfer), and is 
sent for three months to a police school, where he learns his richts and 
duties as a police officer. Following this comes a yearts field training 
under an experienced ranger, in which he has to do all kinds of work, in 
clucing the clerical work, of a rancer district. Wine months are then 
spent in the supervisor's office, minly as an assistant to and uncer 
the cuidance of the forest clerk. The following two to three years are 
spent on assicnments all over the forest district, on various kinds of 
work, including silviculture, protection, improvement work, utilization, 
surveying, timber measuretnent, and in some cases work for not more than 
two months in an industrial plant. 


Throuchéut the training period, excepting the 9 months! office 
assisnment, the youn¢ fotester must keep a diary showing what he has cone 
and what he has learned,each cay. Once every two months ail the train- 
ees Ona forest are taken on a field trip by the supervisor to see vari- 
ous Operations, and once.a month each one Milst prepare & paper on an as~ 
signed topic, to be reviewed by the supervisor. Such papers are to de re= 
lated as closely as may be to the practical work of a forester, including 
_the application of theory to actual conditions. 


During the seventh (in some cases, the eighth) year from the Decin- 
ning, the candidate takes a final examination to qualify him for permanent 


appointment as assistant ranser (Hilfsforster}. This consists of six

tion. Upon passinc this fiel hurdle, the name of the sutcessful candi- 
cate is entered on the resister of assistant rangers, from which appoint~ 
ments are usually made in order of rating.

In order that they my ottend strictly to tusiness, and because of 
the frequeit chan~es in residence, candidates are forbicden to mrry prior 
to their final appointment, although special permission my be sranted in 
some cases. ° 


Several conclusions may be dravn froma study of these requirements. 
In the first place it is evident that the training required of Prussian 
forest administrative officers is not as overbalanced on the theoretical 
side as sOme people in this country have supposed, with one year of forest 
school to 6 years of "preetical" traininz. It is 4lso obvious thet the 
profession of forestry, even for the lower positions, is taken pretty seri- 
Ously, and that men who co into it will do so intencine to make it a life 
work an¢@ one in which they can fée) considéravdle price.

The committce asked for 2 statement showine the receipts from 1906 
to 1924 from Timber Sales anf Grazing. This by Forests and States.

The Branch of Grazing for many years estimated that of the t¢tal 
acreage of Government land in the National Forests anprceximately 116,000,000 
acres were Of more or less valve for srozing purposes. However, the fig- 
ures taken from the rance.approisal sheets show that 88,109,000 acres are 
usable for crazing and 48,725,000 ore not usable for srazins. 


The numoer of applications cisspproved in full for 1924, as brought 
out by the questions asked, was 1298 ~- 787 for cattle and horses, and 511 
‘for sheep and fonts. The number of stock involved vas 31,914 cattle and 
horses, and 441,410 sheep and goats. Forest officers will naturally ex- 
‘pect to find the well-known Manti Forest at the head of the list in num 
“ber of applications disnpproved. It's there all right, with 92 disap=- 
proved for 803. head of cattle and 61 Cisapproved for 6,092 head of sheep. 
The larcest number of apnlications disanprovec for cattle was on the 
Santa Fe, with 68 applications for 536 heat, The larzest number disap= 
proved for sheen was on the Uinta with 37 applications for 9,057 head.

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WASHINGTON NOTES 


Game Census Completed: The 1924 came census, which was recently comleted, 
shows thas over 687,000 head of big game animals make their home on the 
National Forests. Compared with the previous year, the 1924 fisures 
represent an increase of about 44,000 head, after dave allowance is mde 
for 44,326 head of bear which were not included the estimates of 

former years but which are included in the 1924 imates. 


Deer represent the vast bulk of the bis gome animals, with a 
total for 1924 of 550,567 commared with 511;238 last year. The five 
States creditec with the largest number of Ceer ate, in the order of their 
rank, California, Oregon, Montans, Idaho, and Arizona. 
Elk have increased in all western Forests, 52,665 heat being list- 
ed for 1924 comared with 49,540 in 1923. 4s notable increase’ in the elk 
herd on the Teton is undowdtoaly the result of three excellent seasons 


with mild winters anéd satisfactory summers. 


Antelore, or pronghorns, are still in a very unsatisfactory condi- 
tion. The 1924 count shors onl 5,074 of these animals, most of which are 
to be foune in Arizona and Igaho- In northvestern Nevada anc southeast= 
ern Orezon there is a large antelepe herd grazing on public lands out~ 
side National Forest areas. An effort is teing made to secure the crea~ 
tion of a game refvze, which will cover.the habitat of this herd, so that 


it may be protecte@:and saved from extermination.

The total area of National Forest 1 
burned over is 117 acres, and the cost of suppression is less than $600, |

85 fires had occurred, with more than 5,000 acres lich icc over and with 
expenditures in excess of $40,000. 


During the last two-weeks the District has been visiteé by seneral 
rains, and the situation is excellent, with no probability of serious 
fires until after July 1..

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CONSERVATION AND CLIMATE 
By Aldo Leopold, Forest Prodv ete Laboratory 


In the timber mechanics section of the Forest Procucts Laboratory 
lies a pile of Rumanian red spruce,: sent us by a piano ranufacturer in 
connection vith some experiments to devise a resonance test for musical 
instrument wood. 


One look at these sprucc boards is enough to make a forester's:- mouth 
Woter. They are quacter~saved with miheratical precision, avsolutely clear 
and the fine annual rings are so wnifor.t!y spaced that variations in animal - 
erovth could be detected only with a micrometer, 


I know ee about the climate of Rumania, but it seems to me 
these spruce boards tell 2 long story about fore ary onl climate. {fc is 
hardly conceive ne Sop such wood could be grown in the United States, >e- 

ause of the periodicity of ovr climates. The tvo najor cerses of con— 
servation in America - fire and overgrazing = are doth Cirecitly accentuated 
by that periodicity. 


i Everybo¢cy knovs that fire is deteriorating the forest resources of 
the whole country. <A fev are beginning to Imow that in whole region 
like the Southvest overrrazing is by vay of ruining most of the resources 
that are not underground and ont of reach of livestoci. Wo smail frac- 
tion of the destructiveness of fire, anc in the Southrest practically the 
whole cestructiveness of crazing is cue to climatic fluctuations or "bad 
years." Conservation, in’so far as it exists, ten@s to be oreganized for 
the normal year, and in the Southvest at least the normal year seems al- 
most literally a myth. 


We are learning to forecast fire weather, to precict Oversrazing, 
and to measure seasonal readiness of ranzes, but is it not time for for- 
esters to help turn the searchlircht of research on climate itself? It is 
a big order to be.sure, but most of the Wise men who are so reacy vith 
their "It can't be cone" are quite unavare of what alreacy has Deen done 
by men like Davglas and Huntington. There seems to te in the offing a chance 
for enccwec forest research of a really fancamental character. ‘That more

operation. The cost of dvtting was $1.25 per cord, and of shavling to mar= 
ket $1.25, or a total of $2250 per cord. THe profit vas thus $100 per 
acre over the period of 25 years — $4 per acre a year - not at all bad 
for worn-out pasture lend. 

The location of Burke County is in Western North. Camelia where the 
Piecmont Plateau merges into the foothills of the mountains. The rate of 

gerovth is likely somevhat slower than that at lower altituces, but 40 
cords in 25 years is an'average grovth of one anc three-fifths cords yearly. 
The full yearly money return to the commcnity is found by adcing the $4 
yearly increment in stumpage tc the $4 in labor requiret..to oh ,and havl 
the timber, Thus the tract devoted to timber procuction meant “an averaz ee.

- "DOGG IN' "EM 
By -Verne Rhoades, Pisgah 


‘Trice @uring the past year bloochounds have been used on the Pisgah 
in an enmdeavor to apprehend persons guilty of setting fires on that Forest. 
On the first occasion the opportunity for the dogs to pick wp the trail 
Was exceedingly gooc. The first-comers to the fire arrived in time to 
find that the last set which was mode by the incendiarist had not yet 
burned a large enough area to obliterate the tracks. Within a fev steps 
of the circumference of the fire they found footprints in: ‘the soft earth. 
These tracks were temporarily protected with some brush ané sticks until. 
the hounds coule arrive. When the dogs came about 3 hours later they hac 


no difficulty in picking up this trail and following it for a mile or so 
through the forest over the dry leaves and: evn into the public road. They 
tracked without difficulty for a mile or more down the public road toa 
bridcze across South Hominy Creek. There the trail was lost because the 
man had cotten into an automobile, which was evidently waiting for him, 


On the second occasion, which was during March of this yexr, seven 
fires were set almost similtancously in the heart of the Bent Creek York- 
ing Circle. The fires were apparently set about 7.20 p- m. The hounds 
reached the fire about 10 o'clock, and picked up the trail of one or more 
Men without difficulty. As in the first case they tracked these men to the 
public road where they hod entered an auto and gone out of the Forest. No 
opportunity of tracking the automobile existed because ha rd-surface reads 
Parallel the Forest boundary, and once the auto leaves the dirt road sil 
Chance of following it is lost. ‘Jithout covbt the seven fires referred to

were set by more than one person because they sprang up almest simlta- 
necusly. If the hounds had Deen taken to one cf the more remote sets at 
first it is possible that they might have cone more sood ané even appre= 
hended- the guilty persons, becavse to men were observed coming from the | 
direction of the Forest by. party..of fire fighters later on. Unfortu- 

nately, nce one in the bane of fire fighters Ima either of the tvo men 
and wp to date no worthewhile evicence has been cbtained. However, if be 
dogs had been on the trail of these tno Men early in the evening they. 
might have Aone more successful GREE op aes bi 


Jt is beliéved that dogs coulé be successflly eae ina majorit y 
of instances of incendiarism, rroviced some methac of patrol were insti 
tuted along the rénés paralleling the Forest bounfary or entering into it. 
For example, if the Ranzer were to call fer the dexs mon receiving a, re=- 
port of the fire vhich the Lockout has reason to telieve is of incen@iary 
origin, it would nlso bea coo@ plan to call ovt certain key men in the 
cormmnity who were not on fire suppression.to start out on patrol of the 
roads near=by to male note of any observances of suspicions characters or 

automobiles that might pass. In such instances if the patrolmen could 
fina anyone it vould not be ont of the way to take the dogs to these 
people and see what their actions vere. 


One Great dravback to the use of hounds heretofore has been the h 
expense connected vith their employment, In this locality they cost $50 a 
trip, whether the trip is a couple of hovrs ora day. Where they are not 
successful in running the incendiarist to earth the expense mounts up rap= 
idly. If the Service covlé mike provision for the employment of dogs from 
time to time so that Forest officers in the field would feel more free in 
employing them it might be well worth while.: 


So far as the sentinent aroused in the minds of the local people is 
concernea with reference to the use of dogs, the Forest officers on the Pi 
gah have not observed any. bac reaction. All the goo citizens everywhere, 


pote dp the country and in town, would de Glad to see the guilty ones run 
Oo earth, ; 


Since the above paragranhs were written we have used the dloochn 
a third time. As on the tvo former ocCtasions no trouble was experienced i 
picking up the trail of a man ané 2 voran ane running them to a house. 
no one Vas at home at the tine. However, We may be able to get evidence 
enough in this case to secure conviction.

How much time he ‘effort, how much real- cash are we putting into a 
fire prevention? On the other hand , has anybody in the Service the courage 
to put down in black and white what during the past 10 years we'te pus into 
fire tools, equipment ang firs: f*chting, into what Hoadl ey calis pre~-sip—- 
pression and suppression? 


a We always put most of our time, effort, and moncy into pro= 
tective improvements, into discovering, reporting, fighting,.an@ azain © 
reporting fires after somcone has zone out into the woods anc started the 
fires? _ 


Haven't we been primarily concerncé with thé mechanics of fire con- 
trol, with new fire tools (take-down, collapsible ané whatnot), with nav 
pumps, and how far and with what force they will throw a stream of water; 
with nei telqrhone .lines and lookout towers, and more patroimen and more 
tailsy: Jit for’ what purpose?’ SO we can make a nice-looking peper rcport 
on the elapsed time in getting to a fire and putting it mt! All these 
medhanical and physical things are of tremendous value in the fire game. 
We neod them; we should have them. These thifcts all help and help tremen- 
dously in discovering a fire, in getting to it, in controlling it, in 
putting it out, B UT they don't prevent forest fires from starting! 

Forest fires are not started ty inanimate objects; they con't start 
spontancously, nor by acts of God, unless you include lightning fires un 
der this heating. Forest fires, at least from 70 to 9C per cent of then, 
aro started by human beings like you and me. We don't ado it, we know bete 
ber; so it mst be the other fellow who Acesn't know any better. 


‘The real problem in this forest fire game is not one of mechanics, 
ner one of physical factors = it's the IMmman factor, and we will never 
get on top of it until we realize the hunan side of it. It's men, muran 
beings, not tools, telephones, ane towers, that start forest fires, and 
wefve got to make it so unpopular a summer pastime that the careless ran, 
the thoughtless man, the vicious man, when he soes into the woods will 
almost automtically become fire-conscious; so he will not dare to be 
careless or thoughtless, for fear of an outraged public sentiment. And 
public sentiment will never become outraged until it is educated and

The first of these Was: Do aeuaacs ‘griags increase the arcoa_Surned 
over in the fire? Replies from five. Districts-ineieate that there are 
innumerable instances-‘where the arc burned has. >cen increased by the pres- 
ence of snags. It is interesting to note that the western yellow pine re- 
gion was more affectod-than any other. Similar information was odtained 
for the yellow pine type in the Fast, although chest rat snags are consi¢- 
ered as great a menace as are pine. 

The -secone question was: Does the presence or absence of smes 
affect the cost and @ifficulty of fire control? The answers indicate 
that there were mumerous cases where snags materially increase’ the ccest 
-of fire fighting both in virgin areas and on cut-over lancs. Afain, as 
in the first instance, the western yellow pine cata tere much stronger 
than those for all the other forest types. 


The increase of cost apparently is in inverse ratio to the size 
of the fire, that is, the cost of a small fire is increased by 4 greater 
percentage than the cost of a larger one.

est acreaze increase is reported from the western yellow pine type, where 
it is placed at about 35 per cent, although hardwood snags in the East 
apnowertiy are as serious a menace as the snags in western yellow pine. 
Nearly every Forest having experience in this line says that the cost 
of patroliing the line is materially increased where snags are prescrt. 


Numorovs instences are reported from all the Districts in which 
snag felling on cut-over areas apparently resulted in keeping fires to 
sr@ller areas than otherwise woulé have been the case. Many of the For- ‘ 
ests, however, report. that. they have had relatively far fires on their 4 
cut~over lands. : | . 

The percentaze of-cases where lightning hms struck snags and caused 
fires runs from zero to as high as 90 per cent. Information is greatly at 
variance and the average is around 40 per cent. While one Ranger would 
report that snags were rarely struck, on an adjoining ranger Cistrict over 
60 per cent of ‘the lightning fires vere reported as cue to snags being 
struck. Apparently most of the mei believe that struck snags cause fires 
more often than struck live trees. As in the other instances, the vestern 
yellow pine type has more fires than any other forest type. 

This survey in@icates that snags are 2 distinct memce particular- 
ly in the forest types in which the yellow pines prec lominate, ‘There the 
smes are sound, there is not .as mch difficulty in handling fires as” 
where the sapwood or interior of the tree is decayet, indicating thet -the- 
srag of only a few years! standing is not as much of & Menace as an older 
one.

Part of the Teton Takes a Trip: Doubtless most Forest Service people have 
read of the landslide on the Teton Forcst by this: time. Supervisor McCain 


cuts down the dimensions of the slide somewhat from those reported in the 
newspapers. Nevertheless, it is very extensive, being a mile long, and 
about 200 feet deep in the center of the valley. The Forest Service road 
up the Gros Ventre River cannot be reconstructed in this stretch and the 
water may rise high enough tc cover the Horsctail Ranger Station. This 

is the chief loss to Forest Service permanent imrovements. Ranchers in 
the valley lost mich more than we in the landslide, and there were several 
narrow escapes from death. The lake behind the dam will apparently be some 
seven miles long when filled. Supervisor McCain is building a horse trail 
into the country above the slide to provide means of communication. It is 
roported that several automobile parties were marooned in the upper Gros 
Ventre.

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HAS THE STORY END=D?

In the Service Bulistian of June 1, under title of "Th2 Unpleasant 
Ending of ths Story of Progress in Firs Control," ir. Hzadlsey discounts 
the results in fire prsvention. for years practically every man in ths 
Servics has bsen devoting a part of his time and sffort to the fire pre 
vention problem. Yst Iir. Headlsy would have us believe that the results 
havs bzen approximately nil. He even proves his case by the use of sta 
tistics, and the worst of it is he s#ems discouraged. 


I co not want to quarrs3l with the idea that it is the actual number 
Of man-caus2d fires which finally w2 want to reduces. Neither do I want to 
belittle ths magnificent accomplishmont of having held the number of fires 
about stationary during thess past few y3ars while the stimulus of the autoe 
mobils, the good roads, and the tremendous growth of ths outdoor urges has 
bsen leading the inexperienc2d and carsless into our midst. 


I also want it understood that I am undertaking no defense of our 

msthods of education. They can and.must b2 improved, intensified, and made 
“mor 3 practical, just as our methods of suppression and pre-suppression must 
be improved. is to where lies the gr3atest possibility for the reduction of 
actual losses, honsst diffsrance of opinion is sure to exist. But I believs 
that the chanc? for the srgatest imm2diats advanc2 li2s in the fields of 
prs-supprassion and Suppression. Literally hundrsds of chances to prevent 
fires-from starting (and to "set" such firas as do start befors damage is 
done). through the organization, instruction, etc., of guards, codperators 
and other agenet2as, ars not being r3alized on. All too large a percentage 
‘of the déstructivs firss which figurs. heavily in th3 acreage burnad are 
Stili:dus to som3ons's failure in ths early stages cf suppression, 
Lat us analyze the figures: quoted. In thz first place I do not be» 
lisvs the 1924 figures ar3.a prop2r criterion, but granting that they ars, 
they ars not materially grsatsr than 1919. ‘The figur3s used do not go back 
far enough, and can not, because the older figures arz not complete. In 
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fact, the apparent inersase through th ycars Bay to 2 larse Eo 
countad for-by “thetsreater’throughness with which we have re Hf ~— 
gate and report fires. Again, in 1924 tars were in i sitcl s ce 

man~caused fires before the normal opening of the firs Soas0ns : a 
somewhat similar in D-6, not to mention. wiiforaia, whers tne eines ae 
early and held on lats.

In this 3arlier articls he rightly str2ss36 
ths fact that it is the occasional bad seasons that have ruined tha TORUES 
What would those years have done to it on worests wher: the number of Visi 
ors has doubled or quadrupled if the number of fires had also doubled or 
quadrupled? Safs to say, it would really have made of it an "unpleasant 
Story.'' Those additional fires would have proved ths proverbial "straw 
broke the camel's back." ; 


Again, with a past racord of fires growing in number right along 
with th3 incersass of Porsst visitors, how could we face the futurs? Then 
ind3d would thers b3 causes for discouragement, for on G&any of ths Prasts 
the tide of sojournsrs has Only just sst ins Yet it is of tha -future wa 
have to think, and 43 who is discouragsd is alraady beaten. 


Most of us in the Servic? will not, I feel sure, shars ix. Headls 
pessimism. We shall r2gari a reduction in the ratio of man-caused firss 
Yorest visitors as both praiseworthy and of basic importance in Zire con 
trol. We shall look to the futurs hop2fully, f2eling that if ws can hold 
the number of man-caused firss Gown during this period of unprecedented 
growth in outdoor recreation, we can whan such use becomes Settlsd and ste 
bilized gradually raduee the actual number of such fires to a point whare J 
they will no¥ jeopardize Forest management. Ther2 is neither room for com 
placency in regard to ths accomplishments in Suppression, nor for discouras 
ment concerning the resuits in SRPPF2S520He prevention. The real nzed is 
for advancement all along the line. :

He has been told that forests burn: that much valuable 
timber is destroyed; that our water supply is diminished by injury of water— 
sheds, etc. Hs has ssen pictures of forest fires. He has been told, in 
othsr ‘words, what firss do to our forests, but being largoly ignorant of 

ths natur2:of ths thing destroyed, it ssems to m> that our work of cducating 
him has not been completed. 


at th2 oxpsriment station, ws ar>.in a position to aid a few les- 
sons to our general cducational plan. Practically all of our visitors ar3 
most d-oply impressed by thzir first sight of a s:edling tr22. a good 
majority, at lsast 90, hav2 nover s:en-a conifzrous treo in its first year, 
and th2ir astonishment is amusing. They begin to realize that a pine tras 
gests a slowsr start in lig. than ‘any plant with which they ars familiar. 
at nearby plantations, they ar2 then shown som> 15-20 yrar old saplings, 
varying in siz: from 2 to 10 feet. By this tim? thsy are so’ impress 2d by 
th2 slow “rowth of ths tre:s that tusy want to know th2 azo of larg3 on the 
adjacent slopss. ‘Within sight of th: Station ar2 Douglas firs running the 
gamut from saplings to vetsrans 250 years o1d. These are pointed out, and 
the lesson of the growth of tr2es is finished. To say the visitor is im- 
prossed is putting it mildly. I havsz scen snovgh instances within the past 
few years to know. a little talk on tho subject of fire protection as a 
follow-up is pretty much like a knock-out blow.. It gets across.. Tho in-= 
guisitor has had a real obj2ct lesson, and he knows now what it's all about. 
And the chancas ar2 very good that ths lesson will. bec romgembsred for a long 
time; at least as long and as often as he has occasion to get out into the 
forest and enjoy its bensorits.

FIRST DEVANDS FOR HANGS _vONTROL

It is inter3ssting to learn that the idea of ranges control is not 
altogsther a modern innovation, as most studaents of this subject undoubtedly 
believs. In march, 1775, Daniel Boone, the mighty hunter and pioneer who had 
been employed by Governor Dunmore of Virginia to conduct a crew of survsyc7s 
to the falls of the Ohio iver, began the erection of a fort in what is now 
Madison ‘County, Kentucky, in tho central portion of that State. (UCollins’ 
History of Kontvcky.) To this fort Boone brought his wife and daughtors and 
-. his brother, Sguire Boons. volonel Henderson, a Virginian, had purchased 
from the Charok2e Indians some 90,000,000 acres.of wile or public land upon 
which he intondod to organiz3 what h2 called the "Coloncy of Transylvaniae” 
Henderson, wno was the first and only prosident of this long since forgotten 
ropublic, establish2d his capital at Boone’s fort, or Boonssboro as it was 
later call3d. Waturally the new colony required laws for its governn ont.

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Henderson callsd-a convention at Boonzsboro, and on May 25, 1775, six msn 
met and drsw up and passed nine .ssparate laws as.a basis for a cods of law 
for the new:colony. Of thes: niag thrse are of. Be ge intsrest to th

Boone was a membsr of this convention and as he had be3n a cattla™ 
owner in the Virginia colony it is not unlikely that he was responsible fo 
the measurs. After the passage of these uing msasures the convention ad- 
Journed to mset again in Saptemher, 1775, but never reassembla, the 
Colony of Virginia having stapped in and protest2:d Henderson's action in 
accuiring the land.. Thus.ended the "CGolcoucy of Transylvania" ard early 
aitsapts at some form of legal suporvisicn of the public domain,

Exp3rimonts in Phinnine: Romoasurcaont has shibwn very. little incroment as 
|a result of thinning from below in four plots ostadlished ton years ago and 
four plots established five, yoars ago in 60-ysar old white pine stands at 
the Northern #ocky Mountain Experiment Stations Tither tha thinninges wors 
too light or ths stand was too old. This spring twc additional plots wore 
asteblishsd to try the effect of hsavisr thinning. vas of these plots was 
marked heavily from below, lsaving only widoly spaced dominants; tho other 
was marked by a modificd Bargersvo method, taking out the largest dominants 
and such of the suppressed tr3es as had no chance of living until tho next 
felling operation. Bzfore it was undertaken, the Barggrovs method was con- 

Sidered with some hesitation bocaus2 of its radical featurs of thinning 
from abovo.

According to Ksplinger's article in ths June 8 issus of the SsRa2VIc3 
BULLSTIN ws nod l2ss silviculture and more salesmanship. Bovauss large 
quantitijzs of timber aro rotting in the woods he would have us slow up on 
production and specializs in solling. 


Keplinger'’s reasoning starts out with the falso premise that ths 
FPorsst Services is a comm:rcial coneern ongaged in the production and sale 
of timber for profit. It has always been my understanding that ths primary 
purposs of Congress in cr2ating the Porost Service was to safeguard tho 
futurs timber supply of the Nation. Industry generally is uot surfsring 
from a lack of timbar at tha preszit time. Right now timbeor is being cut 
and marketed faster than it is usod. Why then should the Porest Sorvics 
dump its product on tho markst in competition with private owners? 


If forest statistics moan anything, tho time is not far distant 

when the dwmand for our f:rast products will exe2zed th2 supply. It is safs 
to say that within three wr four docadss thers wiil be a ready market for 
all ths forest fil timber within rzache Our success will bs measured 
by ths amount of timber we can deliver when that tims comes. During the 
next 50 years or sv Gas Supply which the National forests can furnish will 
bo dependent largely upon tn> virgin stands which are now being raservod; 
but after that it will bs dopendant mainly on what we actually growe any 

vVorsupply of virgin timber that may oxist now is neither a eredit tora 
diseredit to the rest Service. It was placed there by God almighty and 
it will continus to grow, or to rot regardless of the Porost Service until 
3eonomic couditious are right for placing it on the market. Kvplinger states 
that ws ars growing timbor ten times as fast as we aro usiug it, and that ‘our 
Silviculture is thoarefor: 1,000 por eent parfect. If ho is talking about not 
incromznt, I should say that he is 1,000 por cont wrong. Would that no wore 
right, fur then wo should bo accumulating the rosorve that is nooded to 
avert a famins.

Tho work will be under the dirgction of S. X. Biack, Secretary of 
the California Zorastry Committee, whd will handle it in cooperation with 
rapr3sentatives of the Forest Services, tho State Board of forostry, and the 
California Whites & Sugar Pin> Manufacturers Association. The California 
Forast Protective Asscciation will contribute lir. Black's ‘time, and the 
California Forsastry Comittee will pay field expensss up to the amount of 
€900.. The California White & Sugar Pine Manufacturors Association will ase. 
sist by securing cooperation of ths pine oporators in California and in 
various other ways. Both the Yorost Service and tho Mamfactursrs Associa= 
tion may provide limited additional funds if those on hand‘are insufficient.

' BULLSTIN suggzsts still auothor --ff:ct which the humidity of th: air may 
have on forzst firss. In most of: th: Aiscussions on tuis subjsct it is 
emphasiz3a that high huidity of ths.atmospher: is favorable in. supprossing 
forest fires on account of ths fact that the fusl for the firs naturally 
contaias -ore moisture and ther:for2 do2s not burn so readily. If. Gis- 
borne’s statement of anothor possibl: effect of high hunidity, although it 
is a socondary 2ffect of th> conditions froquaatly ectdtpanying high humid- 
ity, is probably correct as far as it go:s, but w2 belisve that “this sffsct 
is consid:rably lsss important than that of the high humidity on th: compo- 
sition’ of the air itself.., 


Air as such is composed of about four parts nitrogen to one part 
oxygen. Z3ven whan ths humidity is high, so that a considsrable proportion 
of water vapor is present. ths ratio betwsen nitrog2n and oxygen romains 
unchangsd. The aid which air giv3s to combustion is approximately propor- 
tional to tho amount of oxyg2n pressnt. If in an atmosphsro of very high 
relative humidity thers is as much as. 5 per cont water: vapor, the propor- 
tion of oxygen in th: total mixturs is roducid by just this amount, and 
therefors the ability. of ths air’to support combustion is reduced by the 
sams amount. * . 


It would ssom, ‘thersforz:, that the s2coad largest offect of high 
humidities on forest fires may b: dus to the reduction of the proportion 
of oxygen in the atmosphere.

BE is pen ite Concedsd that the forest absorbs a certaia auount ofths 

rainfall before it ever reaches the ground, but perhaps few Ae ee hava 

fully roalized just how grsat is the amount of water absorbs ad by the crowns 

of ths trses. Data from two ne6arby weather stations in the eae River Val- 
ley bring out sons rathsr startling facts. Ouo of these stations was ia an 
opsn arva; th. sthsar station was under a Nearby maturs Douglas fir forost. 


On ths svening of May 27, 1925, a light but steady rain began and 


poe ee for several days.. The record of precipitation at the two stations 
is as follows: 


Station in op2n Station under forest 
May 28 -95 inchss of raiu ~10 inchss of rain 
Lay 29 a lee " te " 02 ’ " " 
Way 30 ot hy 3 " ' t e005 ” rt tt 


During th: thre2 days of rain, nearly .9 inchss of rain reachsd the 
ground on th: open arza, but only a littls over .1 inch of rain reached the 
ground under tho forest. In othcor words, so far as tho greater portion of 
tho forest floor is concerned one very good rain was "lost in transit." 


Of course: it is true that ayapowatios and run-off are loss on for- 
ostod arcas than on arsas not forestsd. But how much less? Suroly not 80 
peor cont. It is quite apparont that the silviculturist and firofightor 
may glean some intorosting information from data on precipitation and avapo-= 
ration within ths forest. 


WHAT COMPRIS3S SUIT TTABL2_ SSEDBZD CONDITIONS FOR SPRUCE AND FIR? 
‘By MM. Westvala, Northzastern FPorast Zxporimont ¢ Station. 


Last year a sories of permansnt sample plots was established in tho 
spruce region of tha White liountains in New Hampshiro by tho Northeastcra 
Forest Zxp2rimzat Station. Difforcnt mathods of cutting wero omploysd to 
dotermine their 2ffzct on ths growth of the rssidual stand and on tho awount 
and kind of reproduction coming in following logging as well as on the subse- 
queat development of the advance reproduction. Aithough a rolatively short 
time has eclapsen since their establishment, a reoxamination of the plots 
this spring showed some interesting results in connsction with the germina- 
tion of the new crop of spruce and fir seedlings. 


Foresters recognize that sesdbed corditions play an important part 
in the germination and ultimate survival of reproduction, and may to a 
large extcat determine the somposition of the succeeding crop of timbor.

FIRS DANAG? ALLOWZD FOR YOUNG GROWTH 


The report of the State Park and Prest Commission of the State of 
Connecticut, for 1924, carries this rather interesting bit of information; 


On april 28, 1924, a destructive forest firs swept over a considsr- 


able part of the Simsbury State goroest, of Vomnecticut. The firs was due to 


the carslessnsss of the section forman in burning brush on the right-of-way. 
A claim was submittsd against the railroad cotspany for daisages caused by the 


firg. In estimating the valus, the ox poenditure mado on the cars and up-ksep 
of tha fire linss was taken into consideration as well as the originsl cost 
cf planting. Thirty acres of natural hardwood growth, small stuff, was 
valucd at 310 por acr3s. Twenty acres of Scotch and white pine plantations, 
1l years old, was valu3d at $57.27 per acrs. The total claim was $1,445.40. 
After investigation of the burn by sxperts employed by the railroad company, 
the claim was paid in full.

SENATS COMLMITISE | HZARING I IN A31Z0 ONA | 
By William B. Greelcy 


While in Arizona I attende& the hearings of the Senate dommnitteo 
appointed to investigate matters relating to National Forests and the pub- - 
lic domain. A number of complaints were presented to the Committee, and 
aiso a nunber of very fair ane constructive statenents. The President 
of the Arizona vattlemen's assdciation fade an oxcellont statement in 
which -he largely supyorted th2 work and methods of the Forest. Servics, 

- aS .did also the Chairman of the advisory board of that Association. The 
Manager of -the ater Usars* Association” of Salt River Yalley also made an 
excellent «statement in support of protection and regulation of grazing on 
the important irrisation watersheds of the Stato. 


Tho throo ‘outstanding watters ‘concerning the National Yorosts; 
which were raised before the Senate Coumittce wore (1) to have the grazing 
fees fixed at the cost of administration; (2) to provide for a. board of ap- 
peals, more or less like the board set up in the Phipps bill and with aue 
thority superior to that of the Secretary; (3) to give the creatast possi- 
ble stability to grazing permits. The idsa was develsped that ‘grazing pore 
mits should not only run for ten years, but that no reductions should be- 
made during that period. ‘The stocknen were asked if it would not be better 
to have the grazing permits put on an acroage basis and then-use their own 
Judgment as. to the numbers of Stock they would graze. Quite a number advo~ 
Gated this, but the thing which seamed to be uppermost in their minds was 
that there should be greater stability of range use;. they expected to lease 
,the range from the Government on a permit or contract basis, but would like 
to get a 10-year permit as secure and definite as possible. 


Another important matter discussed at the hearings was the dispo- 
Sition of unreservec public lanis. About 60 per cent of the witnsssea ad- 
vocated that ths unreserved public lands be turned over to the States. 
Probably 30 per cent advocatad a fedoral leasing system; a few wanted to 
leave them just as at present; while still othsrs advocated the principle 
of the 640-acre grazing homestead, carried out to its full logical conclue 
Sion: with applicants enabled to homestead enough land to establish a 
livestock ranch. 


The apparent desiro of tho Committee is (1) to fix grazing fees at 
cost of administration plus possibly a percentage that should go into rango 
improvements; (2) to establish a board of appeals independent of the 


me 


Department; (3) to shact legislation that would provide definitely for a 
grazing contract, or sore way of siving permits more coaplete legal stand- 
ing; and (4) sither to turn unreserved .ublic lands over to the State or 
adopt a federal leasing systen. eae 


The idsa of a vested, or property, right in grazing is being agi- 
tated to some extent in the West this sumuer, but it scarcely came up at 
all in the arizona hearings of, the-Ssnate Comittee. In connection with 
the discussion of a leasing system on unreserved public lands, there was 
some advocacy of taking non-timbersd lands out of the National sorssts 
and throwing them into public doxain grazing districts, although a good. 
deal of sentimeat was expressed in ao of protecting irrigation water- 
sheds. ;

It is indifferent to fires 
which do not threaten lesses that aro imminent and easily anpsrent. Gone 
sequontiy its fire protection force .is established for ths purpose, as 
the public views it, c? protecting than. from fires which are cleariy 
dangerous. There is little or no thought of tire prevention, in the 
sense of preventing all fires.

Degrade as a Rosult of Turpoentining Greater in Sscond-Growth than in Virgin- 
Growth Trsoa: That turpentining doos not degrade lumber except for a slight 
accumulation of resin and that most of the ill sffects of turpentining opora- 
tions are rowoved in slabbing tho logs at the mili is the opinion held by 
many. ‘Whils this uclds trus for virgin pine trsos, with socond-growth pine 
ths conditions are very different. In old-growth trees the sapwood is 
usually realtively thin, whilo in socond-growth it is comparatively thick. 
Logs from second~srowth trsos which go to the mill after tho tree has been 
turpontined may consist wholly of sapwood or have. only a core of heartwood 
about 3 or 4 inc hes in diameter. a yee 


in theso second-growth trees turpentining results in the partial 
drying out of the sapwood underneath the face, extendine as’ far as the heart- 
wood. This partial drying out cf that portion of the sapwood results in an 
attack by blue stain which greatly desrades the lumbor. it.is also probabls 
that the conditions are favorablo to the growth-of wood-destroying fungi. 
Ths blus staix penetrates to the h neaneae the first. ssason after the face 
is worked. Hence even if ths tres 
seasons of turpentining the baat aroa will occupy from one-third to one- 
half ef the cross sectional area of the troes as far up as tno face extends. 
Owing to the irregular shape of the. camaged area in the cross section, over 
half of tho lumber sawod from suck logs will show wore. or less injury. In 
soue cases, producers consider it.a mere economical proposition to disvard 
all of the turpontined portion of the tree.

Tho sizo of thoso divisions depsndod largoly on the oconomic 
value of the forost products, and genorally diminished from north to south.

forssters. Thus, tho personnel of tho Central Bhar ate ation, in geroral,

Impounding Regulations: Th Harnsy an’ Black Hills forests have been active 


undsr the n¢w impounding regulations. Whe following report for the Harney 
will be of intersst: - : 


"On July 11 we sole 5 horses in the Limestone but as these were 
“renegades and did not attract any buysrs they brought only $1.00 per- head. 
However, the only cost in aonnsction with them was the advertising, so 
that we were not out any money. 


"On August 3 at Loring and at the Carter Zanch on the Pringle 
' District*wa sold a total of 31 head. Thore were 45 nead advertised and 
impcunded but someone opened the gate the day before tho sale and 14 head 
of the wild ones escaped and it was not possible to gather them in time 
for ths sale on august 3. Tho salo was very satisfactory and notted more 
than tho sxpense of the work and acvertising. The highest price received 
was C10 and the lowest $1. At the salo at the Carter “tanch thors wore 
more buyors present and we had some competition. The average price 

there was 53.66. The hors3s sold were mostly unbranded two or three year 
olds. 


“Ys expsct to continue these sales. ‘fo have arranged with a 
Settlor on the 2lk LMourtain District to hold strays for us in connection 
“with the gathering of the Bailsy horsas, and we have sccured a pasture on 
the Bear Mountain District whére we are gathering strays as opportunity 
affords and during the summer we expect ‘to dispose of a considerable number. 


"I believe this impounding regulation is highiy successful. It 
-is already establishing a botter. respect for our. grazing regulations."

The two praimery purposes of inspection are: 


1. + To secure psrsonal-contact, a joint study of conditions and 
bib bine on the ground, and an opportunity for instruction by specialists. 


‘2. To deternine the quality an2 quantity of work, and the rate 
of progress toward cefinite objectives in handling resources. 


The primary purvose of District office inspection is to inspect 
the Supervisor. ‘nis ought never to be forgotten, but it frequently is. | 
fnere is a constant natural tendency for branch chiefs and specialists 
to establish a direct line of contact or control by inspection or other- 
wiss with the men in charge of ranger districts, sales, and other units, 
thus short-cutting the Supervisor. ‘Jnaether because of this or for sozo 
otzer reasons, there is too often a distinct tendency for the Supervisor 
to hold. back and give the impression that the inspector is doing a job 
in which the Supervisor has only a minor share and intorest. 


The priwary objects of inspsetion can not be fully attained 
‘unless the Supervisor is with the inspector. Ths Supervisor, except 
in real smergencies, should accowpany the inspector. Furthermore, the 
Supervisor should properly take the initiative, for his rating as a 
‘Supervisor depends to an appreciable extent on the kind of inspection 
he wakes. ‘/e must agree, surely, that constantly recurring instances, 
discovered by inspectors, of inadeyuately trained fire forces, poor 
Sale adijinistration, poor range management, low field time, unprogres- 
Sive travel, lack of used plans, and so on, are due in large measure to 
lack of adeyuate inspection by Supervisors. ‘why shouldn't Supervisors 
se6 and act oa these things ahzad of a District office inspector? 


It is Jesired that District office inspectors observe partic 
the foliowing points: 


(1) Get to the bottom of things. Lock for the good as well as 
tho bad. Try to find the undsriying reasons for existing conditions. 


Ksep ia wiad the Supervisor's responsibility for other lines of work be= 
Sidzs your own. 


(2) Give all the help, information, and teaching you can from 
your specialized knowledge and from your broader experisace and obser— 
vation. 


(3) Wake every effort to avoid the appearance of giving in- 
structions to others which should be given to the Supervisor; also 
avoid any appearance of short-cutting the Supervisor in any waye 


(4) Keep clearly in mind-in making all inspections, rsgardless 
of the man who is immediately responsible for the work undsr inspection, 
that your job is not to inspect the subordinate but to measure the ef- 
fectiveness of. the Supervisor's administration. 


(5] Remembsr that disciplinary action because of unacceptable 
conditions should not be dirsct from the District office to the subordi- 
nate, but rather that the responsibility for correction or disciplinary 
action. must be placed squarsiy on the Supervisor. 


(6) vrepare your inspsction reports in line with the foregoing 
policy. Point out the underlying reasons, as you see them, why the ad- 
ministration is good or bad. Recognize both good and bad work. Discuss 
fully your criticisms on the ground before putting them into the report. 
Prepare and forward your inspection reports just as soon after the in- 
spsction as is possible.

- LOOKING “5 CAD. OR ATOTHZR PO POstueat 


On my recent ere over ve San Deraardino Zorest I ran across 
three striking illustrations of the age-old fact that our "hindsight is 
always more rzliable than our foresignt."" All three cases have to do witn 
the enormous incrsase in land valuss in a mountain area whsre iand brings 
a higher prics than anywhere in ths West. . 


Mo. i. In 1909 Bugens Pruce examined the cut-over lands of the 
Brookings Lumber Company with 2 view to working up an sxchange, giving 
stumpage for land. Since thers was no legislation authorizing such an 
exchange, no one in.the forest Service got very much excited about the 
future possibility of this land, and the case slumbered until 1919, when 
Lir. Saérman suggested that another effort be made to put over the deal. 
This was too lates, however, and the owners then show2d little intorest. 
Now, back in 1909 this lard could have bsen acyguired for $4 per acre or 
less; by 1919 the county was-assassing it at $10 per acre, with the value 
going up. Harly this year these people scold the 4,000° acres of cut-over 
land for oa2 million doliars, an avorage price of (250 per acre for cut-. 
over land. 


Moe 2c In the garly days of the forest HNomestsad Act, before land 
classification was undertaken or there was any eee ee forest homestead 


policy, about every fourth person in Southern California had the "homestead" 


bug and all wanted mountain land. Since in those days the benefit of. the. 
doubt always went to the homestzad applicant {particularly if he were a 
volumixous letter writer, or could exert some political pressure) either 
ths District Ranger, Supervisor, District Forester, or Forester usually 
could be counted upon to give him at least part ofthe land he wanted. 

AS 4 consejuence the american public has p2rmanently lost titie to some 
5,000 acres of wonderful recreation land. lot 5 por ceut of this was aver 
cultivatsd. Wot 1 per cant of it is cultivated to-day. But although it 
was worth about four bits per acre for agriculture, it selis at from }25u 
to 2,900 per acre for rscrsation. So asre is another million and mors 
gons. And the most exasperating part of it.all is that some of these 
“peal estate" homastcaders ars still bragging about how thay "put one 
Over" on the Forest Sarvice, and they sure did. 


Wo. 3. But avery cloud has a silver lining, and not ali of thess 
Mistakes in judgment wera made by th2 Forest Service. Private land owners 
could not se beyond the end of thoir noses either. In-the early days of 
this Forest the good old lieu land law was in full swing, and owners of 
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sagebrush. forest land in Mow. liexico, arizona, and California wore busily 
trading off this supposedly worthicss land for timber stands in the Norta— 
west. Thousands of acros of railroad lands on this Zorest were so cx-— 
changed, and now.w2 find that a. lot. of this: supposedly worthless land that 
Uncle Sam got back is tovday worth far more than the timber land in the 
Northwest for which it was exchanged.--Oae fane illustration of this is 2 
section near Blurf Lake This section could to-day b2 sold for a quartcr 
‘9f a million, and the eee of it all is that the former owner, who sold 

ths “scrip” for @5 per acre, now pays the: Forest Service G15 per ycar rental 
for a s acrs summer homes site on this,section he once owned.

The Kaniksu forest started in with some 70 fires from one storm 
on July 1l. This Forsst had the most difficult time of any in the District. 
Firss spread rapidly, driven by winds that if thsy did not come every day 
cam2 frequontiy snough to keep the firss spr2ading ahead of the crews and 
ths spot fires over the lines before back-firing could be accomplished. 

A fire on tne Kootenai, which started in inaccsssible country and spread 
to 800 acres during the first afternoon, finally burned over a total of 
18,000 acrsas. This is the biggest fir3 in ths District since 1919. llost 
of the field going men of the District office and about 25 men from sast— 
srn liontana Porssts, plus all of the organization of the western Forests, 
have bcen on "Fire Duty" for the past month. 


Smokes bscame so heavy during the last two weeks that lookouts 
wers ineffective and air patrol sfficiency was very seriously decr2ased. 
At this writing we are optomistic enough to predict that the backbone of 
the firs Ssason is broken, and that the chisf ersnts in another serious 
but usual fire season in District One have taken placs.=- BP. 
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a ths Forsst Service Was an Infant: On the twentieth of July, in the 
colun. in the MISSOULIAN headed "20 Ysars Ago," appear the names of men 
wio had taken the ranger examination on July 19, 1905.

Rearing Fawns: A report just reczived from the Kaibab states that approx~ 
imately 240 fawns ars now being raissaé on cow's milk on the Kaibab. The 
fawn season is now over but it is still possible to capture the young 
animals, which ars much more sturdy than the onee caught soon after birth. 
It appears from this ysar'’s experionce that the main fawn season is from 
June 20 to July 10. Tha fawns ars captured very carefully and are trans- 
ported inmmsdiatoly to the camps whers they are placed ina small pen for 
a few days until they gst over their wildness. The men who are catching 
the fawns report unusu2lly small numbers of twins this yoar, a condition 
probably caused by the poor condition of the does at the breeding time last 
fall. The fawns arz fad from two-thirds of a pint to 4 pint of milk in the 
morning and in the evening. ‘Whether cow's milk is satisfactory for the 
young dser is something of a yuestion and an attempt is being made to seé-= 
eure & sampls of doe’s milk for testing. This has been unsuccessful so 
far. ina fsw cases castor oil has beer given when the fawns appsarsd orf 
their fsed. In ons camp the remedy was followed oy the death of two Lawns p 
The man in charge was rather surprisod at the result, but his boy said, 
"No wonder thzy disd. Castor oil wogid kill anytaine." at ons camp the 
mon who are capturing the fawns roport naving seen quite a number that had 
been killed by coyotes. Some dows have also b3en killed by tnuese6 animals. 


Ths Piro Aseera, IMs yzar has b3sn marksd by an sxtraordinary nucber of 
lightning fires, concentrated as usual in the western Idaho Forests. Lost 
of them hav2 been put out promptly and hav2 aot attainsd Glass @ proportions. 
at the present tim: it is sxeesdingly smoky on account of fires in the North— 
w3st, and detsction from the lookout points is practically impossibic. 
Hazard has bsen high up to a fsw days ago, wien 2 spall of cooler weather 
and highsr humidity brought about an improvemeat in conditions... ‘The tsn- 
day fire reports of august 10 show a total of 5350 fires in the District up 
to that time. Of this number, only 48 wers man-made. Th: percentage of 
man-made fires (14 per csat) is by far the lowsst.3ver r3cord2d@ in the 
District, and the abscluts numbsr of man-caus3sd firss is likewise decidedly 
low. The period of lightaing fires is drawing to a close, and the hunting 
season is before us, SO undoubtedly tais exesllsnt showing will be changed 
somewhat befors th snd of the y2ar.

Santa Darbara Finds Air patrol Effective: Lilot James from the Griffith 
park flying field came to Santa Barbara sarly in the morning of July 17 
with a plane for use on reconnaissance of ti:¢ Mopper Liountain fire. 
Together we made a very thorough reconnaissance of the fire,-which took 
us an hour and thé¢nty.minutes from ths landing field at Santa Barbara. 
B3fore leaving I had h2ard from Ranger Yalentins, who was in 
charge of tho firs, to the: sffect that the firs was making a run down. 
the Littie Sespe and it would bs necsssary to establish a camp on the 
mountain at ths head of the Sespe. arrangements -werg made, before 
_ilsaving on our flight, to have the pack stock com? to Santa 3arbara to 
be taken later to whatever place Valentine ordsred them. I found on 
looking over the fire from the air that it had changed its course sinc: 
Valentine had s3en it and was burning up Hoppsr Canyon very strongly tow- 
ard the divide up teasonsr Canyon. Upon landing I found thsre2 wsre men 
ready to go to the fire from Piru, Filmore, and Santa Paula, but they were 
awaiting orders from Yalontine. After what I had s2en from the air I knew 
that it would bs necessary to change the plan of attack and therefore told 
the men to procsed to Rsasoner Canyon so as not to lose any time. Later 
Valentine tslesphoned that it was necessary to changes th> plan of action 
and that hs wanted ths pack stock sent to Rteasoner and would try to gst 
the men in ther: at once. I was able to tsll him that the men had alrsady 
gone and ths pack would soon folldve, 


Gathering this information from tns airplans enabled us to gat 
ths mon on the line considerably sooner es it would havo been otherwise 
possible. Having the men on ths line when they were needed made it possi- 
ble to control the fire bsfore it backed BAe Rsasoner Canyon and made 
& bad run into the Piru, which would have becn an expensive fight. I feel 
that in this:ons. case ths Porest Service was probably saved an oxpense of. 
at least »10,000.— C.8VJ.

DEST UGE THEE TRAINING caxp 
By Geo. H. Cook, Ded 


The 1925 District Three Training Jam at thea Southwestern Forest 
Exveriwent Station near Flagstaff, urizona, began joniay morning, august 
17, with 56 trainees, three instructors, and four visitors in attendance. 


The instructors were Loveridge, Calkins, and Randles, and the visitors 
Pooler, Pearson, Merkl6é, and cope. 


District Forester F. cg, W. Fooler opened the camp with an inspira= 
tional address to the men on training and its benefits. To mark 1925 in 
D-S, he stated, there have been the Supervisors' confserence on the Santa 
Mita Zange Reserve, the fire conference of Assistant Supervisors and fire 
Specialists in albuquerque - which was followed by the instruction camps 
for protection forces attended by 32b of the forest staff men, rangers, 
Guards, trail foremen, and near-by ranchwen who have appointments as per 
diem guards - and, finally, the rancer training camp that is now in session. 


Ur. Pooler discussed priorities, that is, the relative importance 
of jobs that enter intc a Forest officer's program of work. He pointed out 
that the protection of the Porest property itself is paramount. ‘The condi- 
tion on the ground of the various forest resources must be earnestly ro- 
gardec. Second to protection is tho improvement, development, anc exten~ 
Sion of the forest property. Third comes busimess efficiency in gaining 
the desired results. Inspection methods and objecta of inspections were 
Sxplainec. Standards, meaning the best practices devaloyed through years 


cf trial, wore discussed, as were work plans a8 a means of getting more 
done. 


Perhass the most effective part of the District Mreater's talk was 
the tection that treated of the relations of ths men with the public. He 
urged the formation of more advisory boards among Prest users before which 
10¢al problems can be taken and through which public sentiment can be felt. 


~ 
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Regarding appeals from ths desisions ef Meroest. officers, ur. Pooler stated 
with emphasis that appoals should aivays be cousidared judicialiy and never 
with the idca of upholding the decision of subordinates as such, This, to 
be sure, has been both the ideal and the practice, but in spite of it many 
psonle belicve the contrary. 


"Forest officers should be big enough te soo mistakes and frank 
nough te admit then," deciared the District Prester. "Such action ae 
only right and fair to Forest users. If public criticism comes, thore 18 
nothing gained from "getting sore” at unjust statements. Remarks that 
point out real weaknesses should be recognized and the weaknesses cor- 
rected." Rangers were encouraged to analyze and criticize instructions 
and existent practices in writing through their superior officers to the 
end that the Service may have tho advantage of constructive ideas. At 
tha close of the District Prester's address the intensive instruction of 
the camp began in earnest.

Mr. Headley admits that wo can take a view that we have greatly re- 
duced the numbar of man-caused fires per thousand people using tho Forest, 
but believes such a view to ba unsound. I can hardly agrees with him on 
that proposition, but it appears to ms that as far as the Intermountain 
region is concerned, we can go farther than that and claim a real reduc- 
tion in man-made fires, even when the greater number of visitors to ths 
Forest is left entirely out of consideration.

The Used Box Industry: A survey of the box industry shows thet in cer- 
tain scctious of tae country the uscd box industry is growing in impor- 
tance. In New York City and Brooklyn there arc about 140 Gcalcrs in 
secondhand containcrs. One dcalcr uses about six carlcads of lvmper cach 
year just for rccoopcring uscd boxcs. Dealicrs in sccoudhoad boxcs my 


also be found in other citics. 


A. recent report of the Wisconsin Immigration Commissioner shows 
that the used box busincss started 16 years ago is rcaching lar=c¢ propor= 
tions in that State. In the larger citics of the Statc a regular busi- 

ess of collccting boxcs has grown up and many merchants are rcgular pur- 
chasers of uscd boxes. Onc of the largest sccondhand box industrics in 
the State is locatcd in Milwaukee. 


Another example of the reuse of shipping containcrs is the prac- 
tice of the Ford Motor Compeny, which has a box. factory at the Highlond 
Park plant devotcd cxclusivcly to saivaging lumber from boxcs, barrels 
and crates and converting it into shipping contcincrs. During Jomory 
of this yoar, this factory turned out a total of 189,950 containcrs to- 


getacor with numerous specially shaped blocks and various small picces 
211 made from saivaged lumber.--F.J.C.

creation of the Cliff Cities Nationel Park ovt of lands now in the 
Santa Fe National Forest; {4) proposed creation of the Denver or Mt.

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THE "BUG" FACTOR IN FOREST MANAGEMENT 


By H. L. Person and Burnett Sanford, Bureau of Entomolosy 


The basic feature of any forest manazement plan is the marking prac- 
tice to be followed. A larce amount of experimental work has been done by 
foresters to develop 2 markine policy that would be the most desirable 
and most easily applicable to the varied conditions found in ovr forests, 
The first timber sales in California were marked under the selection syS- 
tem of 1905-1909, The object at that time was to stock the cut-over land 
as fully as possible.7ith suzar pine and yellow pine and to secure a sec- 
ond cut within thirty years. It called for the leaving of at least four 
seed trees over 24" in diameter to the acre. This system was followed by 
the group selection system of 1910-1918 , which enllea for the removal of 
all mature and overmature trees including about 66 per cent of the stand 
12" d,b,h. and over, 


At present a combination croup selection and selection system of 
marking is in use, the objects being to harvest ripe timber, to insure the 
possibility of a second cut within 40 to 70 years wherever practicable, %o 
secure reproduction folloving cuttina, ho addeterste aromen OF WE a 
ing stand and to make the timber purchasers operation as profitable as the 
practice of ~ood silviculture vill allow. In general, it calls for the 
cutting of all mature and decadent trees and the leaving of only thrifty 
trees, Thrifty mature trees are marked so as to leave 4 reserve of trees 
over 12" d.bd.h., of four to ten thousand voard feet per acre on good sites 
and from two to five thousand board feet per acre on poor sites. 


The forest entomologist becomes vitally interested in this manage- 
ment plan when the question is asked, What will happen to this tvo to ten 
thousand b., m. of timber over 12" in diameter left on the area for from 50 
to 75 years?" The insect loss, of course, is not the only menace, since 


windfall, fire, fungi, mistletoe and other injurious agencies ali take 
their toll. We believe, horever, thrt in yellow pine and in yeliow pine- 
sugar pine stands the insect loss is more serious than all the other in- 
jurious agencies combined. } 


A recent study of all the suitable Forest Service sale areas on 
the Sierra Netional Forest proved the seriousness of this insect loss. 
Qn the average about three trees over 12" d.b.h. per acre of 1,920 per 
section are left as a basis for the second cut. Considering only the 
five average Site 2 areas studied, we find that the average annual loss 
from bark beetles (D. trevicomis and D. monticolae), is thirteen trees per 
section. If-this contimes for a fifty-year period (some of the cut-over 
areas are already nearly 20 years old), it will mean a loss of 650 trees 
or approximately 34 per cent of the pines left for the second cut. If the 
cutting cycle be extended to 75 years the loss would be 975 trees or 50 
per cent, On the worst area studied the annual loss was 50 pines per set= 
tion. <A 65-year retairn on this area would see all of the pine trees, 
_ which weve left as a basis for tne second cut, killed by bark beetles. The 
‘least imfested area would see 225, or approximately 11 per cent of the trees 

killed. 


In terms of annual increment we find that from 14 per cent to 100 
per cent of the increment on the area is lost throuch insects with an aver- 
age loss of approximately 50 per cent. 


The whole difficulty seems to lie in the fact that a reduction in 
the number of potential host trees for the bark beetles, by lozeing, does 
not bring about a proportionate decrease in the number of trees attacked. 
A loss of 15 trees to the séction ina fully stocked stand is not consid- 
ered serious. However, when from 50 to 75 per cent of the original stand 
is taken out. and the loss of trees per section contimmes at around 15 

trees, it means a very. high percentaee of loss. It seems improbable that 
the insect loss will continue at a rate that would kill all the large 
trees on an area within 75 years; but even the loss of 50 per cent of the 
trees left as a basis for a second cut would be too high a price to pay 
for the shortened cuttine cycle. 


How to reduce these losses is the problem, If any of them were due 
to epidemic inféstations they could be reduced by cireet control work. All 
of the areas, however, have only an endemic infestation. In the lisht of 
present knowledge control work under such conditions would be impracticable. 
It is not only very difficult physically to reduce materially the loss from 
an endemic infestation, but, the costs would be so hich as to be prohibitive. 
~ Reduction of this loss then must evidently depend on some modification in 
the marking policy. It may be possible after further study to classify 
the yellow pine and sugar piné stands accordine to desree of susceptibility 
to insect attack. If this can be Gone it will be possible to treat the 
stands, which will probably suffer the createst loss, independently, while 
the remaining stands can be handled under the present marking system. If 


> 
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this camot be done and the insect losses-feund on the Sierra Forest 
- prove to be general, it seems evident tneat some new marking policy will 
have to be adopted for yellow pine and yellow p pine~sugar pine stands. 


The most apparent solution of this »robdiem and the one most satis— 
factory from the entomologist.'s viewpoint would be to clear cut yellow 
pine and sugar pine where heavy insect loss appears probable and depend 
on advance reproduction for the next stand. Whether the disadvantazes 
of clear cuttinz, such as the lenzthenine of the cutting cycle and the cost 
of planting where advanced reproduction is lacking, would more than over- 
balance the elimination of insect _and other losses suffered by reserved 
trees under the-present selection “system of marking vould heave to be de-- 
termined "Bei further SPO 55 iy Sain .

Is there any good reason why there shovld not oe a forestry building 
or section at the State and county fairs? The products on display wovld 
come from the woodlot, the lumber mill and the. factory. The Forest Service 
is not alone in having an interest in such a building. Nor would it be 
alone in manning the display. 


We see at the fairs the same massive pumpkins and red apples and ears” 
of yellow corn year after year. Year after year we find the folks showing 
the same interest in them and getting up early during Fair Week to do the 
chores so that an early start can be made and a full day put in at the 
fair grounds. 


Suppose we were to show sections from various trees illustrating the 
rapidity and slowness of growth in different species. Or again, suppose we 
showed with these same sections the retardine éffect of fire. If we were 
to do this you may be sure it wovld arouse interest arong the farmers be- 
cause wherever such sections have been shown they always have aroused this 
interest. And if, in addition, we covld translate the yearly increment of 
wood from an acre into dollars and cents for display, we would be talking 
a language that Mr. Farmer understands, for if we are to sell forestry to 
the farmers that is the way it will hxve to be done. 


We do not have to stop here, however. The finished and partly fin- 
ished. articles made from wood would show hor the crop was used, and would 
stinmlate the wood grower's interest in his crop, which interest it is rea 
sonable to assume would ultimately take form in better woodlots and more of 
them. 


To appeals based on the country's need for wood or those based on 
pride in well-managed, well-utilized acres, the farmer's ear is not particu- 
larly sensitive. But the appeal to the pocketbook, if we can make it, is 


a Siren appeal to which our farmer will listen eagerly. 


What, think you, would be the effect on him of seeinz such a concrete 
expression of the forestry idea each year at the fair? Since forestry isa 
part of agriculture end the forest crop an important one, it does not seem 
-chimerical to. believe that a forestry building vith forestry crops on exhiodit 
would give forestry on the farm a decided impetus, and an acknorlecsed stanc- 
ing with the farmer. It would be a good thine for forestry. 


If it pays to srow trees, we as champions of thé idea should tell ‘em 
so, and when the leaves begin tomcolor anc fell, and crops are sathered and 
fields are bare: the fall of the year, fair time, is, it seems to me, indi- 
cated. Tell me if I'm wrong. ;

Trail Construction: Some fisures compiled for use at the Denver meetine 
rerardinge the expenditure of Forest development fords Wieder tadee ste 
may be of seneral interest. In North Idaho, of the $1,315,626 that have 
been expended for construction to date, a 756,133, or nearls 69 per cent, 
have been spent for construction of trails. In western Montana (those 


‘ - 
Forests west of the Continental Divide) $873,410 have been expended 70F 
constructicn to Gate, and of this amount $451,234, or slightly over DA 
per cent, have been expended for trails. Ia eastern Moatasa (those Forests 
east of the Sontinental Divide) there have been expenced to dare $233 244, 
| of which $55,422, or approximately 30 per cent, have been. expended for 
| trails. The totel sum spent for construction in Montana and idano is 
| $2,427,180, of which $1,262,589, or approximately 52 per cent, have bem 
| expended fer trails. 


The interesting thing about the ficures in comarison with those of 
other Districts is the relatively larze percentage of the appropriation 
which it has been necessary to expend on trail constraction in order to 

..9pen up the big undeveloped region of North idaho and western Monvana. 
.. Trails in North idaho and western Montana ere essential for fire protec- 
_, tien, and until the trail pregram is completed it will be necessary to 
‘~ continue expending at least an ecual percentage of what moneys are Te~

The gas boat Shamrock, with Acting Supervisor Pratt, Ranger Murray, 
and Capt. Harris aboard, weathered out the blow at the head of Port Nellie 
Juan on the west side of the Sound. 


The night of the 17th it blew what Ranger Murray described as a 
"howling typhooster." And it was all of that. Sleep wes out of the 
guestion. We had two anchors down but expected every minute to hear 
the anchor chains part under the strain. The skipper, restless as a 
cat on & hot stove, would every minute or two stick his head up through 
the fo'c’s'le hatch and take a look around. lIurray ani Pratt lay in 
their bunl Ks anc. cast up the ledger of their past lives. A little be- 
fore midnight the skipper called from the wheelhouse.

And we hit the deck in record time, Pratt losing half a square 
foot of shin covering in the process. With the préssure of the wind and 
the pitching of the boat it was impossible to stand upright on deck. and 
as dark as as stack of coal-black tomcats!

"SAVE MONEY WITH 3IDS"

It is ancient history to refer to Silas B. Helm's article, "Pur- 
chase Under Bid," in the SERVICE BULLETIN of August 24. But to make my 
argument “tie in” it is necessary to make this reference. 


I do not agree that we shouli try to hare the regulation requir- 
ing bids changed as he suszested. It would be a money-losing proposi- 
4ion for the Government. iI% is true the regulation may seem to cause & 
‘little extra work, but the moncy saved by this requirement justifies 
the use of bids. It is a settled fact that when a Government employee 
asks a man to quote prices verbally, he will quote about his regular 
price, or in some cases higher than he would to an incivicnal. if. 6 
bid is sent to him he knows others are compcting. Conscoquently, he quotes 
bed-rock prices. Before the "P.B.S.D." (Promotion by Suspension Days} 
there seemed to be auite a teniency to use exigency statcments frequently. 
(Yes! we were guilty.) 


The most outstancing example I have in mini showing bids to be a 
firanciel advantage is puttine up the hay on one of our ranger stations 
this year. Several times in the past we havo had to “tear our hair” and 
make out exigency statements beceuse the cxpense incurre’l ran higher than 
we had anticipated. This year it was susyested to the Rangers that they 
use bids. Before the bids were sent out one of the Rangers asked a man 
to quote him a-price. He 2zegreci to work for $7.50 a day. The bids were 
later sent out to turee men that cvonli conveniently do the work. They

To 
overcome this 24fficulty it ws proposed by the proponents of the yield ta 
that the State shoul- undertake to act Ss banker for such local communitie 
acvancins to then amurlly out of the State treasury instzliments of the 
anticipatel revenue of the yielt tax. The Statc would reimburse itself 
ultimetely out of tne final receipts of the yicld tox as tiaber came to 


maturity. 


The States have been reluctant to undertake to c2rry out. the yield 
tax plan as thus outlined. Instead, the plan usually kas been compromised 
by omitting the plan of advances by the State and leavin~ the bare land 
value (i. e., the current market value of unimproved, lozged—off land) 
subject to the general property tax as a means of affording the local 
communities some current revenue. ‘The yieli tax has been correspondingly 
reduced to offset the bare lend tax. ‘This compromise, where it has been 
tried, has offered some difficulties to the loc«1 communities because of 
the two different wmys of receiving their revenue. 


This arrangement, furthermore, has not been an entirely satisfac— 
tory one from the standpoint of forest tax reform. By givine the local 
nities the right to tax the lond ct its full market value ani under the 
rate cpplied to other property, double taxation was revived thouch in a 
what aifferent forme The market value of the bare lani represents the pre 
ent capital value of the property. Consequently, if it is toxel at the 
same rate as other property, that is opviously all the taxction it should 
be subjected to as preperty. The yield tax on the mature timber at the 
time of cutting, when added to the bare land tax, therefore constitutes 
double property taxation, 


.n alternative proposal has, in consequence, been mode. It provi 
for the annual taxation of the bare lani at its full market velue and at 
full general property tax rate as the only property tax to which forests 
should be subjected. It also provides that in any State where other busi- 
ness enterprises are required to pay eeneral business income taxes (in add 
tion, of course, to property taxes) the yield tax woull be applied to for 
ests in lieu of the business tax. 


It may be well to point out that while this combination of lind tax 
and yield tax is double taxation, it is not double property taxation as ¥ 
it was in the other forn. It is a form of double taxation to which no Gx 
ception can be taken on the score of its unfairmess, because 211 business 
enterprises, includins forestry, are treated alike. 


The plan is an exccedlincly simple one to nut in operation. In so 
far as the property tax is concerned, all that is necessary is to provide 
that the crowing timber itself shall be exempt from property texation 
while it is growing. However, if it is not cut when it has attained its 
grovth, it will then be put on the property tax rolls ond be taxed in they 
same mamer that mature timber is now. Jnd where 2 business tax exists,” 
the yield tax on the value of stumperze cut is preferable to the ordinary 
form of business tax, namely, net income, because of the complexity of © 
. computins sross income and expemses over so long a period as the life of 
a forest from seedling to maturity. 


I confess that I have. been leanings more and more to the bare 
Tand tax with the adced feature of & business tax wheres such tax is 
levied in addition to the property tex becuse she plan is very simple 
and beceuse under present forest concitions the current market value 
of logged-off land really represents its capital value for continuous 


focest production, This value is extremely low at the present day be- 
cause we have harcly entered the stase of using the logssed-off lands 
for timber growing. Tees plan entirely avoids the evil of Gouble taxa- 
Ob20n, thoush from the standpoint of the owmer it has the disadvantage 
Of requiring an annual outiay for tazes when in many cases-income will 
be deferred until timber rrows to merchantsbie size, But taken all in 
all, and considering our present situation, I believe this plan offers 
at least 2 £003 starting point, for tax reform.

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THE tHE DENVER t CONFERENCE ND OUTDOOR RECRE! PION 
By L. F. Kneipp, Washington 


At the time of the previous District Foresters’ meeting that lusty 
infant "Outdoor Hecreation" had neither developed its full lung power nor 
cut its eye teeth, but. at the recent Denver conference it simply would 
mot be ignored. However, the participants in the confererce, with few 
exceptions, lkmow 2 whole lot obout infants, both official and personal, 
so they proceeded to picn out = worth-while future ani ley Zom sound 
rules of coniuct for its guidance and devclopment which perheps may de 
of interest to the ficlé officers who have spent mony - weary cay cnd sat 
up many o long night suiding the newest member of the National Forest 
activity Family throush its teething period. Here is what the several 
committees hind to say about it. Their suggestions scemed to meet with 
general approbation. 


Committee 1 - 


"The recreational use of the Forests is rapidly increasines ond the 
hendling of business which the presence of mony travelers brings to us is 
making steadily increasing demands on our men, in muy localities. This 
has acted in some instonces to break into the priority program, ond we 
must expect this to continue until we secure funds to employ men to relieve 
the ranger of the burdicn now imposed on him. We belivve that in the past 
there his been « tendency to promote the usc of our Forests for recreation 
to 2 desree that has imposed 2 coretaker'’s burden on us, heavier in some 
instances thon we can shoulijer with our present resources of time ani 
funds. We are, however, of the opinion that the plece of the Nation:l 
Forests in 2. national recrectional program hus been pretty well defined - 
at least sufficiently 50,25 to moke it incumbent on us to direct ovr 
thoughts ond activities to heniling the caretaker's job rather than to con- 
time to sound the tocsin of advertisement. 


In handling recreational use we seriously lack adequate funds 
to keep up with occupancy demends. Otherwise the handling of the water 
power, recreation, etc., is being largely met by simple plenning ond 
correlation with the timber and range resources." 


Committee 2 - 


"The general plans or policy st-.tements for recreation by Dis- 
tricts ond Forests required by the Lands ?hmmal shouldc be completed 
promptly. Intensive plons should be mde only for those project areas 
where the recreational use has developed or promises to develop immedi- 
ately to the point where such plans are essential for the handling of the 
business." 


Committee 1 - 


"There is a legitimate class of centralized serrice which relicves 
the forest staff of mch routine and which therefore are probably perma— 
nent. We rst distinguish between these services ond those dealing 
directly with the forest soil, such as the plonning ond execution of fire, 
timber, grazing, recreation, and game activities. 


We believe a partial solution of cxisting iifficulties in hondling 
recreational business is clone the line of giving the use of suitable areas 
on 2 nou-charge or uon-profit basis to counties and municipalities under 
proper permit. A controlled policy of concessions for public camp grounds 
would also aid greatly in the settlement of the prublan."” 


The last suggestion miy perhaps be the solution of the present 
pressing problem of maintoining good sanitation and fire protective facil-— 
ities within the National Forests. Here ond there public agencies my be 
prepared to supervise, improve, ond opercte particular camp grounds cither 
without cost or at nominal cost to the public. Private camps opercted un— 
der special-use permits on 2 commercial basis may be the preferred meons 
of meking available to the traveling public the superior camp-ground 
facilities ani services now so frequently desired or demonded but which 
neither the Federal Government nor other public agencies can very well 
furnish at public expense.

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MY DISTRICT

The Grand Mesa National Forest vas created by Executive Order of 
December 24, 1892, under the mame of the Battlement ilesa Forest Reserve. 


=f 


It had an original area of 866,400 acres, bui this has been reduced by 
eliminations to 2bout 665,000 acres. The rome Grand Mesa was substituted 
for Battlanent in 1924, as the Grand Mesa is the principal topographical 
feature of the Forest, ond popular opinion was strong for the change. 


It goes without question that the Grand Mesa is the best little 
Forest in District 2. it amnuslly supports around 50,000 head of cat— 
tle and horses, 15,000 head of sheep, Engelmann spruce, -\lpine fir, 
and aspen constitute the timber resources and the letest estimate shows 
750,000,000 bocrd feet of spruce and fir. The timber receipts averse 
Ground 32,500 per year, even though some facetious members of the Dis- 
trict office have referred to the Forest =s the "treeless Battlement." 


The receipts for the last fiscal year were 330,284, or nearly five 
cents per acre. 


The Grand Mesa stands st the head of the list when it comes to water 
use. Over four hundred reservoirs are covered vy permits anc easements, 
od the end is not in sicht, as every year addition.l locations are made. 


The Forest is popularly referred to as "a wonderland of Inkes and 
mesase" Grand Mesa, the principel topographical feature, has an averece 
elevation of 10,500 feet, and o top area of fifty-three square miles. 
since 2 Forest Service rood has been completed over this mountain, the 
tourist traffic has increased from 10,000 visitors to cver 40,000, and 
still they come. The recreational use is fast becoming heavy. Permits 
have been issued for over two hundred swimmer home lots. Zhe Masons and 
Oid Fellows have = larce block each cf lots which they subiease to members 
of the Orders. Three resort hotcls have been built ond « flourishing 
recreation2l business is being built up. 


Mule deer, clk, ond black -nd brown bear are quite numerous, with 
wile duck and dusky crouse plentiful in season. Thirty lckes ond reser- 
voirs contcining trout cnd salmon sre now acccssible to automobiles, with 
aS many more within short riding distonces. The summer season is from 
June 15 to October 15, and auto parties have no business on the Grand Mesa 
before or after these dates. 


« midwinter depth of ten feet of snow is not unusu>l ot the Alex- 
onder inke croup, which contains the largest and best fishing lckes on the 
Forest. 


The personnel consists of five rangers, a clcrk, and « supervisor. 
in the old days there were ton rangers, clerk, stenographer, forest .s5- 
sistent, 2n42 supervisor. 


The vouchers run *%round seven hundred per year, without fire vouchers. 
For the past three years the ro-d building program has been heavy, but the 
main projects are now finished. 


There have been no fircs of consecqucnce on the Forest for the past” 
ten yeors, althouch it is badly fire searred. The mein reason why it hos 
been possible to kcep fires ovi is thet practically no grass is cllowed 
to co to waste and create 2 menace. People arc well sold on fire preven— 
_tion 2nd the stockmen ond other users have the protection of the Forest 
at heart and ere constantly patrolling it during the dry scason. 


Grand Junction, on thc Denver ani Rio Grande Western Railrowd, with 

& population of 11,000, is the headqucrtcrs towmm. It has « sood Federal 

- building, two rooms of which zre cliotted to the Service. The altitude 
is 4,600 feet and autos cnn be used the year around. It is twenty-two 
miles from the city to the ncarest point on the Forest. The city is in 
the center of the Grand Valley reclamation project which, tosether with 
private projects, has reclaimed 70,000 acres of desert lend upon which 

is now-raised o11 common varieties of fruit and other produce. 


The mean ammuol tempernture of Grand Junction is 52°, and the mean 
precipitation 8.30 inches. The sun actwlly shines 70 per cent of the dyy— 
light hours. In 2 34-year record, the hichest temper.ture recorded is 
105°, ond the lowest -21°.

McNary law, providing for eames ica with the States in the procurement, 
production, ond distribution of forest tree seeds ani plants has proved 
tO be 1 strong stimulus. to the States in those activities, Asreements 
have slready been executed to provide for this vork with the following 
fourteen States: New Hompshire, Vermont, Connecticut, Pennsylvanic, 
Marylend, Ohio, Indiana, Vircinia, North Carolinn, Kentucky, Louisions, 
Wisconsin, Oregon, 2nd Californie. In the case si four more States, 
fow:,, Washington, Idaho, xnd Nor “th Dakota, agreements are in the process 
Of bein> executed, while in addition to the eighteen already named, eight 
Others, Mine, linssachusetts, New York, Michigcon, Alnbans, Mississippi, 
Okichom., and South Dakota, will have qualified for cooperation, it is 
anticipated, before spring ieee opcrations begin. 


The figures for the eishteen States where the work is now lined up 
in Getail show 2 total estimated expenditure for the present Federal fis- 
cal year of $170,000, of which 3139,140 will be the States" share and 
700,860 that of the Federl ea Each cooperatins State receives 
on allotment of not to exceed 32,000.

but the insoluble residue from the hydrolysis is digested to only 2 slight 


extent. It has been sugsested to the Experiment Stction that the ccopera= 
tion be continued in testing out the soluble sugars alone. If all the 
sugars, both fermentable ond unfermentrble, are found.v.luable as 2 food, 
then the wood molasses would be able to compete with the ordinary sugor- 
cane molasses as 2 cattle food botter than as raw material for making olco= 
hol, since the wood sugars are about 65 per cent fermentoble while the 
bednary molasses sugars are about 85 per cent fermentable.

Wood Refuse Used in Pulp Furnish: Between two and three tons of pulp were 
made recently from wood waste by application of mild cooking and disinte- 
gration in the rod mill. “he waste consisted chiefly of oak with some 
gum, elm, and cottonvrood. ... small proportion of cypress included was 
pulped by the semi-kraft process. 


The pulp was substituted for the more expensive items of the fur- 
nish and about 22 tons of container board were made, In a mill scale 
demonstration the paper in which the refuse wood pulp represented About 
10 per cent of the furnish was up to stomdard in all respects except when 
the cypress was used, This latter gave a paper of lower test thon stand=

The encouraging results of this test will probably result in the 
installation of a plant to utilize about 30 tons of wood refuse a day.

DISTRICT 1. — NORTHORN DISTRICT 


The Value of iGinor Road Orsani zation as a Reserve Agency for use in fire 
suppression has been well demonstrated during the past season on the 
aniksu, where a particularly bad fire situation was experienced. 


The road crews, numbering altogether 102 men, during the fire sea- 
son put in 46 days fighting fire. This organization up to October 15 
handled 211 transportation on the Forest, or 1,001,262 pounds, of which 
over 400,000 pounds were for roads and an «almost equal cmount for fires. 
In addition, 560 men were taken to and from fires. 


The hauling was done at 2 saving of $2,810.24 over local contract 
prices, 


The clerk paid off 357 men, attended to orders an central purchase 
in the amount cof 8,772.24, and prepared. for fires clone 119 vouchers 
amounting to $27,722.57. 


Winter Killings of Yellow Pine; As the result of an extremely sudden drop 
in temperature on December 15 last year from 2 point well above freezing 

to 20 to 25 decrees below zero, the yellow pine in District 1 was more 

or less damzced. The damaze was particularly evident in the Clark Fork 
valley, the Kootenai River valley, the saad neal ond parts of the Flat= 
head Indion Reservation. Large areas of yellow pine turned absolutely 
brown in the spring, 2nd it looked as thoush there might be quite 4 seri- 
ous loss. Fortunately, recovery has been pretty seneral, the trees putting 
Outs new needles and shedding the old ones, so that at the present time 

most of the trees have 4 green appearance, although the foliage looks thin. 


Junior Forester Bownan established nine plots in some of the worst 
damaged timber near Libby, which have been under observation all summer. 
On these plots he reports thet 14 per cent of the reproduction under 
4 inches d.b.h. is now dead and. the some percentage of trees above 4 
inches. ‘These plots probably represent worse than the average of severe= 
ly damaged stands. About five per cent loss would be nearer the average.

The suojece 
therefore, is of interest to 2 mumber of croups, including ceolosists

botanists, ensineers, agriculturalists) and Srazines experts.” He might 
well have also added, foresters. He continues: “Notable changes in 
population, including: the abandoment of villages, have occurred and 
therefore the cutting of the srroyos is an ovtstanding event of interest 
to historizns." The settlement of she time when channel erosion begs 

is very lar- Sely corroborative of the findings of members of the Forest 
Service that these changes have teken place within the past seneration. 
Of this event he stz-te sz "It is evident to 211 observers that the forma-— 
tion of the channel trenches is recent, as early settlers in the region 


can remember the las ae many of these valley floods plains were intact 
end the floods sprea videly, At that eae meadows, belts of cottonwood 


or Willow trees, and éven swamps characterized the floors of valleys that 
now support only scattered sage, sreasewood, or mesquite." 


New Fire Equipment; The newspapers recently carried 2 picture showing 
Charles Kellos;, the inventor, demonstrating a method of extincsuishing 

& fire by tone vibritions. It is declared that he can put out a gas- flame 
by whistling in a hich pitch-and smother a flame by érawing a violin bow 
Over & tunine fork. Physicists are investigating his remarkble discovery 
Which he recently demonstr-ted to Boston firemen. Possibly this is just 
another way of showinzs that it does not pay to get excited on a fire line, 
but to calm yourself by whistiing. At any rete, no requisitions for tun- 
ing forks or violin bows will be honored before the next fire season.

1. For continuance of camp fire permits, yes 165; no 16. 
a6 yn favor of form of permit vsed in 1925, yes 54; no 97. 
3- For & new and simplified form of permit, yes 105; no 57. 


4. For a permit sood for the season on 211 California National #zor= 
ests rather than for a sinzle trip on one or 2 group of Forests, yes 90; 
no 83. 


(ote: The affirmative vote cane from the North, while the South- 
erners wanted the sincle trip vermit.) 


It was olso voted by a larse majority thot issuance of permits 
should not be exclusively handled by Forest cfficers, but authcrised azen— 
cies outside our organization should contimie to han: te this business. 


Now that the ficld has spoken in no uncertain terms, I may with 
propriety record my gratification over the ovtcome of tne vete and my firm 
conviction that while camp fire permits are issued to but a small percent 
age of those who trével through Nationel Forest arcas they serve as an 
educational influence of mo mean character. We canmnoi hope to Inrely

From the Custer Cowhuy: ‘Two instances of stumps that have actually in- 
creased in diameter since cutting 15 or 20 years ago cane to cur cotice 
this season, The stumps which were 1* to Qe tali were in & nouselog 
sized western yellow pine stand of slow erowing trees. The tots cf the 
stumps were weathered and hecked. ‘heir diameters were less than the 
diameter 2" below the top. Considerable curiosity wes aroused. The in= 
crement borer showed a double or trivle rate of growth after cutting 
compared to before cutting. Since the vlant physiolugists and ecologists 
tell us that the amount of growth depends considerabiy on the amount of 
water evaporated, the cut end of the stump must account for most of the 
water loss. The bark was as sovnd and healthy as that on the adjacent 
living trees.

New Mexico State Land i Exchange looking Up: District Forester Pooler ‘end 
Assistant District Forester Cheney secontiy conferred with U. S. Senator 
Jones, Congressman Morrow, Governor Hannett, and State Land Commissicner 
Swope as to a possible corsolidation of the State holdings by an exchanze 
with the Federal Governmert. ‘The State would give back to the Government 
its timbered lands within the National Forests, avoiding the expense of 
maintaining a forestry organization and receive in exchange therefor le 
Within or outside the Nationaal Ferests valuable primarily for grazing a 
agriculture. The exchange would not be on an acre for acre basis, but 
on the basis of eausl valves, se that the State would receive savers 
acres of grazing lands for one ecre of timber land, and would then be in 
& position to receive a permanent income by lease of the erasing lands. 
The State now ovms some 200,000 acres of timberland scxttered throughout 
forests in such a shape as to inake it difficult of advinistration as 
separate units. Legislation will be sought in Congress aad the State 
Legislature sithortelie the proper suthorities to enter into agreements 
for such exchanges. Precautions will be taken to see that all interests 
involved are fully protected. 


Saw Milling Away from Vater: Recently Santa Fe officers laid out a sale 
area on the Glorieta Unit reek e 100% caliper estimate of marked timber 
and timber to be left. The area is about three miles north of Glorieta, 
without water and will be logged to 2 small gas mill st on the area: 

The volume which will be rewoved in the first compartment amounts to a= 
bout 44° B, M., largely yellow pine with some Nouglas and white fir over) 


an area of 355 acres. This volume will be scaled to check the estimate; 
and the remaining compartment of the sale area will rrobabvly be sold 
separately in saies by estimate. i/e expect to continue the work of lay= 
ing out small units to plan a series of cuts to sustain the allowed cut ; 
on the Pecos Working Circle until better roads ure constructed into the 
timber of the Manzanares or Sebadilla cutting allotinents. Following the 
awtimber cut, the area will be gone over for props and stuli materials 
which will leave a thrifty stand. The remainder of the sale area has 
recently been cut over for this class of material. 
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DISTRICT 5 — CALIFORNIA DISTRICT H 


Forest Planting on Lassen: October 21 to 27, 1925, might well be called 
"Forest Planting Week, as the entire District Ranger force of the Lassen 
spent that period in reforestation. Bight thousend 2-year old yellow 
pine seedlings shipped from the Forest Service nursery on the Columbia \ 
National Forest in Washington were set out. The planting site was a por- 

tion of the Antelope Mount2in burn where destruction had been complete. 

The area had been logged twice, once prior to the fire of last year and 

then again this spring, to salvage the fire-kilied timber. The soil was 
comparatively deep and the plentiful rains of this fall had put it in 

ideal condition. 


There were six of us on the job and we split into two crews of 
three men each. In each crew one men dug the holes for two men planting. 
Deep holes were made with a spade and each tree was carefully set out 
and the soil compacted tightly around it. Hach crew averaged 900 trees 
aday. The trees were spaced not less than ten feet apart, and when the 
Job was completed a traverse of the area showed that approximately 15 
acres had been covered. If good planting stock, ideal soil conditions on 
& good site, and careful planting are any indication, this experimental 
plenting project should be successful. We are optimistic at any rate, 
since better than 70 per cent of the 1,000 trees set out & year ago on a 
less favorable site in the same locality are vigorous and healthy at the 
end of the first season. 


In addition to the tree planting, an area of about ten acres was 
seed-spotted with 2 mixture of yellow and Jeffrey pine seed collected on 
the Lassen Lumber and Box GSompany sale area. On this job we divided into 
three crews of two men each. One man of cach crew was equipped with a 
hoe and the other with a bucket of seed. Holes were dug not less than 
ten feet apart and from six to a dozen seed put into the hole, covered 
with soil and primed with the foot. A total of 3,861 spots were made in 
this way.

( Under item numbeted one above the conference was probably suc— 
essfulin part so far as cooperative activities are concerned, but of 
course no definite stAtement can be issued in this respect before ex— 
isting decisions of the Comptroller General are duly modified. It is 
expected that the continuance of informal contracts, and perhaps the 
wai¥ing of written contracts altogether when in the opinion of the 
Diregtor circumstances justify such action, will be countenanced at 

the Forest Products Laboratory. The same mute is expected to be applied 
to research work generally, conducted on the National Forests and else- 
where; also to other lines of National Forest cooperative undertakings 
where the procuring of written contracts would be clearly impracticable 
or without point, as in the ease of many improvement activities, and 
also fire protection and brush burning in a lesser degree perhaps. 


With respect to item numbered two we hope to be relieved of the 
requirement of noting cross referendes to the supporting contracts on 
vouchers involving research activities, fire protection, telephone main- 
tenance, and other lines of cooperative endeavor where the collections 
are necessarily merged or where a number of depositors are concerned in 
a Single activity or project. 


Item numbered three was not stressed by the General Accounting 
Office at the conference, probably because the idea has not been as def= 
initely developed as some of the other points. However, it plays an im 
‘portant part in the rather far-reaching program involving collections 
under contemplation by the Comptroller's office. In fact, the scheme 
of things as pictured by the auditing divisions would obviously be in- 
complete and only partially effective without it. The accounting offi- 
cers have been quite-active during the last two or three months by means 
of letters, committee meetings, and the like, in endeavoring to put some 
‘Such vouchering arrangement into effect generally. 


Concerning item numbered four it is believed that we were success- 
ful in convincing the representatives of the Comptroller's office that 
collections made by the Service for cooperative telephone maintenance 
are properly creditable to the Cooperative Fund. The accounting officers 
have apparently been laboring under the misapprehension that such pay- 
ments were in the nature of rental, overlooking or being unaware of the 
fact that the Service extends free use of the lines to the settlers in 
return for their cooperation in a fire protection sense. 


The obstacle of greatest importance encountered at the conference 
and which we were seemingly unable to overcome had to do with the filing 
of forest reserve fund agreements and permits in the General Accounting 
Office. That constitutes a rather material contract ~hen fully analyzed. 
It means all timber sale contracts, grazing and special use permits, 
grazing applications, transfers of deposits, and contract amendments and 
modifications of every description and for all purposes. In brief, it 
involves in the neighborhood of 150,000 documents annually, all of which

MY DISTRICT 
By Clyde D. Blake, Nezperce 


The gross area of the Nezperce Netional Forest is approzimately 
1,705,150 acres. The Salmon Mountain section 2t the east and compris— 
ing 364,000 acres is administered by the Bitterrcot National Forest. 


Elevations vary from 1080 feet to 9487 feet, and this Forest in— 
cludes some of the roughest mountainous sections of the United States, 
viz., the Seven Devils, some of the west slopes of the Bitterroot Moun— 
tains, and parts of the Salmon and Snake River drainages, The famous 
Florence, Buffalo Hurp, Blk City, Orogrande, and Dixie mining districts 
are included within the boundaries. According to authorities on miner 
als these mining Gistricts cover one of the richest undeveloped mineral 
Sections in the Northwest. Development is avaiting better transporta= 
tion facilities. 


all of the rangers’ headquarters are made accessible by mountain 
roads, sometimes Imotm as vagon trails. Since these roads were built 
during the mining boom of sixty years sg¢0, one should not be surprised 
that they follow the old game, Indian, and prospector trails. 

The grazing capacity for the Forest is 55,530 sheep and 7,455 
cattle and horses, with considerable winter and yearlong range. 


The timber volume is estimated at 5,097,000,000 feet exceeded by 
only one other Forest in District One. The yellow pine volume of 
1,057,000,000 reet is not exceeded by any other Forest in this Dis— 
trict. This timber is largely inaccessible at the present time. While 
the timber sale business is conducted on a smell scale at the present 
time, we have promises of exploitation on 4 large scale within the next 
decade, 

Grangeville, the headquarters of the Forest Supervisor, is 
county seat of Idaho Courty vith a population of adout 1,500. It is 
Situated near the foot of the eRe RS: and at the cdge of one or 
richest grain producing sections in the Northvest. 


In 1924 the fire season began April 29 and ended October 28, but 
ordinarily it starts about May 20 and ends Sentember 15. The 1925 fire 
records show that this Forest had 82 Class "a", 22 Class "B", and 3

Tricky: The kind of entertainment which is dished ou 
to some smoke chasers in Worth I¢ano when 2 lightning svorm strikes in am 
inaucessisle territory is graphically pictured in the folloving story 
told by the ranger in one of these districts. 
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Late in the evening of Jaly 12, the Smith Peak fireman returned 
from one fire, and: the next morning he and the alternate started out to 
Search for a fire which the latter had not been able to locate the day 
before. They traveled alone to cover more country. The Smith Peak man 
found the fire and put it out. On the way back he discovered another 
fire covering about 23 acres on a steep slope. He had worked on the 
fire about an hour when the wind svept it into the crorms. He was nearly 
caught in the fire and had to spend over an hour under s rock in a small 
creck to keep from beine burned. 


In the meantime, the rlternate had discovered another fire, and 
had it nearly controlled when the vind swept it into the crowns and it 
was gone. The alternate was nearly caught in this fire, end did lose 
his smoke chaser outfit and most of his clething. The tvo fires burned 
together the same day, covering an aren of several hundred acres. The 
fire was brought under control July 22, after burning over 1050 acres.

These figures are based on data furnished to the Forest service by 
lumbermen in these two States. Jn 1924 there vere 469 milis in Wash— 
ington reporting, which is 161 less than in 1£23, and 393 in Oregon, 
which is 61 less than reported for 1923.
